2663 is a bill to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. There have been some mis- 
conceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, I would like to make certain 
broad statements concerning the bill and 
its purposes before discussing It fn ae- 
tall 

The Central Intelligence Agency was 
established as a successor to the Central 
Intelligence Group, under the provisions 
of section 102 of the National Security 
Act of 19‘iT. This section sets oht the 
functions of the Agency. It slmuld be 
pointed out at once that H. R. 2663, 

' which we are now considering, does not 
alter or add to these function in any 
way. It simply provides for the admin- 
istrative implementation of toe func- 
tions which the Congress has already 
seen fit to give to the Agency. 

Secondly, it should be pointed out that 
CIA functions exclusively under the pow- 
ers ''ranted it by the National Security 
Act of 1947 and not under any Executive 

order whatsoever. 

Tiiirdly* with one or two exceptions to 
which your attention will be drawn, 
there Is no authority in this proposed 
bill which at some time or other has not 
been granted to some other^ency o 
the Government or which some othe. 
agencies are not now utilizing through 
their own implementing legls.atlon. The 
reason why the hearings have been held 
in executive session, and why a certain 
amount of secrecy *1,* 

connection with this bill, is that the ^s- 
cussions with the members of ^ who 
appeared before tbe committee went in 
to the operational background of the 
Acenev Naturally, operational details 
cannot be talked about In public for they 
GO to the very heart of 
Bear in mind, however, that the CIA is 
prohibited by law from any internal 
security functions. It deals only in the 
field of foreign Intelligence. 

’ Tills bill which we are now consluor- 
InK with one dincrence was introduced 
into the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress last year, and was un^lmo^y 
approved by the Armed Services Com- 
mittees both In the Senate ^d the House 


session, but due to the last minute pres- 
sure of business could not be cal.cd up 
In the Ko'ose. After most care.ul con- 
sideration. the present measure h^ 
again been unanimously approved, first 
by a subcommittee end then by tne full 
Armed Services Committee in the House. 

As I have said, its purposes are admin- 
istrative, and its provisions b'Ce-* “®wn 
Into four main categories. In the first 
place, the Agency seeks to avail Uscir 
of the benefits of the Armed Se^ces 
Procurement Act of 1947 so that It may 
utilize the most up-to-date procurement 
facilities in connection v/ith its aci,lviues. 

Secondly, In connection with the sections 

dealing with foreign travel and similar 
allowances, the Agency, in 
self of many of the provisions of me For- 
eign Service Act Of 1945, is see.cing to 
build up a career service in the mtelii- 
gence field second to none. A second-best 
intelligence service is almost as bad as 
none at all. Within the framework of 
existing Government law.s and salaries, 
we are seeking to place CIA on a career 
basis, particularly for those of Its em- 
ployees who may spend a large portion 
of their career on foreign assignmem. 
Thirdly, we are supplying the Agency, by 
this bill, with certain general adminis- 
trative authorities which are needea. 
Finally, we are supplying the Agency with 
appropriations language to wnich thsir 
budget and fiscal employees, as well as 
those of the General Accounting office, 
may look in the auditing of the Agency s 

expenses. , 

In broad terms, tnerefore. H. R. 2663 
seeks to assist this country in the build- 
ing up and development of a careci for- 
eign intelligence service, and to free me 
Asency froin ccrtsiln restrictions so ttiati 
It may operate as a mature intelligence 
service must operate. 

Section 1 of this bill merely contains 
certain very basic definitions of terras 
used In the act. 

Section 2 authorizes a seal Oi office for 
the Agency, and provides that jud.cial 
notice shall be taken, thereof. Prom time 
to time It has been necessary for CIA to 
produce records in court. For example, 
the records of the monitoring of foreign 
propaganda broadcasts in their posses- 
sion have included recordings of the 
speeches made from Germany byDouglas 
Chandler and Robert Best, re- 

cordings were the basis of the fspnt 
convictions of these two men for their 
treasonable activities during the late 
war In order that authenticated copies 
of siich material can be submitted when 
called for lu court, a seal is nccessaiy of 
which the court can take judicial notice. 

Section 3 of the bill authorizes the- 
Agency to utilize certain of the authort- 
tlcs granted the armed seiwices Sh the 
Armed Services Procurement Act “t 194 h 
The main features of this law v/hloh are 
being extended to the CIA are in the 
field of negotiation for contracts without 
advertising. The general ceiling for 
which contracts can be negotiated wlUr- 
out advertising toaay is $W0. Tne 
A.rmed Scrvice.s Procurement Act raises 
this ceiling to $1,000, and it is being ex- 
tended to include CIA contracts hP t<> 
this amount. In addition, the act au 


not admit of delay, where it is Iir prac- 
ticable to secure competition, aru tor 
supplies or services the nature of whicm 
should not be publich' it 

stands to reason that cert ain of the tech- 
nical equipment which tSiis Agenc;' must 
utilize may be made only by one fi™ lot 
reasons of security, and certainly s ^me ol 
this equipment should not be operay ad- 
vertised for. Therefore, ft seems onb- 
proper that these aulbontics wffilch. the 
Congress has already extended to the 
armed services should be further « 

• tended to CIA. The remainder of thH 
■ section sets forth the applicable piovl- 
stons of the Procurement Act rer.ardmj 
rules for advertising, the type nt con- 
. tracts that can. be made, damages, joint 
procurement, delegations of aut.iortUes 
and limitations thereon. 

Section 4 of the bfll authon<es the 
Agency to assign its personnel to schoo.s 

for special instruction and. training, and 

to pay the cost of sucSi tuition and e?.- 
penses. This will permit the Aircncy to 
send selected employees to such schoc.f 
as the National War College, advance 
courses in intemationai relations ana re- 
lated fields, refresher courses ia lan&uage 
fields, and special training co’ir .cs. 

Section 5 of the bill presents cne of st-. 
most important features from a careei 
standpoint. Virtually aU of the provi - 
slons of this section have been 
rectly from similar provisions in the Fot- 
cl-n Service Act of 1946. It provides^ or 
the payment of travel expense:; for he 
employees of the Agency and for J‘!'- 
members of their families when 
im. to posts of duty abroad, and from 
post to post abroad. It provides fo. 
their being returned to the Unp-.d ^s t- 
with their families on statutory home 
leave after 2 years of continuois serviciT 

abroad. . ^ 

It must be reemphasized that th^se 
provisions are not new departures cresaed 
for CIA, but are merely extending to tne 
Agency the best features of ot icr career 
services Inth&Government. T ils section 
also provides for the hospitah-ation and 
medical care of the Agency’.' full-tio.e 
employees abroad, and Incl.ides pio- 
vislons for the periodical physical exami- 
nation of all of the employees on. foie-gn 
DOStS- 

Certain general administrative pro- 
visions are granted to the Agency, most 
of which are similar to aulho:o>.ies 
granted to other agencies ot the Gov- 
ernment at one time or anothci-, or whica 
deal with the security of the Agency s op- 
erations. For Instnnce, theie are pro- 
visions permitting the arming of rairsers 
and guards carryi&g confidcnt.al iioi.u- 
ments. Specific authority is neadeci to 
override State statutes which prohibit 
the carrying of firearms witliout s?> . lal 
licenses. Such a statute Is n exEdonce 
for the FBI, and the armed .s irvices unva 
always been allowed to itrm omccr 
couriers. 

Section 8 of the propo-sed nil coniaius 
a provision which will permit the entry 
of IGO aliens into the United State?, lor 
permanent residence. This will lie ex- 
plained more fully by my {.:stingxilshca 
colleague, the gentleman iroiu North 
Carolina [Mr. DriaK,\r.t1. However. ) 
■■ ;r I hi? ..c.'ti.'r 
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esr.cnce, and should these people be re» 
quh'cd to so through the many pro- 
cedures of obtaining visas, having photo- 
graphs taken, and filing applications — 
they would be dead before taking their 
second step. In certain areas of the 
world such persons can only contact an 
American once. This section permits 
quick action to save the lives of persons 
of high intelligence value to the United 
States. 

Finally we have provided In this bill 
some basic appropriations language to 
which the Government Accounting Office 
and the budget and fiscal offices of the 
Agency can look in the expenditure of 
funds. Much of this language is neces- 
sary, for without it the expenditure of 
funds for the purposes set forth herein 
cannot be allowed. In addition, we have 
provided the legal basis for the granting 
to the Agency authority for the spending 
of those unvouchered funds which the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
will earmark, and without which there 
can be no successful operation of an in- 
telligence service. 

For the reasons I have set forth, I urge 
the passage of this bill. Above all, it will 
allow this country to continue and In- 
crease the successful operation of its 
foreign intelligence, upon which some day 
the security of this country and our very 
lives may weli depend. 

Mr. DONDEHO. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SAS.SCER. I yield to the gentle- 
man from Michigan. 

Mr. DONI3EP.O. Will it affect the per- 
sonnel of our American military govern- 
ment in Germany? 

. Mr. SASSCEB. It Is my understand- 
ing that it will not. 

• The SPEAKER. The Ume of the gen- 
tleman from Maryland has expired. 

• Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
myself one additional minute. 

Basically it Is outlining the adminis- 
trative procedure. ' There Is a section in 
the bill relating to bringing in aliens, 
which my able colleague the gentleman 
from North Carolina £Mr. DtjehamI wIU 

■ discuss. However, I would like to again 
•emphasize that this section involves a 
time factor. It in no way encompasses 
the functions or prerogatives of the im- 
migration authorities or congressional 
committees. This is a security measure. 
These men can only contact an American 
once. Time is the element. If they 

■ cannot make a quick exit their heads 
may be off and valuable information lost. 

Mr. CELLEB. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

-■ Mr. SASSCER. I yield to the gentle- 
man from New York. 

Mr. CELLSR. Does the gentleman 
mean to imply that Immigration restric- 
tion-s built up over the years are not sus- 
pended by this bill? 

. Mr. SASSCER. They are suspended 
for 100 aliens on the basis of their po- 
tential news value for security purposes 
and not for the purpose of general imml- 

■ gration laws. 

The SPS.\KER. Tlie time of the gen- 
tleman from Maryland has again expired. 
. Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, I yield 2 
• to the

Mr. CELLEB. Mr. Speaker, although 
I do not like the hu.sh-hush business sur- 
rounding this bill, I shall not oppose it. 
Certainly if the members of the Armed 
Forces Committee can hear the detailed, 
information to support this bill, why can- 
not cur entire membership? Are they 
the Brahmins and we the untouchables? 
Secrecy is the answer. What Is secret 
about the mombcv.'ihin of an entire com- 
mittee hearing the lurid reasons? In 
V.’'ashington three men can keep a secret 
if two men die. It is like the old lady who 
said. ‘T can keep a secret but the people 
I tell it to, cannot.” 

. I must counter the remarks of the pre- 
vious speaker. Wc have in the bill this 
very significant language "for permanent 
residence v/ithout regard to their Inad- 
missibility under the Immigration or any 
other laws or regulations.” 

In the first place, if there had not been 
a closed rule, I woffid have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision be- 
cause it Is exclusively within the province 
of the Committee on the Judiciary and is 
not the business of the Committee on the 
Armed Services. The Committee on the 
Ar,-ned Services has nothing to do with 
Immigration. Now this provision I have 
read throws out the window, at the dis- 
cretion of the Director mentioned in this 
bill and the Attorney General, all the 
legislative immigration restrictions that 
.we have built up over the years. It 
throws them to the winds, and if the At- 
torney General and the Director wish to 
admit racists. Communists, Hitler sad- 
ists, morons, moral perverts, syphilitics, 
or lepers, they can do it. I think tho 
House ought to know what it is legislat- 
ing about, and I think, in a measure, this 
Indicates how the cold war is unhinging 
the nerves of some of our high .military 
authorities. The secrecy, especially the 
brand we are treated to, is ridiculous. 
Secondly these l.-nmlgration privileges 
are badly conceived. If you want to give 
'this authority to the military, all right, 

, but I think we should know what we are 
doing and whither we are going. The 
military is not infallible. Witness the 
situation of the charges levied by the 
military intelligence against one Agnes 
.Smedley recently, that she was a Com- 
. munlst. or a Russian spy, and Instead of 
retracting .when they found they were In 
. error, they simply admitted a faux pas. 
.The military is indeed not infallible. On 
.the question of immigration they are 
given carte blanche, 'wllly-nilly, to admit 
. 100 persons under this particular provi- 
: slon which should be stricken from the 
. bill or, if it is not stricken, certain safe- 
. guards shoiUd have been added. 

I have spoken briefly to advise the 
Armed Forces Committee to stick to its 
’ own knitting. When Immigration Is in- 
•volved, let the proper committee be con- 
sulted — the Judiciary Committee. 

The SPEAKER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from Now York has expired. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
myself 5 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker, in the past few days, 
much has been said about a provision 
in the proposed act which will permit 
Ahe entry of 100 aliens annually into the 
United States without regard to imml- 


Scctlon 8 of this bill provides that 
whenever the Director and the Attorney 
General shall determine that tlie entry 
of a particular alien into the Unliect 
States for permanent residence is in the 
interest of national security or cs.sentl;.l 
to the furtherance qf the national in- 
telligence mission, tliat alien and his 
family shall be given entry wti.hout re- 
gard to their admi.K.slblllty under the Im- 
migration laws and regulations. The 
number of persons who can came into 
the country under thi.s provision is lim- 
ited to 100 persons in any one year. 
Let me emphasize that what is be.rs- 
waived are the laws regardinr the ac;- 
mlsstbllity of an alien into thi; count ry, 
but no laws are being waived : egarcLr.g 
his conduct once he is here. The aiicri. 
must live up to every law of the Unitt cl 
States just as every ether alien must do, 
and failure to do so will lead to his dr:-- 
portation for cause. What is the pu ■ - 
pose of this section? Briefly, it is thi.':. 
There arc many people all over the world 
who believe in thi.s country and what it 
stands for Implicitly. Many o£ them are 
living in police states. Some of them 
may have formerly been highly placed in 
the service of their government. Some 
of them may even be there no .v. Matiy 
of them have important intall;:;ence - 
formation to make available to .his coun- 
try, and such Information n ay be of 
vital Importance to our naiional se- 
curity and our policle.s. These peop.c-. 
be they soldiers or statesmen or scien- 
tists, can only approach a representative 
of America once. If they are .seen taU- 
ing with an American, it may mean the 
concentration camp;:, or la some in- 
stances death itself. There is no time 
here to get visas and fill out the ienrs 
which the Immlgiiation laws req-uira. 
The clement of time is often 21 hours or 
less. When CIA plans such .m opera- 
tion, security requfres that the people 
■knowing it be held to an absclute mi ti- 
' mum. The people who will l>o selected 
will be most carefully screentd by OTA. 
and only the select few will oe che.seu. 
'The concurrence in the Direcor’s soiec- 
tlon lies with the Attornei GenerBl. 
whose Immigration and Nataralizaticn. 
Bureau must administer the immigra- 
tion laws once these people have arrived. 
The Committee feels that '.his power 
should be granted to the Director of 
Central Intelligence, and that the opera- 
-tlon of our intelligence agen;y requires 
its existence. Its force and effect is 
1 testified to by the screams of anguish 
which have already emanated from Coni- 
• munist sources abroad. The Rumanian 
radio protested immediately after the 
Armed Services Committee approved i hi.< 
section. This is what it said; 

Dollars fatherland, fatherland of g.ir.g- 
sters and of international swlmUers, Is now 
officially decreed fatherland of spies fniir. 
' any corner of tha world. 

A statement by the American fCav 
Congress, which is on the Attorney Gen-- 
eral's list as a Communist o.-ganization. 
was forwarded to this conu'alttcc. anc; 
almost upon its very receipt he Ivloscow 
. radio started to broadcast Itr text, 'f htr 
Moscow radio says that this pro’.isior. 

ri- 


a-ir. apeaser, i yieiu is unii.eu timwa wimuu-. ‘"VV . — , i' a--- 
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disjuslcd with the cynicism of the 
United States Congress and its policy of 
revivins fascism and preparing a new 
world war. It is interesting to note that 
the Moscow radio picks up and endorses 
this protest almost as soon as the com- 
mittee itself has received the telegram. 
The people who will enter this country 
under this provision arc not spies. They 
arc defaemrs from the tot.alitarian .state. 
They arc people whose love of democ- 
racy Is so great that at the rl.sk of their 
lives they come to representatives of the 
United States to give them Information 
which win help the west and the United 
'States survive. 

I believe the well-known radio com- 
mentator, Edward R. Murrow, very 
neatly summed up the purpose of this 
section in his broadcast of March 4, In 
which he stated, and I quote: 

This Is essentially an underground rail- 
road for Srst-class passengers only, up to 100 
a year. It will be conflned to people of the 
highest caliber, morally and mentally, who 
have to get out of their own countries on 
short notice or face arrest, torture, or exe- 
cution, people whose background, Informa- 
tion, and services are so valuable to us that 
It would not be safe to keep them for any 
prolonged length of time even In countries 
of western Europe, 

Mr. Speaker, the dearest thing we can 
give these aliens is admission to this 
country, and that is what your com- 
mittee proposes. 

As an essential weapon for the suc- 
cessful operation of tliis country’s for- 
eign Intelligence Service, and after the 
most serious and searching considera- 
tion. ycur committee has endorsed this 
. section and urges its adoption, as well as 
all other provisions of the bill. 

Mr. MARCANTOmO. Mr, Speaker, I 
yield myseif 5 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker, I call the attention of the 
Members of t.he House who are present 
. to the language on page 6 of the report. 
I think it can be said without any fear 
of contradiction that this Is the first 
time in the history of the United States 
. that this language is found in any re- 
port accompanying a bill coming before 
the Congress. It reads as follows: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation In view of the 
■ fact that much of such Information Is of a 
hlg'nly co.afldentlal nature. However, the 
Committee on Armed Forces received n com- 
plete explanation of all features of the pro- 
posed measure. The committee U satisfied 
that all sections of the proposed legislation 
are fully justified. ' 

Let us loo’<: at this a moment. We ?re 
being asked to vote for legislation with- 
out hating full explanation of all of the 
provisions of the bill. 

Mr. DuRHAI«I. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. I yield. 

Mr. DURHAM. The gentleman knows 
of course that this l.s an espionage bill. 

Mr. MARCAHTONIO. I do not see 
what difference that makes. "We have 
gone through two world wars. We have 
gone through a civil war and the Con- 
gress has never been asked to vote for 
. any legislation without explanation of 
all of the provisions of the bill and that 


of this House to do. Can anyone deny 
that that is what we are being requested 
to do under this motion to suspend the 
rules? 

What are we doing hero? First of all. 
as to the secrecy with which the com- 
mittee has been operating, It admits that 
Its members have the Information which 
they arc withholding from the House. As 
the di.atingui.shcd gentleman from Mns- 
.sachusetts. the former .Speaker of the 
House IMr. MaktinI, said. If he is cor- 
rectly reported in this morning's press: 
“There is no such thing as a secret in 
Washington, when any three persons 
know it." Yet, we are told that the In- 
formation the committee has must be 
kept a secret from the Members of the 
House. What is worse, the committee 
informs us through its report that the 
Members of the House must pass this 
bill without any explanation of all of its 
provisions. This makes every single sec- 
tion of this bill suspect. No Member of 
Congress has been informed. No Mem- 
ber of Congress has been given the full 
explanation of ail of the provisions of 
the legislation to which the representa- 
tives of the people are enthled before 
voting on any legislation. Only the 
me.mbers of the Committee on Armed 
Services, we arc told, have been given the 
explanation. That is the situation you 
have before you. If under the wave of 
hysteria you want to abdicate your leg- 
islative functions to just one committee 
of the House, that is your privilege, but 
as for me I refuse to do It. I no not 
care what reason Is given. There has 
never been and there can never be any 
justification at any time for the repre- 
sentatives of the people, w'no are elected 
to Congress, to abdicate their function, 
of legislating with full knowledge on the 
matters which come be^re them. This 
bill suspends that function and says, 

■ "You must not have knowledge of all of 
the provisior,s of the bill." It says, "You 
m.ust vote 'blindly and must take the word 
of a committee.” No one challenges the 
- good faith of the committee members, 
but the fact Is that with 435 Members 
from 435 different districts, we are all 
entitled to have our ovm viewpoint on 
legislation based on at least a full expla- 
nation of all of the sections of a bill,' For 
that reason all times in the history of 
the Congress of the United States the 
membership has been given full explana- 
tion in a report which is intended to ex- 
plain the bill. Never has Congress been 
told In a report accompanying a bill, as 
this one does, that Congress cannot have 
a full explanation of all provisions in the 
bill. This is the first time that Mem- 
bers of the House arc told, "You cannot 
have any full explanation of this leglsla- 
• tion. It is highly confidential. It deals 
with espionage." 

As a result of the 'hysteria under which 
this bill is being passed I suppose a ma- 
jority of the House vrill vote for this bill, 
even though in doing so you are suspend- 
ing your legislative prerogatives and 
evading your duty to the people of this 
Nation. 

Now, without having been given ex- 
planation of all of the provisions, I have 
been trying to find out something about 


the report. ‘ Here me a few things tliat 
the Members of the House ougjjt to know. 

I deal with section 4, on page 3: 

6ec. 4. (a) Any oSlccr or crnp'oycc ei toa 
Agency may be aoElgilcd or detailed lor spe- 
cial Instruction, research, or training, ai or 
with domestic or lotclgn. pu’olia or pi hate 
Jnsti'utlons; trade, labor, erirlcultural. os 
scientific »5.sociatlons; cour-sc-s or traiiilng 
programs under the Katlonal Military Esfab- 
llabmautl or eoinman’tut firms. 

What docs this rrtcan? Wil li all cf the 
vast powers that are given this a'icnoy 
under the guise o' research imd sU.ciy, 
you are subjecting &bor uniors and im.ri- 
ne.ss firms to the will of the military. 
You are opening the door for the pl:u luc: 
of these intelligcnde agents, .'.iipposad tc- 
deal with security pertaining to fon im 
as well as internal affairs in the m.rkd 
of labor organizations. 

The SPHAICER pro tempore . The tufit 
of the gentleman from New York IMr. 
MarcantojjioI has expired. 

Mr. MARCANTONIQ. Mr. Speaker, I 
yield myself five additional minutes 
You are opening the doors for the en- 
trance of intelligence agent,-, into Irdior 
organizations: yes, to .spy on, labor acici 
carry out antilabor activities. I am -sia-e 
If it were not for the cold war hysteria, 
very few Members of the Congress woifid 
vote for that provision. Certainly the 
majority would not vote to .'.uspead the 
rules so that you must take this bill a.a 
It is without any opportunity for amend - 
ment, despite its serious implications 
against the security of the liberties of 
•the American people. 

The gentleman from New York has dis- 
cussed the immigmtlon provision of the 
bill. I simply want to add to his com- 
ments that this section wfl work out 
only In one way: That there will be 
admitted into tills country former 
Fascists and Nazis, anUlabor woplc. .wo- 
monarchists, people that a democracy 
such as ours would want to keep out. 
It is only natui'ai that the followers 
of the Hapsburgs, Francos, and clhcr 
Fascist scum will be the benefifi oies 
of this feature of the bill, which suspe uds 
the Immigration laws and allows for 
permanent admission of IQO of them per 
year. 

Then, from the standpoint of Govotn- 
ment operations, on page l.'i of the hilt, 
we find this: 

The sums made nvallable to the Agency 
may be expended ■without regai cl to the i>r(i- 
vlslor.a or law end rcgulatlon.a relatir.E lo 
the expenditure ot Government lunda. 

I Wish soma of you gentlemen who have 
been cutting down appropriations fee 
unemployment scsridces and social wel- 
fare legislature would listen to this ; 

The sums made av.allablo to the A p-.ney 
may be expanded without r:!gnrd to t!i« 
provisions o£ law end rcgula.lons rahatlhg 
to the expenditures ol Covemment tni d». 

So what are we doing lierc? Pi-om 
what we know — and, mind you, w.i haw 
not been told everything— but fiwni 
what we know. We are suspending rivii 
liberties In the interest of a militrry in- 
telligence agency, '-fhat is def.rJte, 
You cannot get a'way from that. 'We ait 
also making it possible to have ad.mlttcti

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counterespionage or counterintelligence, 
people that a democracy would spew out 
under all circumstances. We are sus- 
pending all laws with regard to Govern- 
ment expenditures, and we are asking 
the Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogatives and cease to do their 
duty on legislation with full explanation 
of the legislation. Of course, there are 
times when bills get by. We cannot all 
be up to date on everything. We might 
• not know what is in a bill. That hap- 
pens. But this time we arc told that we 
are not supposed to know what Is in the 
bill. I want to read that again, and I 
hope It will sink in: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation In view of the 
fact that much of such Information Is of a 
highly conadentlal nature. 


Congress is suspending its right to leg- 
islate and we are being asked to do this 
in furtherance of a cold war. This is 
illustrative of what this Imperialist cold 
war is imposing on the people of a coun- 
try: Suspending its civil liberties, inva- 
sion of the labor movement by intelli- 
gence agents, admission of undesirables — 
undesirable In any democracy — and ask- 
ing Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogative to pass on legislation. 

But you say this Is dealing with espio- 
nage, that this is done for the sake of se- ' 
curity. I refuse to believe that our Na- 
tion Is so unsafe from a security stand- 
point that we have to suspend not only 
the civil liberties of the people but the 
Icgi.slativc prerogatives of the Represent- 
atives of the people in the Congress. If 
you want to do this In the hope that a 
newspaper will not criticize you for vot- 
ing against It because of the hysteria 
which is being whipped up, that is your 
privilege: but I submit that the situation 
is obvious : Hysteria is used to undermine 
the civil liberties of the people and ex- 
tend the military control — military con- 
trol— I -emphasize that, over the lives 
and thinldng of the people of these 
United States. 

Mr. Speaker, I reserve the balance of 
my time. 

Mr. VINSON, hi ■. Speaker, I yield the 
balance of my time to the distinguished 
gentleman from Missouri IMr. ShortI. 

The SPSAIC3R. The gentleman from 
IvUssouri is recognized for 4 minutes. 

Mr. SHORT. Mr. Speaker, there Is 
some p’au.sibility in. the argument ad- 
vanced by the gentleman from New York. 
I suppose that none of us in the Chamber 
. at this moment likes this particular kind 
of legislation, but I think we all will agree 
that the weakest link in our chain of 
national defense In days gone by has 
been i.n a weak intelligence system. The 
Germans, the Russians, the British, have 
had far better systems of intelligence 
than have we. and in spite of all our 
v/caith and power and might wo have 
been cxcc.olionally weak in psychological 
warfare notwithstanding the fact that an 
idea is perhaps the most powerful weapon 
cn this earth. 

The pending bill, K. R. 2633, Is sub- 
stantially the same as H. R. 5871 which 
v/as introduced in the Eightieth Congress, 
unanimously reported by the Senate 
Committee o.n the Ar.mecl Services, and 


passed the Senate. A companion bill 
was unanimously reported by the House 
Co.mmittce on the Armed Services, but 
duo to lack of time it failed of passage in 
the Eightieth Congre.s3. 

The purpose of thl.s bill is simply to 
give the Central Intelligence .-Agency au- 
thority that is necessary for its proper 
administration. Is Is true that wo will 
bring in not to exceed ICO persons' a year, 
but before they are admitted they will be 
carefully screened by both the Director 
of Central Intelligence and the .attorney 
General of the United States. They act 
jointly, and it is absolutely essential that 
some of the informatio.T given to mem- 
bers of our committee as was given to 
members of the Rules Ccm.-nittee, must 
be kept confidential, because it is of a 
secret natura. Tlie FBI does not adver- 
tise the movements it makes in the ap- 
prehension of a criminal. Our intelli- 
gence efneers to be effective and in their - 
own defense as well as the country’s 
must keep many of their movements 
secret. I think it v;ould be supre.me folly 
for us to discuss every phase and ramifi- 
cation of a bill that is of such a highly 
confidential nature. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SHORT. I yield to the gentleman 
- from North Carolina. 

Mr. DURH/iM. Did the committee 
satisfy itself as to the expenditure of this 
fund? 

Mr. SHORT. It did. and there is a 
deflaite limitation upon this. V/e limited 
not only the number of persor*s to be 
admitted b'ut also the amount of money 
to be expended; however, we are not 
telling how. when, where, or to whom, 
the .money will go. V/e cannot, because 
of the very nature of the problem. 

I am, glad the gentleman from New 
York quoted from page S of the commit- 
tee report because the language Itself is 
self-explanatory. You are going tO have 
to trust somebody, Mr. Speaker, and 
while perhaps it is asking too much for 
you to trust the members of the Com- 
mittee on the Armed Services I thinl

There Is nothing startlin ' in tiiis bib 
and, with one major exceriion. practU 
cally all of the i-emainlns .orovisions oj 
the proposed legislation now exist far ' 
some branch or branches of the Govorn- 
ment. In. fact, almost all of the pra - 
posed legislation weis taken Erom ex -sUm: 
■laws applicable to other Goveiumear- 
agencies, particularly the .‘^•tate Depart- 
ment. 

• The Central Intelligence Agency vva; 

1 established pursuant to section ICll of the 
National Security Act of 19 '17. Its func - 
tions are set out In that act. which states 
that it shall be the duty of the agency, . 
under the direction of the Natlona) Se- 
curity Council: 

First: 

To advise the National Security Council 
in matters concerning such intelligence ac- 

■ tlvltles of the CoVeenmeat departments ard 
agencies as relate to natlon!>l security; 

Second: 

To make recommendations to the x.itlca d 
Security Council for the coord inatlor. or such 
JntclUgenoe activities of the eSrpartmenis :j>d 
agencies ot the Government relate to tl a 
national security; 

Third: 

To correlate and evaluate latclllrcnire re- 
l.ttlng to the nationisl Kccurlry, anc^ urovluo 


So (two-thlrds having voted In favor 
fheveof) the iiils.s were Buspended .end ^ , v. - 
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where appropriate existing agencies and fa- 
cilities; Provided, That the agency shall have 
no police, subpena, law enforcement powers, 
or Internal eecnrlty functions: Provided fur- 
ther, That the departments and other agen- 
cies of the Government shall continue to 
collect, evalu.atc. conelate, and disseminata 
departmental Intelligence: And provided 
further. That the Director of Central Intelli- 
gence shall be responsible for protecting In- 
tclli.gcnce sources and methods from unau- 
thorized disclosures: 

Fourtli: 

To perform, for the beneSt of the existing 
Intelligence agencies, such additional serv- 
ices of common concern as the national Se- 
curity Council determines can be more efd- 
clently accomplished centrally; 

Fifth: 

To perform such other functions and duties 
related to l.-.telUgence affecting the national 
security as the National Security Council may 
from time to time direct. 

Kovf, what authority Is granted in the 
proposed legislation? Well, the bill cre- 
ates a seal of office for the Central In- 
telligence Agency. It extends to it cer- 
tain provisions of the Armed Services 
Procure.-nent Act of 1947. It permits the 
Director to provide for special instruc- 
tion and training of agency personnel. 
It provides for travel allowances and ex- 
penses for agency personnel. It permits 
agency personnel to return to the United 
States on leave after 2 years of foreign 
service. It provides for the payment of 
transportmg and storing household be- 
longings. It provides for the health of 
employees overseas by permitting the 
payment of travel expenses to the nearest • 
adequate medical facilities when local 
medical facilities are inadequate. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of first aid 
stations at posts overseas. It provides for 
physical examinations for all employees. 
It provides for transporting the remains 
of an employee or a member of his family 
v/no may die while overseas, and it pro- 
vides that the agency may recruit foreign 
nationals abroad where citizens of the 
United States are not available for such 
employment. And it provides allowances 
for agency employees similar to those 
given to State Department Foreign Serv- 
ice employees. It also contains other 
provisions of greater significance, such as 
the authority to transfer and receive 
from other Government agencies such 
sums as may be approved by the Bureau 
of the Bud-get for the performance of 
any of the agency functions. This is how 


the Installation of necessary equipment. 
The bill also eliminates the agency front 
the requirements of law which result la 
the publication of personnel data in the 
Official Register of the United Slates, and 
exempts the Bureau of the Budget from, 
the necessity of including in its public 
report to the Congress the agency’s per- 
sonnel strength. This information has 
not heretofore been made pu'olic and 
must, of course, continue not tc be made 
public, and this merely legalizes such 
action. 

The most widely publicized feature of 
the bill is that with respect to the pro- 
vision which provides for the admission 
of ICO aliens for permanent re-sidonce in 
the United States. This will only be done 
when the Director and the Attorney Gen- 
eral concur in the admission of such 
aliens and will permit the agency to offer 
to certain defectors and others the 
greatest reward possi’ale In this world 
today, residency In the United States. 
These people will be carefully screened 
and their admission will only be in the 
best interests of the United States, and, 
furthermore, if at a later date they should 
prove undesirable they can be deported.- 

Another section of the bill provides 
that the agency may spend sums made 
available to it without regard to pro- 
visions of existing law. It also permits 
the e:<penditure of funds for cenfidential . 
purposes to be solely accounted for by 
certification of the Director. This is not 
unusual. The State Dopart.-nent has 
such authority, as docs the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and. for that mat- ; 
ter, so in effect do all branches of the 
. armed service.s. 

Therefore the only significant feature 
of this bill which will be completely new 
in ail respects will be that pertaining to 
the admission ol 100 aUer.s in the United 
States. 

There has been a great deal of discus- 
sion as to why the committee meetings _ 
were conducted in executive session v/ltlt- ' 
out a stenographic record being kept. It 
is obvious that there is certain informa- 
tion which must be confined to as few 
people as possible. For example, it would 
not be wise to disc’ose to the world the 
amount of money nece.ssary to operate 
the Central Intelligence Agency annually. 
Kor would it be wise to announce to t'ne 
world the number of personnel employed 
by the agency. Kor would it be wise to 
announce just where our CX.t. Is operat- 
ing. or how they are operating, or what 


the world without one. It would seem a 
little ridiculous to spend one-third of our 
annual budget for our national dtfea-.u 
and not gx’ant reasonable monct iry smt'i - 
tory and administrative supprirt to tlia 
agency charged with gathering the iii- 
telligenco Information which hes so much 
to do with the size of the appropriations 
v/e grant for the strength of cur armed 
services. 

I might add that this bill wa. repoi t.-d 
unanimously by the subcommittee .aud 
unanimously by the full committee. 
That there v;ere no dissentinf: votes is 
significant. The records indicating the 
Members who attended the meetings ara 
available for public inspection.

^Mr. TYDIXGS. Mr. President, I should 
like to m.ake a brief explanation of the 
bill. This is a very Important bill to 
those who arc identified with the Central 
Intelligence .Agc-ncy. In modern times it 
is necessary to assemble all tho informa- 
tion that can be obtained concerning our 
own national security and its relation- 
•shlp to the national security of other 
countries. Ail governments — we might 
as v/eil be frank about it — utilize every 
reasonaole agency they can to assemble 
desirable information concerning the ac- 
tivities of other governments. Some- 
times in some countries men who are 
engaged in trying to find out what is 
going on lose their lives. They are 
caught, held as spies, and liquidated. 
They are never heard of again. The bill 
does not provide for any new activity. 
What it docs particularly is to seek to 
safeguard information, procured by 
agents of the Government so that it will 
not fall Into the hands of enemy coun- 
tries or potential enemy countries who 
would use the Information to discover 
who the agents were, and kill them. 

To my certain knoiviedge. In a certain 
area, not many years ago three good 
Americans who were trying to serve their 
Government by finding out whether the 
Intentions of another government were 
strictly honorable were liquidated. The 
men were detected and killed. What the 
bill does is to seek to keep their names 
and Identities out of the normal account- 
ing channels, so -that they cannot be 
picked up through the promiscuous dis- 
semination of information. That is tha 
principal point in the bill. 

I shall not ask for its Immediate con- 
sideration. I know there are some Sen- 
ators. one of whom is my good friend 
and colleague, the Senator from North • 
Dakota, who wants more time to look 
into it. But I wanted to make this brief 
explanation, so that Senators would have 
in mind what Is in the bill as they con- 
sider it and read it in the future. I shall 
be very glad to yield, vdthln the time 
limit that is left to me. to answer, if I 
can, any question any Senator may de- 
sire to raise.

CO.VLMii^CDA'riON OP PHILIP XUPvUAY ANO 

THZ CIO I'OH OUSTING COMMUNISTS 

Mr. MARTIN. Mr. President, I rise ta 
e.xprcss commendation and my personnel 
appreciation ol the sound action taken by 
Phiiip Murray and the executive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. I refer to 
the forthright drive to rid that great 
labor organization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of soma of its 
unions. 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my part, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
dcm,ar,ded that it purge Itself of the 
Communist-card carriers and the fellow 
travelers who have had such great influ- 
ence in its activities. And for years, be- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CIO have called me a wide variety 
of names — none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the rule-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, its Insistence that 
public ofhcials take care of it first, ahead 
of the welfare of the public as a whole. 

I shall ‘always object to such tactics, 
whether they come from labor. Industry, 
politics, or from any other source, includ- 
ing the Federal bureaucrats. 

But when Philip Murray and his CIO 
do a fine and courageous thing, even 
though belatedly, I feel that they should 
be commended and congratulated. 

■ I hesitated for several days to make 
this statement on the ficor of the Senate. 
I believed it should and would come from 
the CIO’s friends in the Senate, those 
who have backed its activities, and who 
in turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAC votes. 

But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward on this floor to laud that 
organization for its increasingly success- 
ful fight to get rid of the foul fumes of 
communism which pervade some sections 
of the CIO. 

Since I believe that public recognition 
"Is due Mr. Murray and the CIO, I have 
decided that I should call attention to 
their action, rather than let it go un- 
noted on the floor of the United States 
Senate. 

I want to remind the Senate that 
Philip Murray, national president of the 
CIO and of ils steelworkers, is a Penn- 
sylvanian. He is a former coal miner of 
my State: in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
hon'.c cour.iy. Ko ro-se to his present 
eminence by hard work, and full use of 
his intelligence. He is and always has 
been strongly antl-CommunIst. 

V/hat is new and important is that 
finally he has been able to rally enough 
other leaders of his organization to make 
the drive v;hlch is presently succeeding. 

Mr. Prc.sidcnt, I commend to the 
United Statc.s Senate the action of the 
CIO Ixjard. which met here in Wa.shing- 
ton the other day and made clear that it 
v/ill no lo.'.gcr tolerate Communists and 
Communist sympathizers in high places 


It is appropriate also at this time to 
suggest similar action by those bureau- 
crats who. willfully or otherwise, have 
closed their eyes to the dangers of com- 
munism in this country. I recommend 
that they face this situation with vigor 
and courage, and taka such steps as are 
necessary to drive out every Communist 
who holds a place in our Government. 
AD^.SI^^5TR.WIO^• OF CENTRAL INTELLI- 
GENCS AGENCY 

The Senate resumed the considvtration 
of the bill (H. R. 2353) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
19‘17, and for other purposes. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President. I 
should like to make a brief explanation 
of the pending bill. It Is similar to one 
which was passed unanimously by the 
Senate at the last session. The bill 
presently before us is a House bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, as I 
recall, by a large favorable vote; I think 
there v.'ere only about four votes in op- 
position to it. It Is called the Central 
Intelligence Agency bill. 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by some perso.ps as of little impor- 
tance. in my opinion, for whatever it may 
be worth, it is one of the most important 
pieces of legislation which we shall con- 
sider in this Congress. I say that for 
the reason that it is important that our 
military authorities be completely ad- 
vised in regard to what is taking place in 
the world, so that they may constantly 
make an estimation o: the probable dan- 
gers which eventually may confront our 
country, and of how they may deal with 
them. 

The bill relates entirely to matters 
external to the United States; it has 
nothing to do with internal America. 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the domestic scene in any manner, shape, 
or form. 

The w'ork to v;hich the bill relates Is 
dangerous work. In many localities 
where representatives of our Govern- 
ment may go in quest of information, if 
they are detected they are likely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very lives. I should say it Is not Im- 
probaWe — and I am measuring my 
words — that many men working for our 
government already have p.aid the su- 
pj'cme sacrifice in attempting to gather 
information of a nature vital to our 
country. Particularly when our soldiers 
are stationed abroad in such goodly num- 
bers in many countries, and where there 
are at times the possibilities of conflict, it, 
is Important that a variety of useful in- 
formation be assembled, in case of need — 
not that we are going to use It to make 
war, but so that wc may use it in the 
event war is made upon u.s, so as to save 
the lives of citizens of our country and 
even the lives of civilians who are not 
citizens of our country, but who might 
be in the path cf a conflict in which our 
own troops might eventually be engaged. 

This bill has the approval of the State 
Department and of the Denarirni-Tit o! 


military department of the Governmen;. 
The bill has been referred to the chair- 
man of the Judiciary Committee of this 
body, the Senator from Kevad,.i, [Mi. 
McCahrakI who is In charge *.f cer- 
tain phases of activity in our dumcsac 
scene upon which this measure might 
impinge slightly; to wit. the admission 
to this country of an immigrant who 
would give us valuable fnformaUo n. The 
Senator from Nevada has read the bi.l 
and ha.s given his written approv.il of i.. 

I am available now to answer ques- 
tions, insofar as I can, by Senatoi-s who 
are not members of tm; committee, wba 
perhaps would like to have somt infoi- 
mation which I have not covered in this 
brief summary. I have no desire to take 
up the time of the Senate in an e> tensive 
analysis of the bUI, but I think I have 
indicated enough to show what its gen- 
eral purport is and how important ,t 
might be in conceivable circumstances to 
the safety and the lives of people in and 
out of uniform in our own country. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. Presid. nt. will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Virginia. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. I should like to 
ask the distinguished Senator froni’Marj - 
land whether the program ts to sapplar.t 
the present counterintelligence work of 
the Army or is to complcme.nt it? 

Mi". TYDINGS. I may say the bill 
changes nothing that is not now in exist- 
ence insofar as foreign iatellibcace is 
concerned It Ls already prov.ded in 
the Unification Act that there ;.haU be 
a central intcllisonce agency charged 
with these duties, but unfortunately tlie 
provision is couched in a generality, 
and this bill is to give the agency, Ina.v- 
much a-s we have it anyway, the mechan- 
ics so it can be more cEcetive than it 
could othemise be. 

' , Mr, ROBERTSON. I may sav to my 
disitiriguishod colleague that I am in fuli 
•sympathy with the purpose of the bill 
and shall gladly support it. 

Mr. T'TOINGS. I say in coiidusioa, 
we must always know the size oi the ar- 
mies of other countries, wc must km w 
what their air potential is. what inven- 
tlms they arc pursuing, vzhat tire people 
in a 'possible enemy country are likely tti 
think or are likely to do, or how they 
are likely to react to a given r.irciin- 
stance. We cannot merely take 1 he word 
always of the governmental authorities 
who are for the moment in charge of 
those countiles. Wc have to know tn<' 
real truth, and it is in order to do Ur:.i 
that we have such an igoncy as this, thav 
the logistics that flow from this informa- 
tion may be always available in the thne 
of emergency. 

Mr. CAIN. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

The VICE PRESIDENT. Does the 
Senator from Maryland yield to the Sen- 
ator from W.ashingtori? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield. 

Mr. CAIN. May we safely conclude 
that In the days prica* to Work: W;ur 11 
America did not benefit from what the 
Senator and his assodates have ondet v- 
orert.to work out ami .’irc tv.w t- 
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Mr. TY;DIN’GS. . raid say that pri- 
or to our entry into World War II we were 
babes in the woods to a large extent in 
this field. II wo had had then what we 
have now it is pos.sible there might have 
been a ciillerent result at Pearl Harbor. 
The information was there, and we 
.should have had men operating vrithin 
the rrroi-.p who were adverse and hostile 
to the United States, vrorklng with them, 
so they could have told us what were 
the intentions of those people who vrere 
under our flag, ostensible citizens, but 
who were plotting, in liaison perhaps 
with possible enemies, to destroy the 
United States of America. I thaal: the 
Senator for his interruption. 

Mr. SALTOHSTALL. Mr. President, 
will the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Massachusetts. 

Mr. S.^LTOMSTALL. As one who fol- 
lowed the bill vei’y closely last year and 
was in char;;e of it, there is but one 
thou,gi',t on which I think the Senator 
might enlarge somewhat. This Intelli- 
gence agency docs no work at all within 
the continental United States, except to 
assimilate information it receives else- 
where. Is not that correct? 

Mr. TYOHIGS. The Senator Is com- 
pletely correct. There is not a single 
agent cf this intelligence agency work- 
ing within the United States in any form 
of e.spior.age. directly or indirectly. It Is 
purely and completely and wholly and 
singly in the external or forci.gn field. It 
has no connection with the P3I, it is not 
under tl'.c 531. it docs not do the same 
kind of work as the FBI. Its sole effort is 
outside the United States. 

Mr. S.ALTONSTALL. Am I coiTect in 
saying that it does not interfere v;ith 
the ruil in any way. shape, or manner? 

Mr. TYDI'IGS. That is correct. It 
does not i.nterfere with it in the slightest 
degree. Are there any other questions? 
If not, I do not desire to hold the floor, 
but I hope the debate will not be too 
greatly extended, that we may draw the 
issue, whatever it is, and have the Senate 
on record, and I hope, with overwhelm- 
ing support. 

The Vies PRESIDEItT. The bill Is 
open to amendment. 

Mr. lAUGSR and Mr. IIEELY ad- 
dre.<:.sed the Chair. 

The VICE PRESIDENT, The Senator 
from North Dakota. 

Mr. LANGSR. I yield to the Senator 
from West Virginia. 

Mr. NEELY. I thank the Senator, but 
I want the floor In my own time. 

Mr. DANGER. Mr. President. I have 
liste.ned with considerable interest to the 
Senator from Maryland. I agree with 
him that in general the purposes of the 
bill are fine. I agree with him that it Is 
one of the most important bills ever to 
come upon the Senate floor. But I totally 
disagree with him as to two aspects of 
the bill. With respect to those aspects of 
the bill. I propose to offer amendments 
In the hope that we may be able to make 
the biil what it ought to be. 

First of all, I call attention cf the 
entire Senate to the repo.-t of the House 
committee, which, at page 6 thereof,

So, Mr. President, we have a situation 
in America wherein the House o' Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill without having 
full and detailed information, of the pro- 
visions of the bill, without, as a matter of 
fact, knotving exactly what tho purpose 
of the bill was, and so far as I know 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. L.ANGER. I decline to yield at this 
time. A little bit later. I shall be glad 
to yield to the Senator. I say that so far 
as I know. It is the first time In the his- 
tory either o' the Kousa or of the Senate 
that any report contained tho statement: 

Tho report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of tho provisions 
of the proposed legislation In view of tho 
fact that much of such information la of 
highly confidential nature. 

Mr. Pre.sidont, I ask every Senator, if 
he will, to compare the House report 
with the Senate report. It will bo found 
that they are almost identical, with the 
exception of the three or four lines which 
I have just quoted. In other words, in 
the House there were a few Representa- 
tives who objected to the bill. By read- 
ing the proceedings of the House yes- 
terday It became apparent that those 
Representatives resented the fact that 
they were a.skcd to vote for a bill which 
had not been reported to them In Its 
entirety, a bill .as to which there wa.s 
.some secret, confidential information 
they had not obtained. The result was 
that when tho Senate Committee on 
Armed Scrvico.s submitted its report 
those four lines were eliminated. 

What did Repre.^eu; alive CztLra. 
chairman of the Kor.-^e Ccmmlltec on 
the Judiciary, say .about il-.e bill? I read 
from the debate in the House, on March 
7, at page 1935, Mr. Czller's statement; 

Mr. Speaker, although I do not llk« the 
hush-hush business surroundlcg this bill. I 
shall not oppose it. Certainly if the mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Committee can 
hear the detailed information to support this 
hill, why cannot our entire membership? 
Are they the Brahmins and we the untouch- 
ables? Secrecy is the answer. What Is secret 
about the membership of an entire commit- 
tee hearing the lurid reasons? In Wash- 
ington three men can keep a secret If two 
men die. It is like the old lady who said, 
”1 can keep a secret but the people I tell It 
to. cannot." 

I must counter the remarks of the previous 
speaker. We have In the bill this very sig- 
nificant language "for permanent residence 
without regard to their Inadmissibility under 
the immigration or any other laws or regu- 
lations." 

In the first place, if there had not been 
a dosed rule, I would h.avo made the point 
of order to strike out this provision because 
it Is exclusively within tho province of the 
Committee on tha Judiciary and is not the 
business of the Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices. Tha Committee on Armed Services 
has nothing to do with Immigration. 

I may say, Mr. Pre.sidc!it, that I have 
here a copy of the La Follette-Monroney 
Act. That leglslatior. was passed 2 years 
ago in order to give to each committee 
jurisdiction of certain specific matters.

Szc. 8. vracr.ever the Director and tho At- 
torney General sUail determine that tho 
entry of a particular alien into tho United 
Stares for permanent residence Is in the In- 
terest of national security on essentials to tho 
furtherance of the national Intelligence mis- 
sion. such aHcn and his immediate family 
shall be given entry Into tho United States 
for permanent residence without regard to 
their InacimlssiblUty under the immigration 
or any other laws and regulations, or to the 
failure to comply with such laws and regula- 
tions pertaining to admissibility; Provided, 
Tnat the number of aliens and members of 
their Immediate families entering tho United 
States under the authority of this section 
shall in no case exceed 100 persons In any I 
£ccal year, 

V/l'.at is the situation. Mr. President? 
Two men. the Attorney General and the 
Director, can set aside tho entire immi- 
gration laws ot the United States. Al- 
ready there are five or six million aliens 
in this country. Airc.ady the Attorney 
Genera! and the Director of Immigration 
have advised our committee that they 
cannot find them all In order to get rid 
of ti'.em. We have had an example of 
hlngs. queens, princes, counts, dukes, and 
what not. chasing over to England, and 
of the existence of governments in exile 
tliere. Already some have chased over 
to the United States. King Peter of 
Yugoslavia was riding in Connecticut, 
going at the rate of 70 or 80 miles an 
hour, when he was arrested for speeding 
and endangering the lives of persons 
along the highway. Ke claimed im- 
munity. He .said. ‘T cannot be arrested.” 
The police of tho Slate of Connecticut 
released him. A few nights later he was 
In a place in Kev/ York called the Stork 
Club. I discussed this Incident with my 
distinguished friend from Maryland. He 
said he was thoroughly familiar with the 
Stork Club. It so happens that I am 
not familiar with it I do not know how 
large a place it is. but It seems they have 
certain favorite tables in that club. At 
any event, when the cx-King of Yugo- 
slavia dropped In, he was not given the 
best t?-ble. He was given what he 
thought was a second-best table. So he 
started a rumpus, and, as I remember, 
the police were sent for and the manager 
of the Stork Club stood firm and said he 
v/ould not take the table away from the 
people who occupied it and give It to the 
so-called King of Yugoslavia. 

There is nothing to prevent all the ex- 
crown princes and persons of so-called 
blue blood or royal blood, tvith whose 
names I am not familiar, but who.m my 
distinguished friend from Maryland 
knows by heart — he knows some of them 
by their first names. I found In discuss- 
ing the matter with him — there is noth- 
ing to prevent their coming in at any 
time. They do not have to enter as other 
individuals do. All they have to do is to 
get tho Attorney General and the Direc- 


passed In order to protect citizens of 
the United States. 

When this bill was before the House, 
another Kcprcscntativc had much to say 
about It. Before I taite that up. I repeat 
what I have already said, I intend to offer 
an amendme.nc to eliminate section 8. Tf 
the proponents of the bill want section 8. 
If they want to have tho power to lot a 
hundred people come into the United 
States, and if they arc people who for 
national security reasons should come in, 

I have not any cbjection to having a 
separate bill introduced and presented 
to the proper committee, and '.vith proper 
safeguards we can see that people who 
v/ill help the United States can get into 
our country In 24 houi'S. as the report 
made by the Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices says they v/ant the law to bo. 

Why stick in this section 8? It is stuck 
into a bill where it has absolutely no 
right to be. It is stuck into a till which 
deals with contracts, into a bill which 
provides that the Director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency may make con- 
tracts Involving up to $i,000, that ha can 
buy things in an emergency, and all that 
sort of thing. Then oat of a clear sky 
they stick in section 3. providing that 
100 people may be admitted without re- 
gard to the immigration laws of our 
country. 

Mr. President, both the distinguished 
Senator from Massachusetts and the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Maryland a few 
moments ago stated that this bill bad 
nothing to do with the internal affairs of 
this country at all, that it dealt only 
with territory outside the continental 
United States. Lot me read subdivision 
(B) on page 7; 

While lu tiio continental United States on 
leave, the service o' .any oScer or employee 
shall be available for work or duties la the 
agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties shall not bo counted as le.ave. 

The Senator from Mainland says 
that what Is provided for in the bill is 
being done now, that the Navy and the 
Ai-.my and other branches of our Gevem- 
ment have thousands of these people. I 
have not the least objection to taking all 
of them and putting them under the Cen- 
tral Intelligence. I have not any objec- 
tion at all to that being done, and tho 
cost to our taxpayers being reduced, pro- 
vided the -people do their work outside 
this country, just as v/as alleged a few 
moments ago by the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Maryland is being done. 

Mr. TYDINC-S. Mr. President, ivlU the 
Senator from North Dakota yield? 

Mr. LANGEH. I yield to the Se’nator 
from Mai-yland. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I share the Senator’s 
concern, and I am glad he wants to be 
reassured In reference to this matter. 
But let mo correct the Senator. I never 
said that the Ai-my and tho Navy had 
’thousands of men engaged in this serv'icc. 
So far as I know, the Army and Navy 
have no one engaged, in it. 

To come down to the point the Sen- 
ator raises as to paragraph (B> on page 
7, that vfill apply only v/hen. the agents 
are brought back for reorientation, to 
be told -what their new tasks shall be.

called to Washington and a.ssigned so a 
new task, given training in the new t isk, 
and then sent out. They do no wor'.. in 
the United States, but they do haw to 
come back to be indoctrinated into all 
the dlfEcuUie.s whicii will confront them 
when they take up a new taslc. That is 
the only purpose. 

I knov/ the Senator may rot agree with 
me, but he know.s I would not deceive him 
In any sen.se of the word as to this 'oil! 
or any other matter, and I can a.s .urc 
him, after thorough Investigation, that 
none of these agents will work at a'l in 
the United States. The only time they 
will CO anything here is when they ceme, 
cither on leave to visit their famiUe; . or 
come back, if they are tdianging tiicir 
stations, to be reindoctrinated. 

Mr. LANGEB. The Senator said ' hat 
the Army and the Navy had non': of 
these people here, yet he told us not naif 
an hour ago that all the work that is con- 
templated by the bill is being performed 
here now by agencies. What are those 

Mr. TYDINGS. It Is being performed 
by the Central Intelligonce Agency, 
which Is a branch of the National S .-cu- 
rlty Council. It works linder the Na- 
tional Security Council. It advises tlic 
Prc.sideat. 

Ml-. LANGEB. The Senator kr ows 
that we have a Naval Intelligence, and 
he knows we have a Miiitar.v Intcliige nee. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If the Senator wji! 
permit me to complete my answer, ho 
has gotten the two things confused, un- 
derstandably. Army Intelligence c.eals 
primarily with logistics. We know iio-w 
large a certain army is, we know how 
large a certain navy is, v/e know iiow 
many airplanes another country lias, 
we know how many truclts he ha.i. Na- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with na- 
vies, or the logistics of moving or l oal- 
Ing with armaments in tlic hand.s of a 
possl'ole enemy. The organlzatior we 
are here concerned with primarily es- 
tablished to find out what the intention 
of a possible enemy is, what he is c oing. 
what he is concealing, his movem-mts, 
what the people in the foreign country 
think and assorted information of tre- 
mendous value on a military plane 

'rhorc are none of those agents who 
work In the United States. I hop; tlie 
Senator will take my word for that. We 
went Into that subject very thoroughly 
in the committee, and all this wo.k is 
completely outside the United States, 
except for the indoctrination viiiich 
must take place whenever an, agent is 
sent into a new field. 

Let us suppose an agent Is being sent 
to Country X. Ke has to bo told what 
he Is to do in Country X, he has '■ o be 
told what the customs are In Country 
X. he has to be furnished with a veriety 
of information so that he can work 
there unobserved and obtain informa- 
tion, and, to tell the truth, so thr.t he 
will not be killed, as In some cases men 
have been killed. The reason why ..here 
must be secrecy is that Wc do not want 
men to lose their lives, and I regret to 
tell the Senator from North Dakota that 
some men he.ve aiivady, lost their 


tor to .sav, ’‘Como on in.” They do not 
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rcsretru'.Iy, and wo want to make pro- 
vision £0 that others will not lose their 
-Jives. 

'iVhen nicn undertake this character 
ol work, they take it on the understand- 
ing that they may not come back, be- 
caosc in soma cases when they are 
caught they arc put to death. We might 
as well say that on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. We are dealing with the lives of 
men who are in this service, and for 
that reason there has to be a great deal 
of secrecy thrown around the work. 

Mr. L.^.XGHR. Mr. President, I repeat 
■what I said at the beginning of my argu- 
merit, that I agree fully, completely, en- 
tirely, absolutely, and wholly with the 
desire to protect the lives of these peo- 
ple working for our Government, I be- 
lieve in national security. 

het me read what Mr. Sassces said 
abo-ut the purpo.ses of the bill in the 
House of P.epresentatives. I read from 
his statement: 

Mr. Speaker. H. R. 2663 is a bUl to provide 
tor v'ne administration of tiio Central In- 
telligence Agency. Thera have been soma 
misconceptions ns to Its purposes. For this 
reason. I ■a-ou’.d Uke to make certain broad 
«tatc.-nent.s concerning the bill and its pur- 
poses before dlscuaslng U In detail. 

The Ce.'.iral Intelligence Agency -was es- 
tab'.l.thed as a successor to the Central In- 
teiiigecce Group, under the provisions of 
aectioa 102 of the Natlon.al Security Act of 
1S47. 

Mow I wish to ask the Senator from 
Maryland a Question. 

Idr. TYGIMGS. Will the Senator 
allotv me to make an observation- before 
he a.sks the Question? 

Mr. LAMGErl. Certainly. 

M.'. TYDIKGS. I should like to tell 
the Senator that the Senator from Mary- 
land was fortunate enough to have a 
boyhood friend who had charge of some 
of the mo.-t difficult and important work 
undertaken In this line of activity dur- 
ing the war, and I have perhaps heard 
more of the ramifications of this service 
than any other man in Congress, be- 
cause I had the good fortune to sit at 
the feet of this particular individual, and 
I have heard him tell many things that 
happened, and the difficulties en- 
countered. So I have a little more con- 
cern than I would have, had it not been 
for this personal experience. It is only 
out of abundant caution, knowing how 
a little thing disclosed may put an agent 
in a very difficult place, that the Senator 
from Maryland has striven to be cau- 
tious in what he has said. 

Let me say a further word. Suppose 
a man is a citizen of country A. Sup- 
pose he comes to our representative and 
says, "I am a citizen of country A, but 
co'untry A does not like your country. 
I do like your country. I should like to 
work for your country." Suppose that 
ma.n is working in some official capacity 
in country A, and we employ him. and 
get information v/e may desire If that 
man wore to be detected he must know In 
sdva.ncc that he can come to the United 
States, that he can e.scape, and secure 
asylum here. Otherwise, on his return, 
he will be confronted with the general 


da.-.gcrcus work we will have to give 
them the a.ssurance that we will stand 
behind them in the event they a-re 
threatened with the loss of their lives if 
they are detected while working for our 
country. 

Mr. LAXGSR. Mr. President. I agree 
with every single word the Senator from 
Maryland has said. I repoa:. however, 
that I agree also with the distinguished 
chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary, Representative CELtE.t, 
when he said, on the Question of immi- 
gration: 

03 the question of In-.-nigratlon they are 
given carta a’.ancbe. 's.'lUy-niily. to admit 100 
persons v.nder tbis particular provision, 
which should be stricken from the bill. or. If 
it is not stricken, certain safeguards should 
have been added. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to the Sen- 
ator from North Dakota that no one can 
come into this country under the bill ex- 
cept with the approval of the Attorney 
General, who already has supervision 
over the immigration laws, and of the 
Secretary of Derenso. A person cannot 
wall to secure a tdsa when his life is 
threatened. A man who undertakes this 
dangerous work wants to kn-o'.v that he 
can come into the United States on 2 
minutes’ notice; that h-e wil’. 'oe identified 
and given asylum here. Ke will not un- 
dertake such work unless he knows that. 

If he is detected and wants to flee for his 
life, there is an open door into this coun- 
try fo'i which he is riski.-.g his life to 
serve, and that he will not have to go 
through the red tape of securing a visa. 
Let me toll the Seitator that every gov- 
ernment on earth makes provi-'ion of this 
sort for men who wer'A in the secret 
sendee. 

Mr. LANGSR. Mr. President, again I 
assure and rea.tsure and re-reassure the , 
distinguished Senator from Maryland 
that he and I are in complete agreement 
on the matter of allowing entry to what- 
ever number of persons may be neces- 
sary; but. nevertheless. I agree wifn the 
distinguished chairman of the House 
Committee on the Judiciary when he 
says: 

This particular provision • • • should 
ba stricken from the bill, or. If It Is not 
stricken, certain safeguards should have been 
added. 

Section 8 does not protect the people of 
the United States from hawing a group 
of Communists cr Fascists, or whatever 
they may be. come into this country. 
Section 8. which in a proviso permits the 
entry of 100 persons a year, provides: 

V/l-.onover the Director and the Attorney 
General shall detc.-mlr.e that the entry of 
a particular alien Into the United States for 
■ permanent residence is In tha Interest of 
national security or essential to the further- ' 
ance of the national intelligence mission, 
such alien and his immediate family shall 
ho given entry into the United States for 
permanent residence wl'.hcut regard to their 
inadmissibility under the Im-mlgratlon or 
any otlier laws and regulations, or to the 
failure to comply with such l.aws and regula- 
tions pertaining to adr.alssiblllty.

Mr. TTDINGS. Oh, yes; the Attor- 
ney General and the man who is charged 
with securing the information to safe- 
Euard the United States of America cer- 
tainly are not going to let come into the 
country someone who wants to do harm 
to the United States of America. The 
trouble is th.at Mr. Celler is looking 
upon this sort of activity practiced by 
all governments as if it were a regular, 
open, above-board, orthodox, give-and- 
take procedure. This is one of the 
things which ought not to be practiced 
by any government, but which every 
Boverament has to practice la self-de- 
fense. It is somewhat like war. No 
country ought to make war. A war Is 
the most outrageous crime human be- 
ings have ever put th.- -is to. But 
so long as people are tb. • to make 

war on us we have to ‘ , protect 

ourselves. That is tr . . ,.;iy of the 

bill The lives of our i.'.en overseas in 
many cases depend on this bill having 
enough elasticity to it so it can serve the 
pimposes of the security of the country 
without any undue delay. It may be the 
Senator’s son or my son or someone else’s 
son who is dependent upon the Infor- 
mation which the Central Intelligence 
Agency will assemble for the protection 
o' our troops, 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, we are 
not at war at the present time. Repre- 
sentative CsLLsn yields to no man In 
patriotism. I have known "Manxt” 
Ceiler for over 30 years. For 24 years 
he has been a Member of the House. 
For 24 years he has been a member of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House. When '’Makny” Celler says 
there ought to bo safeguards placed in 
the law before 100 aliens are permitted 
to come into the country. I take the w’ord 
of Representative Celler, the chairman 
of the House Committee on the Judiciary. 
He is an o’utstanding patriot. He is an 
honest gentleman, wlt'n a world of 
experience. 

Mr. TYDING3. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TTOINGS. I should like to say 
that I have served with Mr. Cezler in 
the House of Representatives. I be- 
came a Member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and Mr. Celler became a' 
Mc.Tibcr of the House of Representatives 
In 1D22. My relations with him and se- 
lection for him and respect for him are 
of the very highest order. What I say 
ts .said with no reflection on him. But 
when the bill pessed-thg, 


vote was 343 in favor of the bill and only 
4 against^ the bill. Let me say to the 
Senator that if this had been an immi- 
gration matter per se Mr. Culler would 
have secured 343 votes In support of his 
positlo.n, and only 4 votes would have 
been against his pordtion. This is not 
an immigration matter. It has nothing 
to do with i.mmigration per se. This is 
asylum for military agents who are work- 
ing for the United States, and who are 
faced with death if they are caught. V/e 
simply tel! t’nem in advance that if the 
Director who employs them, and the At- 
torney General, who is detached from the 
Director, approves it, if they arc detected 
and their lives are in danger they may 
come into the United States. .After that, 
they are ju.st the same as anyone else. 
They have no Immunities or privileges, 
Mr. L.ANGER. Mr. President, the ar- 
gument that this bill has nothing to do 
with im.migration Is the sheerest non- 
sense. -Again I quote Mr. Celler. At 
the end of his talk he said: 

I have spo’Rcn brieSy to advise tbe Armed 
Services Committee to stic’.t to its own knit- 
ting. V/l'.cn Immigration Is Involved, let the 
proper committee ba coiisnlted — the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

Tliat is fne statement of a man who 
has been a Me-mbcr of the House for 24 
years. 

Mr. President. I Invite attention to 
page 7 of t'nc bill, .subparagraph <B). 
which reads as follows: 

tVhlle la the continental United States on 
• leave, the sen/lcc of any odicer or cmployco 
than be available for worl-c or duties In the 
Agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties shall cot be counted as leave. 

The services of such officer or employee 
are not to be used in this country^ This 
bill deals v/it.h activities outside con- 
tinental United States. 

Mr. TYDINGS. That is correct. 

Mr. LANGEH. If that be true', would 
the distinguished Senator be willing to 
accept an amendment in line 4 on page 7, 
after the word “shall" to insert the word 
"not" and strike out lines 6 and 7? 

Mr. TYDDJGS. Will the Senator read 
the language as it would tiien be? 

Mr, DANGER. It would read: 

Vidille In t’ne continental United States 
on leave, the service of any odlcar or employee 
shall not be available for work or duties 
In the agency or elsewhere. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I would accept that 
amendment wifn one qualification, and 
that is that they can receive training 
here. If the Senator will exclude train- 
ing. if his language is broad enough so 
that training and indoctrination are not 
Included as work. I shall be delighted to 
accept the amendment. I do not want to 
tie up the situation so that when they get 
to the United States they cannot receive 
any training or indoctrination. They are 
working then, but they are not working 
on espionage in the United Scates. 

Mr. DANGER. Again I agree vrith the 
Senator from Maryland ICO percent. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let us adopt language 
whic’n will accomplish that purpose. 

Mr. DANGER. I have the amendment 
prepared.

Mr. DANGER. I am delighted to lis- 
ten to the distinguished Senator as Jong 
as he wishe.s to talk. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I do not ws .h to , al:c 
long. However, the language h ould read 
as follows: 

While In the continental Unite.! Stakes on 
leave, the service of luiy ofllccr oi cm.nlay. a 
shall not be available for work or duties in 
the agency or elsewhere. 

He could not even go to the ccnti ol 
agency and work there.

If the Scr.ator w;ii 
complete his amendment, i a;n wiiisr.c 
to accept an amendment which is coii 
ciso and clear, and which doct not ir.- 
elude the orthodox work of tliese age-.h, 
within the continental United Stau-.t 
In my opinion, that is what the present 
language does.

In the House the claim was mads that 
when these men come back they will be 
used to break up labor unions. I do not 
believe it. 

Mr. TYDIKGS. Let me tell the Sen- 
ator how that foolish idea originated. 

Let us assume that a laboring man is 
a part of this organization, and that we 
w.ant to send him over to Gormanyi for 
example. Let us assume that he speaks 
German. He may never have had any 
afTiliation with a labor union. He is go- 
ing to associate with men both In and out 
of labor unio.ns. Obviously he would 
have to be sent where labor unions meet 
and discuss Questions, and where they act, 
so that he could get the feel of the situa- 
tion. and so that he would not be like a 
sore thumb sticking out when he reached 
a foreign country. He would need to 
know the techniques, the lingo, the 
habits, and so forth, of those who are 
labor-union men. In order that he might 
be an eSlcient, undisclosed ofUcer gath- 
ering information, without any Idea on 
the part of those who would give It, that 
the infor.mation was being imparted to 
our Government. 

Mr. LAXGER. I fully agree with what 
the distinguished Senator says. 

Mr. TYDXNGS. I do not believe that 
the Senator can improve very much on 
the bill. The very questions which he 
has brought up have been thoroughly 
canvassed and considered by the com- 
mittee. The exact language which we 
have accepted has been adopted as safe- 
guarding our internal affairs while giving 
the wide.st scope to the agents In the 
external f.eld. 

Mr. L.AKGHR. The Senator may be 
correct 

• Mr. TVDIXGS. We have been all over 
this question in great detail. V/itnesses 
have been interrogated at great length. 
The hearings have been extensive. We 
have considered every phase of the prob- 
lem. The Senator has not heard the 
testimony. Neither has Mr. Celler. 
He did not attend one of the hearings — 
and properly so. because he was not sup- 
posed to attend them. 

Mr. LANGSa. The Senator’s argu- 
m.ent sounds very strange to me, after 
the experiences which I have had on 
committees. For example, take the pay 
bill. A.fter more than a month of hear- 
ings last year, although the distinguished 
Senator fro.m Maryland and some of his 
colleagues v/ere not present at the hear- 
ings, ihey offered amendment after 
amendment. What is there sacred about 
this bill.' that it cannot be amended? 
It is the same as any other bill. I think 
I have a good amendment. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, 'will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. L.ANGSR. 1 yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to my 
friend from North Dakota that there is 
a great deal of difference between 
amending a pay bill and dealing with an. 
extremely sensitive and secretive func- 
tio.p of Government which has to do with 
the lives of men, not In wartime, but In 
pcacerimo. When we find that a man 
who has undertaken this work has not 
returned, but has been destroyed, we are 


man who comes along to carry on the 
task from that point. 

I have already said much more in this _ 
debate than .should be disclosed. I think ■ 
this debate is unfortunate. I think It 
ought to be in executive session. _ I think 
there is a great deal of meat in what 
must be said here in order to get the 
bill through, which is serving those who 
are not friends of the United States. 
This is one time when there ought to bo 
secrecy. The whole atmosphere of the 
bill is secrecy. I regret that in answer to 
the Senator's questions I have been 
forced to disclose as much as I have dis- 
closed. We are not serving the United 
Slates or the brave men who ai’e goliig 
forth under all kinds of diSoulties to 
help to place the security of our Nation 
beyond peradventure. 

■ Mr. LANGER. Mr. President. I yield 
to no man, including the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland, in patriotism. 
However. I will never stand on this floor 
with a report and say, ‘‘We are not re- 
porting everything to this body which 
should be reported. Wo are keeping 
some of it back." The time has not yet 
come, during a period when we are not at 
war, when we cannot discuss any bill 
upon the floor of the Senate. So long as 
I am a Member of this body, whenever 
any proposal for appropriations is 
brought before us. or a bill to draft the 
boys from the farms, or any other kind 
of bill. I will not stand idly by and say, 
“We cannot discuss It." 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Does the Senator 
think we ought to tell how many men we 
have in this service? 

Mr. LANGER. I did not ask the Sena- 
tor any such question. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Docs the Senator 
think we ought to tell their names and 
ages? 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator knows 
very well that I did not ask such a ques- 
tion. 

Mr. TYDINGS. It might be pertinent 
Information. 

Mr. LANGER. It might be; but I have 
not asked such foolish questions. 

When It comes to creating an agency, 

I see no harm in seeing to It that the 
vrording of the bill is right. I for one 
am not going to take any chances with- 
out a protest, even though I vote alone, 
against the establishment of a Gestapo 
in the United States by which people may 
be hounded and harassed by a central 
bureau, or by anyone else. 

- I know the fine mind of the Senator 
from Maryland, and I know what a big 
heart he has. I know how patriotic he 
is. He is one of the f ev; Members of this . 
body who has received the highest medal 
that It Is possible for a man In the 
United States to get. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield?

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. Mr.

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President. I do 
not think the Senator from North DakoU 
desires to bring up any other matters.

I shall keep talking for a minute or two 
if I have the floor, until the Senator can 
be contacted and asked whether he has 
any other matters he wants to bring up.

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I wished 
to propound a Question to tne SenaiXir 
from North Dakota, and I hope the Sena- 
tor from Maryland will remain. 

Mr TYDINGS. I have not had 
' luncheon yet. If it is going to take long, 

I think I should like to get a sandwich. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado, I am not 
going to talk very long. I assure the 
Senator I shall be very b,-ief. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I will remain. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I shall 
speak briefly, and I hope very nauch to 
the point* I trust the Senator will real- 
Ize my anxiety about this legislation. I 
do not v/ant to keep him from his lunch- 
eon, and I apologize to him for not hav- 
Ins been hero sooner, as I had inten^d 
to be, to hear his explanation and his 
argument on the bill, out 1 couid not. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I have just received 
word that, with the amendments adopted, 
the Senator from North Dakota has 
nothing more to say about the bill. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. That is 
fine. I do not know whether I can join 
the Senator from North Dakota in ap- 
p-ovir.g the bill with these amendments 
0 - "Ot but I do wTinc to make_ a bvi-^f 
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bill, but as I read the measure, it is very 
radical legislation. I do not know ^ of 
any legislation pa.ssed by Congress which 
is so sv/eeping and v;hich goes so far as 
this legislation dees, e.xcept the legisla- 
tion pertaining to atomic energy. I 
kr.ov/ I should feel a great deal better 
had the bill been referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and that com- 
mittee had given attention to the sweep- 
ing provisions contained in the bill. 
Doubtless few Senators on the floor have 
the same fear of military fascism that 
I have: I doubt whether they have. I 
know that very few of us seem greatly 
concerned that 34 percent of all our 
taxes, all of our revenues, goes to the 
Pentagon. Building. To me that is a 
very disturbing thing. 

Perhaps I am entirely wrong; perhaps 
I do not comprehend the significance and 
eSect of the pending legislation, but as 
I understand we are setting up in this 
country a military gestapo. I recall very 
v;ell an argument made in this Chamber 
by the late Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
away back in 1040. It impressed me 
deeply. He was arguing against the 
Congress of the United States setting up 
a gestapo in this country. I do not agree 
with what the Senator said in his refer- 
ences to the FBI, because I think the 
FBI has been a splendid organization, 
which has made a tremendous contribu- 
tion to chock crime ?.nd I .should not 
want to do anything to curtail its opera- 
tion. But I feci very certain that if 
Senator Norris were on the Senate floor 
today he would rise in his place to argue 
against the sv.-eepir.g powers which are 
being vested la the military through this 
piece of legislation. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. Prc.siccnt, will 
the Senator yie'.d? 

Mr. JOHNSON of Co:orado. I am 
glad to yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I .may .say to the Sen- 
ator that I share every ihou.ehl I'.e h.as 
expressed about the inadvisability, titc 
lack of necessity, and the unwarranted 
Institution of any kind of gestapo. mili- 
tary or otherv.dsa, in this country. The 
pending bill, as I said in my opening 
statement, has nothing to do with the 
Internal affairs of the United States of 
America. All these men work outside 
the United States of America, and the 
bill so provides. They cannot work in 
the United States of America. Their 
functions are exclusively in foreign 
fields, and they are gathering, by close 
examination, information which it is 
deemed necessary for our country to 
have, as to v/here this or t.ae other thing 
is going on, and as to what is taking 
place, so that we can make our plans 
accordingly. I am glad to reassure the 
Senator that our committee had tne 
same thought he has so well expressed, 
and that there is nctmng in tne bill to 
permit internal military e.spionagc in our 
country by agents constituted in the 
Military Establishment. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. It is very 
comforting to have the Senator make 
that statement. I may say I did not 
know the bill was coming up today. I 
knew it was on the calendar, and I prom- 
ised my.selC rr.ithi'iUy that when I could 
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and v/hat the effect of ite language might 
be. But I have not had I’lat oppor- uniiy. 
Perhaps it is all my own fault, and I 
regret it. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I know the Senator 
is busy. I v/ould say to the Senator from 
Colorado that the members of ilv: Com- 
mittee on Armed Services apiimachcd 
this proposition impelled by the same 
philosophy which the S.-natcr ire n Col- 
orado has expressed. We were perfects 
willing to provide the J.iililary Esi .bUsli- 
mont with agents wim would i. -I;) in 
gathering pertinent miltary infer n.a'ior 
in foreign fields.

If this were a normal 
function of the Government, like, for In- 
stance, building a bridge, or buying an 
airplane, or providing for reforestation, 
or for the construction of a dam, the 
Senator’s observation would be a very 
good one. But let me tell tho Senator 
that the men who work In this particular 
field freouently lose their lives. As a 
matter of fact, to the certain knowledge 
, of the Senator from Maryland, several 
have already lost their lives, and not 
under very pretty circumstances, because, 

■ quite often, if they are deleted, they 
are forced to tell why they are there, 
and the picture is not a pretty one. If 
there are vouchers containing the names 
and the circumstances, going throug’n 
Government channels, it might be pos- 
sible for foreign-espionage agents to 
check on who the agents are through 
every conceivable source of information. 

Therefore, if wc s’nould employ the 
same kind of accounting m would be 
emolcyea in connection with building a 
bridge, strange as it may seem, expert 
men. skilled in detecting from little 
things the probabilities, are quite often 
able to detect who the agents are, and 
In that way they are tracked down and 
lose their lives. This is no ordinary 
bridge-building proposition. This is a 
matter of life and death, affecting men 
■who are trying to do something to aid 
the security of our country and who take 
an enormous risk. The committee, after 
thorough consideration, determined that 
it would be better to have this general 
procedure followed in order to protect 
the men, rather than to 'follow the ortho- 
dox procedure, whic’n might result In the 
lo-ss of their lives. That is the reason 
why that language is in the bill. 

Mr. V/KBRUY, 
t’ne oir.ator yield?

Under the proposal of the flexible Im- 
port fee adjustment of rates, a definite 
mciViict bcisis is established in the United 
States for the goods of all foreign na- 
tions, but they are the judges of their 
own living standards. However, under 
such a provision they would be en-

tion with the creation of the State of 
Israel. As we all know, there was a rec- 
ommendation and authorization of $16 - 
000,000 adopted by the Congress, and 
now the task is to appropriate the money 
to fulfill the authoritation. It is my 
considered judgment that we heve now 
an opportunity fully to support the e:- 
forts being made by the United Nations 
for the relief of a very unhappy and 
tragic situation in the Near East. Hero 
is an opportunity to <ieal with a veiy 
delicate situation in t'ne Near East which 
has often been referred to as one of the 
kegs of dynamite or r»wder keg i in. t r.e 
International situation.

Mr. SASSChR. Mr. Speaker, I yield 2 
minutes to the gentleman from New York 
IMr. MA 2 e.tN~ON:ol. 

Mr. MAKCANTONIO. Mr. Speaker, 
this bill originally came before the House 
under the suspension of the rules proce- 
dure. At th.ac time 1 pointed out in my 
opposition to the bill that in the report 
acco.T.panying the bill, there was a state- 
me.nt to the ciTect that not all of the 
provi.sior.s of this bill would be explained 
to the Members of Congress. We were 
presented with a most extraordinary sit- 
uation. The House voted to pass this 
hush-'r/osh bill, despite the fact that all 
of its proTisions had not been explained 
and would not be explained to the mem- 
bership. I stated then that this bill was 
subve.-sive of our Bill of Rights. The 
Senate amendments have not cured that. 
The situation with respect to elementary 
democracy, as it is endangered by this 
bill, remains the same. I opposed the 
bill then, and I have opposed this bill at 
every step, and I oppose it now In Its final 
stage. 

In the last analy.sis, Mr. Speaker, the 
security of this Nation rests on the 
strength of iu csmocratlc Institutions. 
This bill undermines those democratic 
Instituticns. It substitutes for our con- 
stitutional guaranties a Gestapo system. 
It is being sold to the country by hysteria, 
and it i.> being imposed on the people as 
pr.iparation for a war which the Amerl- 
can people do not want. Mr. Speaker, I 
shall vote against the adoption of the 
conference report. 

Mr. SASSCBR. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
3 minute.', to the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania IMr. V/ALTEn). 

Mr V/ALTBR. Mr. Speaker, I ask 
unanimous consent to proceed out of or- 
der. 


The SPBAKER. Is there objection to 
the request of the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania? 

There was no objection. 

Mr. WALTER. lAr. Speaker, in a 
coiioQuy which took place in the other 
body several days ago a Senator in- 
quired of another Senator as to the 
reason why tho A-ttornoy General's 
rccomme-idation perte-ining to suspen- 
sion of deportation was not being acted 
on in the Kcuse. The reply was that 
the House tv.''.s not going along with the 
policy of the Senate. Tho fact of the 
matter is that under existing law where 
the -i-ttorncy General suspends the 
deportation of an alien under section 
19 (c) of tho Immigration Act of 1317, 
as amended, it is incumbent on each 
body to review the action thus taken, 
ana unlc.ss each body affirmatively ap- 
proves of such suspension of deporta- 
tion, then the deportation is proceeded 
with, Ai tho last session of tho Con- 
gress our distinguished colleague, the 
gentleman from Ivlaine £Mr. Fsti.owsl 
Introduced legislation which had the 
purpose of . giving each body the au- 
thority to review the action taken by 
the Attorney General, but did not make 
it incumbent on the House as well as the 
Senate to act affirm ativciy. Tho House 
of Representatives at this session passed 
practically the same bill. In an Informal 
conference attended by the ranking 
members of both .sides of the Committee 
on the Judiciary, it v/as agreed that 
cither bedy would have the authority to 
o'oject to tho Attoimey General’s ruling 
but that neither body would be obliged 
to act afilrmativ-ely. The Senate is 
adamant in its position, but my bill, 
K. R. 3375, similar to the Fellows bill 
of last year, is now pending in the'Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary. Recently 
I suggested a compromise amendment 
to this bill and I sincerely hope that 
the other body will bring about its early 
passage, thus helping to break the log- 
jam. We want t-. retain the power to 
object to the Attorney General’s rulings, 
but the Ho'Jse does not want to be obli- 
gated to act afurmatively o.n nearly 2,000 
cases per session. Certainly it seems to 
me that Members of Congress, both of 
the House and Senate, should know what 
the real situation is. 

Mr. VORY3. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. WALTER. I yield. 

Mr. VORY3. This may not be on the 
same subject, but I wanted to know 
whether there is a practice now to stay 
deportations in cases where bills are 
Introduced. I understand there was a 
practice for many years, but that prac- 
tice is no longer foilowed by the immi- 
gration authorities. 

The SPEAKER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from Pen.nsylvania I'.as expired. 

Mr. SASSeSR. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
the gont'eman three additional minutes. 

Mr. WALTER. The Committee on 
the Judiciary 2 years ago. when out- 
distinguished colleague the gentleman 
from Michigan IMr. Michsne.sI v/a.s 
chairman of the committee, reviewed the 
practice of staying deportations where 
a bill was intvocUioed, and it v/as decided 


that unless the Member who In'.rcauced 
tho bill reque.sted a hearing, and we ta 
notified the Irnmigrction Service, th..! 
proceedings would corltinue. It wa.s only 
in those cases where it v/as appa ‘ont that 
the Member IntendodRo vigorously pr;t,=s 
for the enactment of the private legis- 
lation that deportation would be stayeci. 
However, that l.s not the practice in !ho 
other body. There it Ls ncco.^fary or.:y 
to introduce a bill ia order to stay de- 
portation. Incidentally, there have been 
a number of cases where the House iter; 
refused to Intercede, and even titer b.ii? 
have been Introd-ucal and ur.'r.varauY 
acted upon by our committee, tl Senator 
has introduced a bill, and the d.cportr- 
tion of some alien v/ho, in the judgment, 
of the House JudicLaty CommltLee ougiit. 
to be deported, has been stayed. 

Mr. McCOSMACK. Mr. Speaker, 
the gentleman yield? 

Mr. WALTER. I yield. 

Mr. McCORMACH- Of cou 'se. wltv.i 
you introduce the.se bills, it takes quite 
a long time to have reports received fro.-a 
the appropriate agencies. That is co.-- 
rect. Is it not? 

Mr. WALTER. Yes. 

Mr. McCORMACK. I do knt.w that it 
has created a rather compromising -sit- 
uation for Members of the House vvi-.o 
have introduced a bii to know that that 
of Itself docs not stay the deportation 
until an opportunil® has been had to 
receive reports sought and heajcngs hem. 

Mr. WALTER. I do not think ina 
gentleman i.s correct in that, liecausc, ;f 
a bill is introduced and a requei^t is made 
of the Judiciary Committee. tl;en tiic 
committee notifle.s tjre Immignition and 
Naturalization Service, and all proceed- 
ings are stayed uri.il action has been 
taken on the bill. 

Mr. McCORM.'lCK. I am giad to hear 
that, because that clarifies m hone.st 
misapprehension that existed in my 
mind and must have existed in the mincis 
of other Members. We all have com- 
munications on this subject at some tirr.e 
or another, perhaps two or thi'ce limc-i a. 
year, and, frankly; I have writieri to 
friends of mine stating that while I would 
be glad to introduce a private bill and 
submit it to the committee, r.nd I have 
asked them to give me the evidence ;n 
affidavit form to prtsent to the .subcom- 
mittee, that they liad better get some- 
body on the other side to introduce a bill 
to get a stay of depoi'tation. ft has 'c .'an 
rather embarrassiijg.

These amendmenls do not change the 
scope or substance ;of the bill. One pio-, 
vldes that if any employee of the Cf nf.-ai 
Intelligence Agency is on leave in ■.lie 
United Slates, he cannot be .asidi'-rfc. 
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duty outside the asency. It is not the 
inientior. ot the agency to use these cm- 
pioyces iov duty within the United States 
othcc than within the agency. They are 
Einip'.y brought bach here for training, 
and so on, as the functions are carried on 
in the continental United States. 

The other amendment provides that in 
addition to the approval of the Attorney 
Genera! on the admission of any of these 
aliens who may be brought in because 
of their high potential security value the 
slier, rnu.st also be approved by the Com- 
missioner of Immigration.

(c) Reimburse other Government agen- 
cies for services of personnel assigned to the 
Agency, and such other Government agen- 
cies are hereby authorized, without regard to 
provisions of law to the contrary, so to assign 
or detail any officer or employee for duty 
with the Agency; 

(d) Authorize couriers and guards desig- 
nated by the Director to carry firearms when 
engaged In transportation of confidential 
documents and mat 
tlonal defense and sec' 


repairs on premises rented by the Agency; 
and pay rent therefor without regard to limi- 
tations on expenditures contained In the 
act of June 30, 1032, os amended: Provided, 
That In each case the Director shall certify 
that exception from such limitations Is nec- 
essary to the successful performance of the 
Agency’s functions or to the security of Its 
activities. 

Sec. 7. In the Interests of the security of 
the foreign Intelligence activities of the 
United States and In order further to imple- 
ment the proviso of section 102 (d) (3) of 
the National Security Act of 1947 (Public 
Law 253, 80th Cong., 1st sess.) that the Di- 
rector of Central Intelligence shall bo re- 
sponsible for protecting Intelligence sources 
and methods from unauthorized disclosure, 
the Agency shall be exempted from the pro- 
visions of sections 1 and 2, chapter 795 of the 
act of August 28, 1035 (49 Stat. 956, 957;

for permanent residence without regard to 
their Inadmissibility under the immigration 
or any other laws and regulations, or to the 
failure to comply with such laws and reg- 
ulations pertaining to admissibility: Pro- 
vided.

Mr. VINSON (interruptini; tho read- 
ing of the hill).

The SPEAKER. Is .here objettion to 
the request of the gentlemari. from. 
Georgia? 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr. Spoiler, 
reserving the right to object will that 
deprive any Member from making a 
point of order agalnsv the bill at this

The SPEAKER. A rciotion to su.spend 
the rules suspends all rules.

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Inciuriir.g the 
Ramsey er rule?

The centleman from Geoi-gia asks 
unanimous consent that further rc^ading 
of the bill be dispensed with Is there 
objection? 

There was no objection. 

The SPEAKER. Is a second demand- 
ed? 
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Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr. Speaker, I 
do not want to embarrass the gentleman 
from Missouri, but I submit that to de- 
mand a second a Member must be op- 
IJO.sed to the bill. 

The SPEAKER. Is the gentleman 
from Mis.souri opposed to the bill? 

Mr. SKORT. I am not; I am very 
much In favor of It. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr. Speaker, I 
am opposed to the bill. I demand a 
second. 

The SPEAKER. Without objection, a 
second will be considered as ordered. 

There was no objection. 

The SPEAIiER. The gentleman from 
Maryland [Mr. Sasscer] Is recognized 
for 20 minutes; the gentleman from New 
York [Mr. Marcantonio] will be recog- 
nized for 20 minutes. 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
myself 8 minutes. 

The SPEAKER. The gentleman from 
Maryland is recognized. 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, H. B. 
2663 is a bill to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. There have been some mis- 
conceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, I would like to make certain 
broad statements concerning the bill and 
its purposes before discussing it in de- 
tail. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was 
established as a successor to the Central 
Intelligence Group, under the provisions 
of section 102 of the National Security 
Act of 1947. This section sets out the 
functions of the Agency. It should be 
pointed out at once that H. R. 2663, 
which We are now considering, does not 
alter or add to these functions in any 
way. It simply provides for the admin- 
istrative Implementation of the func- 
tions which the Congress has already 
seen fit to give to the Agency. 

Secondly, it should be pointed out that 
CIA functions exclusively under the pow- 
ers granted It by the National Security 
Act of 1947 and not under any Executive 
order whatsoever. 

Thirdly, with one or two exceptions to 
which your attention will be drawn, 
there Is no authority In this proposed 
bill which at some time or other has not 
been granted to some other agency of 
the Government or which some other 
agencies are not now utilizing through 
their own implementing legislation. The 
reason why the hearings have been held 
in executive session, and why a certain 
amount of secrecy has been utilized in 
connection with this bill, is that the dis- 
cussions with the members of CIA who 
appeared before the committee went in- 
to the operational background of the 
Agency. Naturally, operational details 
cannot be talked about in public for they 
go to the very heart of CIA’s activities. 
Bear in mind, however, that the CIA is 
prohibited by law from any internal 
security functions. It deals only in the 
• fieid of foreign Intelligence. 

This bill which we are now consider- 
ing with one difference was introduced 
Into the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress last year, and was unanimously 
approved by the Armed Service _C^- 

mittees both in the A< _ 

after detailed hearings. ' The bill Itself 
passed the Senate on the last day of the 


session, but due to the last minute pres- 
sure of business could not be called up 
in the House. After most careful con- 
sideration, the present measure has 
again been unanimously approved, first 
by a subcommittee and then by the full 
Armed Services Committee in the House. 

As I have said, its purposes are admin- 
istrative. and its provisions break down 
into four main categories. In the first 
place, the Agency seeks to avail Itself 
of the benefits of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947 so that It may . 
utilize the most up-to-date procurement ' 
faculties in connection with its activities.' 
Secondly, in connection with the sections 
dealing with foreign travel and similar ; 
allowances, the Agency, In availing it- 
self of many of the provisions of the For- 
eign Service Act of 1946, Is seeking to 
build up a career service In the intelli- 
gence field second to none. A second-best 
Intelligence service is almost as bad as 
none at all. Within the framework of 
existing Government laws and salaries, 
we are seeking to place CIA on a career 
basis, particularly for those of Its em- 
ployees. who may spend a large portion 
of their career on foreign assignment. 
Thirdly, we are supplying the Agency, by 
this bill, with certain general adminis- 
trative authorities which are needed. 
Finally, we are supplying the Agency with 
appropriations language to which their 
budget and fiscal employees, as well as 
those of the General Accounting office, 
may look in the auditing of the Agency’s 
expenses. 

In broad terms, therefore, H. R. 2663 
seeks to assist this country In the build- 
ing up and development of a career for- 
eign intelligence service, and to free the 
Agency from certain restrictions so that 
It may operate as a mature intelligence 
service must operate. 

Section 1 of this bill merely contains 
certain very basic definitions of terras 
used in the act. 

Section 2 authorizes a seal of office for 
the Agency, and provides that judicial 
notice shall be taken thereof. From time 
to time it has been necessary for CIA to 
produce records in court. For example, 
the records of the monitoring of foreign 
propaganda broadcasts in their posses- 
sion have included recordings of the 
speeches made from Germany by Douglas 
Chandler and Robert Best. These re- 
cordings were the basis of the recent 
convictions of these two men for their 
treasonable activities during the late 
war. In order that authenticated copies 
of such material can be submitted when 
called for lu court, a seal is necessary of 
which the court can take judicial notice. 

Section 3 of the bill authorizes the' 
Agency to utilize certain of the authori- 
ties granted the armed services in the 
Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947. 
The main features of this law which are 
being extended to the CIA are in the 
field of negotiation for contracts without 
advertising. The general celling . for 
which contracts can be negotiated with- 
out advertising today is $100. The 
Armed Services Procurement Act raises 
this ceiling to $1,000, and it Is being ex- 
tended to include CIA contracts up to 

fhofizes negotiaflon'b? coh£facEs^??houf 
advertising where public exigency will 


not admit of delay, where it Is imprac- 
ticable to secui'e competition, and for 
supplies or services the nature ol wliich 
should not be publicly disdosed, It 
stands to reason that certain ol tiio tech- 
nical equipment which this Agency raust 
utilize may be made only bs or.e Jirm for 
reasons of security, and certainly some of 
this equipment should not be openly ad- 
vertised for. Therefore, it seems only 
proper that these authocities which the 
Congress has already extended to the 
armed services should be fi.rirter ex- 
fended to CIA. 'The remaine’er of this 
section sets forth the applicable p'ovi- 
sions of the Procurement Act regal ding 
rules for adveitlsing, the tyrie of con- 
tracts that can be made, damages, lolnt 
procurement, delegations of authorities 
and limitations thereon. 

Section 4 of the bill author;zi* the 
Agency to assign its pen.onnel to schools 
for special Instruction and traiamg, and 
to pay the coat of such tultior and ex- 
penses. This will permit the Agency to 
send selected employee: to such Echools 
as the National War College, ach anca 
courses in international relatiortii end re- 
lated fields, refresher co urses in lanj:uage 
fields, and special training courses. 

Section 5 of the bill presents one of Its 
most important feature.s iroin a career 
standpoint. Tirtually all of the r>rovi- 
slons of this section ha^'e been ta -ern di- 
rectly from .similar provisions in the For- 
eign Service Act of 1949. It luovidcs for 
the payment of travel expense:, s c-r the 
employees of the Agency ani lor the 
members of their families wheit proceed- 
Inj to posts of duty abroad, and from 
post to post abroad. It pi’cjvicies for 
their being returned to the Ujiited 1 states 
with their families on .statutory home 
leave after 2 years of continuous service 
abi'oad. 

It mu-st bq reemphosized Ir ac these 
provisions are not new departures created 
for CIA, but are merely extending to the 
Agency the best features of other career 
services in the Government. This section 
also, provides for the hospitaUzaf on and 
medical care of the Agency’s Utii-tiine 
employees abroad, and 'ineludcs pror 
visions for the periodicil pliyslcal exami- 
nation of all of the employees on Inreiga 
posts. , 

Certain general adrainistratht- pro- 
visions are granted to the Agency, most 
of which are simile r to authorities 
granted to other agencies of the Gov- 
ernment at one time or another, cr ■which 
deal with the security cU the Aganev’s op- 
erations. For instance, there are pro- 
visions permitting the arming cU couriers 
and guards carrying confidanUal docu- 
• ments. Specific authority is needed to 
override State statut-es which prohibit 
the carrying of firearms without special 
licenses. Such a stat-ste is in existence 
for the FBI, and the armed ser vici-s have 
always been allowed to arm officer 
couriers. 

Section 3 of the propo.sed bill contains 
a provision which will permic tliu entry 
of 100 aliens Into the United States for 
permanent residence. Thu. wilt be ex- 
plained more fully by my dlsMnrulshed 
colleague, the gentleman troin North 
1 ^hk\m]. However, I 
vmul'd'liice'lio'femplTasi ;e that this section. 
Involves a time factor. Time is of the 
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essence, and should these people be re- 
qiured to go through the many pro- 
cedures of obtaining visas, having photo- 
graphs taken, and filing applications — 
they would be dead before taking their 
second step. In certain areas of the 
world such persons can only contact an 
American once. This section permits 
quick action to save the lives of persons 
of high intelligence value to the United 
States. 

Finally we have provided in this bill 
some basic appropriations language to 
which the Government Accounting Office 
and the budget and fiscal offices of the 
Agency can look in the expenditure of 
funds. Much of this language is neces- 
sary, for without it the expenditure of 
funds for the purposes set forth herein 
cannot be allowed. In addition, we have 
provided the l^al basis for the granting 
to the Agency authority for the spending 
of those unvouchered funds which the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
will earmark, and without which there 
can be no successful operation of an In- 
telligence service. 

For the reasons I have set forth, 1 urge 
the pa.ssage of this bill. Above all, it wUl 
allow this country to continue and in- 
crease the successful operation of Its 
foreign Intelligence, upon which some day 
the security of this country and our very 
lives may well depend, 

Mr. DOHDERO. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SASSCER. I yield to the gentle- 
man from Michigan. 

Mr.DOHDERO. Will it affect the per- 
sonnel of our American military govern- 
ment in Germany? 

. Mr. SASSCER. It is my rmderstand- 
Ing that it will not. 

The SPEAKER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from Maryland has expired. 

- Mr, SASSCER. iJlr. Speaker, I yield 
myself one additional minute. 

Basically it is outlining the adminis- 
trative procedure. ' There is a section In 
the bill relating to bringing in aliens, 
which my able colleague the gentleman 
from North Carolina [Mr. Durham] will 
discuss. However, I would like to again 
emphasize that this section Involves a 
time factor. It in no way encompasses 
the functions cr prerogatives of the im- 
migration authorities or congressional 
committees. This Is a security measure. 
These men can only contact an American 
once. Time is the element. If they 
cannot make a quick exit their heads 
may be oS and valuable information lost. 

Mr. CELLER. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SASSCER, 1 yield to the gentle- 
man from New York. 

Mr. CELLER. Does the gentleman 
mean to imply that Immigration restric- 
tions built up over the years are not sus- 
pended by this bill? 

Mr. SASSCER. They are suspended 
for 100 aliens on the basts of their po- 
tential news value for security purposes 
and not for the purpose of general immi- 
. gration laws. 

The SPEAKER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from Maryland has again expired. 

' [Mr. Csiinal. 


Mr. CELLER, Mr. Speaker, although 
I do not like the hush-hush business sur- 
rounding this bill, I shall not oppose it. 
Certainly if the members of the Armed 
Forces Committee can hear the detailed 
Information to support this bill, why can- 
not our entire membership? Are they 
the Brahmins and we the untouchables? 
Secrecy Is the answer. What is secret 
about the membership of an entire com- 
mittee hearing the lurid reasons? In 
Washington three men can keep a secret 
if two men die. It Is like the old lady v/ho 
said, “I can keep a secret but the people 
I tell It to, cannot.” 

I must counter the remarks of the pre- 
vious speaker. We have in the bill this 
very significant language "for permanent 
residence without regard to their inad- 
missibility under the Immigration or any 
other laws or regulations.” 

In the first place, if there had not been 
a closed rule, I would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision be- 
cause it Is exclusively within the province 
of the Committee on the Judiciary and Is . 
not the business of the Committee on the 
Armed Services. The Committee on the 
Armed Services has nothing to do with 
Immigration. Now this provision I have 
read throws out the window, at the dis- 
cretion of the Director mentioned in this 
bUl and the Attorney General, all the 
legislative immigration restrictions that 
.we have built up over the years. It 
throws them to the winds, and if the At- 
torney General and the Director wish to 
admit Paclsts, Communists, Hitler sad- 
ists, morons, moral pen'erts, syphilitics, 
or lepers, they can do It. I think the 
House ought to know what it is legislat- 
ing about, and I think, tn a measure, this 
Indicates how the cold war is unhinging 
the nerves of some of our high military 
authorities. The secrecy, especially the 
brand we are treated to. Is ridiculous. 
Secondly these immigration privileges 
are badly conceived. If you want to give 
this authority to the military, all right, 
but I think we should know what we are 
doing and whither we are going. The 
military is not infallible. Witness the 
situation of the charges levied by the 
military Intelligence against one Agnes 
Smedley recently, that she was a Com- 
inunist, or a Russian spy, and instead of 
retracting when they found they were In. 

. error, they simply admitted a faux pas. 
.The military Is Indeed not Infallible. On 
.the question of immigration they are 
given carte blanche, wlUy-nilly. to admit 
. 100 persons under this particffiar provi- 
sion which should be stricken from the 
bill or. If it is not stricken, certain safe- 
. guards should have been added. 

I have spoken briefly to advise the 
.Armed Forces Committee to stick to its 
own knitting. When immigration is in- 
volved, let the proper committee be con- 
sulted — the Judiciary Committee. 

The SPEAKER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from New York has expired. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
myself 5 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker, In the past few days, 
much has been said about a provision 
in the proposed act which will i>ermlt 
the entry of 100 aliens annually into the 


Section 8 of this bill provides lhat 
whenever the Director and the Attorney 
General shall determine that tlw entry 
of a particular alien into the United 
States for permanent residence I;, in the 
Interest of national security oi- e.Kential 
to the furtherance of the national in- 
telligence mission, that alien and his 
family shall be given entri' without re- 
gard to their admls-sibllity under riie im- 
migration laws and re culatlons. Che 
number of persons who can comer into 
the country under this provision is Urn- 
Ited to 100 persons in any one jear. 
Let me emphasize that what h being, 
waived are the laws regarding ure ad- 
missibility of an alien Into this country, 
but no laws ai« being waived regarding 
his conduct once he is here. 0 he alien 
must live up to every law of the United 
States just as every other alien must do, 
and failure to do so will lead to hde; de- 
portation for cause. What is the pur- 
pose of this section? Briefly, it is this. 
There are many people all over the v/orid 
who believe in this country and what it 
stands for implicitly. Many of them are 
living in polloe states. Some of 1 hem 
may have foi'merly been highly placed in 
the service of their government, f'.ome 
of them may even be there now. Ilany 
of them have Important inteluunnc ^ in- 
formation to make available to this coun- 
try, and such information may te of 
vital importance to our national se- 
curity and our policies. These iKople, 
be they soldi^s or statesmen or scien- 
tists, can only approach a representative 
of America once. If they are f een Calk- 
ing with an American, .t may mean the 
concentration camps, or in some in- 
stances death, itself. I’here I;, no time 
here to get visas and f II out the iorms 
which the Immigration law;, re<iuire. 
The element of time Is often d'V hcnirs or 
less. When CIA plan.? such rui osiera- 
tlon, security requires that the people 
■ knowing it be held to an absolute mini- 
mum. The people who will be selected 
will be most carefully iicreened by CIA, 
and only the .select few will he chosen. 
The concurrence In the Director*; selec- 
tion lies with the Attorney General, 
whose Immigration, and Natiralizatlon 
Bureau must administer the immigra- 
tion laws once these people have arrived. 
The Committee feels that this power 
should be granted to the Diimctor of 
Central Intelligence, and that the epera- 
- tion of our intelligence agency re>4Uires 
its existence. Its force and eitoct is 
I testified to by the screams of anguish 
which have alieady emr natec from Com- 
munist sources abroad. The Humanlart 
radio protested immediately after the 
Armed Services Committee approved this 
section. This is what it said : 

Dollars fatherland, fatherland of gang- 
sters and of lotematloni l swindlers. Is now 
officially decreed fatherland ot epien from, 
any comer of the world. 

A statement by thi American Slav 
Congress, which is on the Attorraiy Gen- 
eral's list as a Communi-st organr/ation, 
was forwarded to thi j committee, and 
almost upon Its very receipt the Moscow 
. radio started, to broadcast its text The 
that this prt'Vision

can and every honest person in the world 
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disgusted with a few things that 


United States Congress and Its policy of 
reviving fascism and preparing a new 
world war. It is interesting to note that 
the Moscow radio picks up and endorses 
this protest almost as soon as the com- 
mittee Itself has received the telegram. 
The people who will enter this country 
under this provision are not spies. They 
are defactors from the totalitarian state. 
They are people whose love of democ- 
racy is so great that at the risk of their 
lives they come to representatives of the 
United States to give them information 
which will help the west and the United 
'States survive. 

I believe the well-known radio com- 
mentator, Edward R. Murrow, very 
neatly summed up the purpose of this 
section in his broadcast of March 4, in 
which he stated, and I quote: 

This is essentially an underground rail- 
road for first-class passengers only, up to 100 
a year. It will be confined to people of the 
highest caliber, morally and mentally, who 
have to get out of their own countries on 
short notice or face arrest, torture, or exe- 
cution, people whose background, Informa- 
tion, and services are so valuable to ua that 
it would not be safe to keep them for any 
prolonged length of time even in countries 
of western Europe. 

Mr. Speaker, the dearest thing we can 
give these aliens is admission to this 
counti-y, and that Is what your com- 
mittee proposes. 

As an essential weapon for the suc- 
cessful operation of tills country's for- 
eign Intelligence Service, and after the 
most serious and searching considera- 
tion, your committee has endorsed this 
section and urges its adoption, as well as 
all other provisions of the bill. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr, Speaker. I 
yield myself 5 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker, I call the attention of the 
Members of the House who are present 
to the language on page 6 of the report. 
I t’nink it can be said without any fear 
of contradiction that this Is the first 
time in the history of the United States 
that this language is found in any re- 
port accompanying a bill coming before 
the Congress. It reads as follows: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of ail of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation in view of the 
fact that much of such information is of a 
highly confidential nature. However, the 
Committee on Armed Forces received a com- 
plete explanation of all features of the pro- 
posed measure. The committee is satisfied 
that all sections of the proposed legislation 
are fully Justified. ‘ 

Let us look at this a moment. 'We are 
being asked to vote for legislation with- 
out having full explanation of all of the 
provisions of the bill. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, wUl the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. I yield. 

Mr. DURHAM. The gentleman knows 
of course that this Is an espionage bill. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. I do not see 
what difference that makes. We have 
gone through two world wars. We have 
gone through a civil war and the Con- 
gress has never been asked to vote for 
any legislation without explanation of 
all of the provisions of the bill and that 


that that is what we are being requested 
to do under this motion to suspend the 
rules? 

What are we doing here? First of all, 
as to the secrecy with which the com- 
mittee has been operating, it admits that 
its members have the Information which 
they are withholding from the House. As 
the distinguished gentleman from Mas- 
sachusetts. the former Speaker of the 
House [Mr. Martin], said, if he is cor- 
rectly reported in this morning’s press: 
‘‘There is no such thing as a secret in 
Washington, when any three persons 
know it.” Yet, we are told that the in- 
formation the committee has must be 
kept a secret from the Members of the 
House. What is worse, the committee 
informs us through its report that the 
Members of the House must pass this 
bill without any explanation of all of its 
provisions. This makes every single sec- 
tion of this bill suspect. No Member of 
Congress has been Informed. No Mem- 
ber of Congress has been given the full 
explanation of all of the provisions of 
the legislation to which the representa- 
tives of the people are entitled before 
voting on any legislation. Only the 
members of the Committee on Armed 
Services, we are told, have been given the 
explanation. That is the situation you 
have before you. If under the wave of 
hysteria you want to abdicate your leg- 
islative functions to just one committee 
of the House, that is your privilege, but 
as for me I refuse to do It. I no not 
care what reason is given. There has 
never been and there can never be any 
justification at any time for the repre- 
sentatives of the people, who are elected 
to Congress, to abdicate their function, 
of legislating with full knowledge on the 
matters which come before them. This 
bill suspends that function and says, 
‘‘You must not have knowledge of all of 
the provisions of the bill.” It says, "You 
must vote blindly and must take the word 
of a committee.” No one challenges the 
• good faith of the committee members, 
but the fact is that with 435 Members 
from 435 different districts, we are all 
entitled to have our own viewpoint on 
legislation based on at least a full expla- 
nation of all of the sections of a bill.- For 
that reason all times In the history of 
the Congress of the United States the 
membership has been given full explana- 
tion In a report which is intended to ex- 
plain the bill. Never has Congress been 
told in a report accompanying a bill, as 
this one does, that Congress cannot have 
a full explanation of all provisions in the 
bill. This is the first time that Mem- 
bers of the House are told, “You cannot 
have any full explanation of this legisla- 
tion. It is highly confidential. It deals 
with espionage.” 

As a result of the hysteria under which 
this bill is being passed I suppose a ma- 
jority of the House will vote for this bill, 
even though in doing so you are suspend- 
ing your legislative prerogatives and 
evading your duty to the people of this 
Nation. 

Now, without having been given ex- 
planation of all of the provisions, I have 
been trying to find out something about

with domestic or foreign public <Hr private 
Inst.’ utlons: trade, labor, agrlcmtutal, or 
scientific assotiatlons: courses or tj lining 
programs under the National MiUtsiry .Jjtab- 
llshtnsnt; or eommereirtl firms. 

What does this mean? With ail of the 
vast powers that are tuven this agency 
under the guise of research and Rudy, 
you are subjecting labor unions and busi- 
ness firms to the W'ill of the nd itary. 
You are opening the dcor for the p acing 
of these intelligence a.cents, sunpoied to 
deal with security perf aining to foreign 
as well as internal affairs in the midst 
of labor organizations. 

The SPEAKER pro tempore, Th s time 
of the gentleman from New Yoiii [Mr. 
MARCANTONIO] has exsircd. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Ml'. Spei.ker, I 
yield myself five additional minuies. 

You are opening the doors lor tlie en- 
trance of intelligence agents into labor 
organizations: yes, to .spy on labtr and 
carry out anfiiabor activities. I am sure 
if It were not for the cold war hysteria, 
very few Members of the Congress would 
vote for that provision. Cartaimy the 
majority would not vote to sitspend the 
rules so that you must take thk bill as 
it is without any opportunity for amend- 
ment, despite its serious tmplitations 
against the security of the li'aer ies of 
the American people. 

The gentleman from New Yoik has dis- 
cussed the immigration provision of the 
bill. I simply want to add to be. com- 
ments that this section will v/o k out 
only in one way: That there v'ill be 
admitted into this country orraer 
Fascists andNazis, antilabor people, pro- 
monarchists, people that a democracy 
such as ours would want lo keep out. 
It Is only natural that the followers 
of the Hapsburgs, Fi ances, and other 
Fascist scum will be the beatficiaries 
of this feature of the bill, which suspends 
the immigration laws and rdlo vs for 
permanent admission of 100 ol them per 
year. 

Then, from the standpoint of Govern- 
ment operations, on page 13 tie bill, 
we find this: 

The sums made avatiable to the Agency 
may be expended without regard to the pro- 
visions of law and regulations relating to. 
the expenditure of Government fuxKis. 

I Wish some of you gentlemen v.d o have 
been cutting down appropriations for 
unemployment services and social wel- 
fare legislature would listen to this: 

The sums made available to tire Agency 
may be expended without regard to the 
provisions of law and regulations relating 
to the expenditures of Government i unds. 

So what are we doing here? From 
what we know — and, mind you, v e have 
not been told everything — but from 
What we kraiw, we are suspenduig civil 
liberties hi the Interest of a itiilit try in- 
telligence agency. -.'hat is definite. 
You cannot get away ^rom that. We are 
also making it possible to have admitted 
under the g Use of 




counterespionage or counterintelligence, 
people that a democracy would spew out 
under all circumstances. We are sus- 
pending all laws with regard to Govern- 
ment expenditures, and we are asking 
the Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogatives and cease to do their 
duty on legislation with full explanation 
of the legislation. Of course, there are 
times when bills get by. We cannot all 
be up to date on everything. We might 
not know what is in a bill. That hap- 
pens. But this time we are told that we 
are not supposed to know what is in the 
bill. 1 want to read that again, and I 
hope it will sink in: 

The report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation ol all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation In view of the 
fact that much of such information Is of a 
highly confldentlal nature. 

Congress is suspending its right to leg- 
islate and we are being asked to do this 
in furtherance of a cold war. This is 
illustrative of what this imperialist cold 
war is imposing on the people of a coun- 
try: Suspending Its civil liberties. Inva- 
sion of the labor movement by Intelli- 
gence agents, admission of undesirables — 
undesirable in any democracy — and ask- 
ing Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogative to pass on legislation. 

• But you say this is dealing with espio- 
nage, that this is done for the sake of se- ' 
curlty. I refuse to believe that our Na- 
tion is so unsafe from a security stand- 
point that we have to suspend not only 
the civil liberties of the people but the 
legislative prerogatives of the Represent- 
atives of the people in the Congress. If 
you want to do this in the hope that a 
newspaper will not criticize you for vot- 
ing against it because of the hysteria 
which is being whipped up, that is your 
privilege: but I submit that the situation 
is obvious : Hysteria is used to undermine 
the civil liberties of the people and ex- 
tend the military control— -mUitary con- 
trol — I •emphasize that, over the lives 
and thinking of the people of these 
United States. 

Mr. Speaker, I reserve the balance of 
my time. 

Mr. Vn-iSON. t' •. Speaker. I yield the 
balance of my time to the distinguished 
gentleman from Missouri [Mr. Short]. 

The SPEAifER. The gentleman from 
Missouri Is recognized for 4 minutes. 

Mr. SHORT. Mr. Speaker, there is 
some plausibility in the argument ad- 
vanced by the gentleman from New York. 

I suppose that none of us in the Chamber 
at this moment likes this particular kind 
of legislation, but I think we all will agree 
that the ’.veakest link in our chain of 
national defense In days gone by has 
been in a weak Intelligence system. The 
Germans, the Russians, the British, have 
had far better systems of Intelligence 
than have we, and in spite of all our 
wealth and power and might we have 
been excc.otionaliy weak in p.sychological 
warfare notwithstanding the fact that an 
idea is perhaps the most powerful weapon 
on this earth. 

The pending bill. H. R. 2653, Is sub- 
stantially the same as H. R. 5871 which 
was introduced in the Eightieth Congress, 


passed the Senate. A companion bill 
was unanimously reported by the House 
Committee on the Armed Services, but 
due to lack of time it failed of passage in 
the Eightieth Congress. 

The purpose of this bill Is simply to 
give the Central Intelligence Agency au- 
thority that is necessary for Its proper 
administration. It Is true that we will 
bring In not to exceed 100 persons a year, 
but before they are admitted they will be 
carefully screened by both the Director 
of Central Intelligence and the Attorney 
General of the "United States. They act 
jointly, and it is absolutely essential that 
some of the information given to mem- 
bers of our committee as was given to 
members of the Rules Committee, must 
be kept confidential, because it Is of a 
secret nature. The FBI does not adver- 
tise the movements It makes in the ap- 
prehension of a criminal. Our intelli- 
gence officers to be effective and In their 
own defense as well as the country’s 
must keep many of their movements 
secret. I think it would be supreme folly 
for us to discuss every phase and ramifi- 
cation of a bill that is of such a highly 
confidential nature. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SHORT. I yield to the gentleman 
from North Carolina. 

Mr. DURHAM. Did the committee 
satisfy itself as to the expenditure of t'nls 
fund? 

Mr. SHORT. It did. and there Is a 
definite limitation upon this. We limited 
not only the number of persons to be 
admitted but also the amount of money 
to be expended; however, we are not 
telling how, when, where, or to whom 
the money will go. We cannot, because 
of the very nature of the problem. 

I am, glad the gentleman from New 
York quoted from page 6 of the commit- 
tee report because t'ne language Itself Is 
self-explanatory. You are going to have 
to trust somebody, Mr. Speaker, and 
while perhaps It Is asking too much for 
you to trust the members of the Com- 
mittee on the Armed Services I think 
you can trust the Committee on Rules 
or any other committee of this House. 
Both committees mentioned reported 
this bill unanimously. 

We are engaged in a highly dangerous 
business. It Is something I naturally 
abhor but sometimes you are compelled 
to fight fire with fire. There Is no other 
way out of it so far as I can see and 
perhaps the less we say in public about 
this bill the better oii all of us will be. 

The SPEAKER. 'The time of the geti- 
tleman from Missouri has expired. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr. Speaker, I 
yield myself 3 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker, the gentleman from Mis- 
souri has stated correctly that informa- 
tion is withheld sometimes by a commit- 
tee when it receives information v/hlch 
is confidential. However, what is before 
us Is not an Instance of merely with- 
holding information. I read from the 
report: 

Tha report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation, of all of the provisions 
of tha proposed legislation; 


have here is not a matter of withhold- 
ing information; it is a matter of asking 
the Congress to legislate even though an 
explanation of the le jislatlon ir refused 
by the committee. The com plaint I make 
is that the committee i-efuscs to give any 
explanation of some of the provii.lons of 
the bill. 

Mr. SHORT. Mr. Spealtci-, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. I yield to the 
gentleman from Missouri. 

Mr. SHORT. I want to cail t!i<: atten- 
tion of the Members of tha House to a 
sentence from Rear Adm. HiUmkoet- 
ter’s request which he maile fn a letter 
addressed tp the Speaker of the House, 
found on pages 6 and 7 of thf; report. 

. In next to the last parstgruph he 
states: 

In almost all Instances, the aowers and 
authorities contained in the bill already ex- 
ist for some other branch of the <3overn- 
ment, and the bill merely ectencs similar 
authorities to the Centrai Intelligence 
Agency. 

That Is absolutely true, rin se au- 
thorities exist for other Oovernment 
agencies and all this bill co'es i.s to ex- 
tend to the Central Intelligence Agency 
the powers already enjoyed b.y other 
agencies. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Thi: gentleman 
from Missouri has answer.',! himself. 
The rear admiral says "in aintost all In- 
stances,” and again 1 say the committee 
refuses to explain the instances that are 
not covered by the rear admii-al’. state- 
ment, "In almost all Instanre:.’' It is 
the exceptions that concern me. 

Mr. SHORT. In the; original .six tement 
of the gentleman from New Yorr he said 
that never before hac the Ce.iign ss con- 
sidered such legislatjon. We; ail know 
that the Pre.sldent was given lilanket au- 
thority so far as the atomir. bninb was 
concenied, and we spent $2,000,000,000 of 
the taxpayers’ money befora anybody 
knew what it was. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. T.hi; pcptleman 
will remember that in corneetton with 
the atomic bill that we had h<;re there 
wa.s a report on the legislation. Nowhere 
in the report was it ;;tated fhot; the re- 
port did not contain a full and detailed 
explanation of ail thu pro'/laons of the 
proposed legislation. Tire legislation was 
explained section by section in tn<; report 
accompanying the bill. H-iia is the first 
time in the history of Congress that 
Members are being asked to vote on legis- 
lation about which not merrly iiiforma- 
tion is withlield but also explanation as 
to the provisions of the legislation. 

Mr. HOUPIELD. Mr. Speaker, will 
the gentlcma yield? 

Mr. MARCANTTCNiO. 1 vield to the 
gentleman from California. 

Mr. HOLIFIELD. 1 Would like lo ques- 
tion the gentleman irom Mifsoi ri. On 
page 4 of the report, subrectiiui ;• (b), it 
is provided that an employee while in 
this country on leave may be asiigned to 
temporary duty in the United States for 
special purposes or reorientation prior to 
)• returning to foreign service. 

In the original unification bill passed 
through tha Committee on E;:paaditures, 


imember. wc had the 
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brought out at that time that no In- 
ternal security work of any kind would 
be done by the CIA; that all of its in- 
telligence work would be done in a for- 
eign field. In view of this particular 
paragraph here I want to be assured at 
this time that such special duties as are 
mentioned here, or reorientation, do not 
apply to security fimctions in the United 
States. 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, if the 
gentleman will yield, I will say to the 
gentleman that that is correct, that this 
bill is in no wise directed to internal 
security. If they come back here it is 
purely a matter of leave, and reorienta- 
tion, and training to go back Into their 
work in foreign fields. 

The SPEAKIER. The time of the gen- 
tleman from New York has expired. 

The question is on stispending the rules 
and passing the bill. 

The question was taken; and the 
Speaker announced that the ayes seemed 
to have it. 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr. Speaker. I 
object to the vote on the ground that a 
quorum is not present, and make the 
point of order that a quorum is not 
present.

There is nothing stai-tllng in this bill 
and, with one major exception, practi- 
cally all of the remaining pioiT.ions of 
the proposed legislation new e.xist for ' 
some branch or branches of the Govern- 
ment. In fact, almost all of the pro- 
posed legislation was taken f toai existing 
laws applicable to other GoAmment 
agencies, particularly the state; iJepart- 
ment. 

Tlie Central Intelligence Agnicy was 
established pursuant to section it2 of the 
National Security Act of 1947. Its func- 
tions are set out in that act, which states 
that it shall be the duty of the agency, 
under the direction of the National Se- 
curity Council; 

First: 

To advise the National Security Council 
la matters Conceralng cuch iDtallli enca ac- 
tivities of the GovMrmiieiit departments and 
agencies as relate to natlomil i.et urlty; 

Second: 

To make recomniend.ttton3 to the National 
Security Council for th ; coord Inuticnr of such 
Intelligence activities or the de;iartn>ents and 
agencies of the Govemnent ar. .-eiste to tha 
national security; 

Third: 

To correlate and evaluate li>fellls',ence re- 
Intelligence within the Government, using

where appropriate cxtstl; 
duties: Provided, That the agency shall have 
no police, subpena, law enforcement powers, 
or Internal security (unctions: Provided fur- 
ther, That the departments and other agen- 
cies or the Government shall continue to 
collect, evaluate, correlate, and disseminate 
departmental Intelligence: And provided 
funher. That the Director o( Central Intelli- 
gence shall be responsible (or protecting In- 
telli^tence sources and methods from unau- 
thorized disclosures; 

Fourth ; 

To perform, (or the benefit o( the existing 
Intelligence agencies, such additional serv- 
ices of common concern as the National Se- 
curity Council determines can be more effi- 
ciently accomplished centrally: 

Fifth: 

To perform such other functions and duties 
related to intelligence affecting the national 
security as the National Security Council may 
from time to time direct. 

Now. what authority Is granted in the 
proposed legislation? Well, the bill cre- 
ates a seal of office for the Central In- 
telligence Agency. It extends to it cer- 
tain provisions of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947. It permits the 
Director to provide for special instruc- 
tion and training of agency personnel. 
It provides for travel allowances and ex- 
penses for agency personnel. It permits 
agency personnel to return to the United 
States on leave after 2 years of foreign 
service. It provides for the payment of 
transporting and storing household be- 
longings. It provides for the health of 
employees overseas by permitting the 
payment of travel expenses to the nearest 
adequate medical facilities when local 
medical facilities are Inadequate. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of first aid 
stations at posts overseas. It provides for 
physical examinations for all employees. 
It provides for transporting the remains 
of an employee or a member of his family 
who may die while overseas, and it pro- 
vides that the agency may recruit foreign 
nationals abroad where citizens of the 
United States are not available for such 
employment. And it provides allowances 
for agency employees similar to those 
given to State Department Foreign Serv- 
ice employees. It also contains other 
provisions of greater significance, such as 
the authority to transfer and receive 
from other Government agencies such 
sums as may be approved by the Bureau 
of the Budget for the performance of 
any of the agency functions. This is how 
the Central Intelligence Agency gets Its 
money. It has been going on since the 
agency was created, and this simply le- 
galizes that important function v/hich is 
the only means by which the amount of 
money required to operate an efflSlent 
intelligence service can be concealed. 
Likewise, the bill removes certain limita- 
tions which exist under provisions of law 
which limit the amount of rental that the 
agency may pay for its quarters overseas 
and the amount of Improverr.ents that It 
may make in .such leased facilities. This 
makes .sense in view of the fact that an 
efficient intelligence agency must be able 
to rent adequate facilities rp.gardle.ss of 
the value of the property and must be 
permitted to make such improvements In 
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The bill also eliminates the agency from 
the requirements of law which result In 
the publication of personnel data In the 
Official Register of the United States, and 
exempts the Bureau of the Budget from, 
the necessity of Including in its public 
report to the Congress the agency’s per- 
sonnel strength. This information has 
not heretofore been made public and 
must, of course, continue not to be made 
public, and this merely legalizes such 
action. 

The most widely publicized feature of 
the bill is that with respect to the pro- 
vision which provides for the admission 
of 100 aliens for permanent residence in 
the United States. This will only be done 
when the Director and the Attorney Gen- 
eral concur in the admission of such 
aliens and will permit the agency to offer 
to certain defectors and others tha 
greatest reward possible In this world 
today, residency in the United States. 
These people will be carefully screened 
and their admission will only be in the 
best interests of the United States, and, 
furthermore. If at a later date they should 
prove undesirable they can be deported.- 
Another section of the bill provides 
that the agency may spend sums made 
available to it without regard to pro- 
visions of existing law. It also permits 
the expenditure of funds for confidential , 
purposes to be solely accounted for by 
certification of the Director. This is not 
unusual. The State Department has 
such authority, as does the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and, for that mat- , 
ter, so in effect do all branches of the 
armed service.s. 

Therefore the only significant feature 
of this bill which will be completely new 
in all respects will be that pertaining to 
the admission of 100 aliens in the United 
States. 

There has been a great deal of discus- 
sion as to why the committee meetings 
were conducted in executive session with- ‘ 
out a stenographic record being kept. It 
is obvious that there is certain informa- 
tion which must be confined to as few 
people as possible. For example, it would . 
not be wise to disclose to the world the 
amount of money necessary to operate 
the Central Intelligence Agency annually. 
Nor would it be wise to announce to the 
world the number of personnel employed 
by the agency. Nor would it be wise to 
announce just where our CIA Is operat- 
ing, or how they are operating, or what 
information they are seeking to obtain, 
or what information they have obtained.' 
But in order for a congressional com- 
mittee to properly analyze a bill granting 
authority to an agency to perform certain 
functions, it seemed wise to obtain this 
Information but not to make It public. 
This bill will enable the agency to have 
legal authority for practically all the 
thing.s it is now doing. You will note that 
the National Security Act specifically ex- 
cludes the agency from Internal security 
functions. There is no problem of in- 
vasion of the rights of American citizens 
Involved in this -legislation. If this 
Nation wants a modem, efficient, effec- 
tive, capable, valuable Intelligence gath- 
ering agency, then we must give it cer- 




little ridiculous to spend nnc-tlilrd of our 
annual budget for our nationii defense 
and not grant reasonable moneta rv :datu- 
tory and administrative support: to the 
agency charged with gathering tlu in- 
telligence information which has :» much, 
to do with the size of th-s appiopriations 
we grant for the strength of our aimed 
services. 

I might add that this bill was teixirtcd 
unanimously fay the subcommittee and 
unanimously by the full committee. 
That there v/ere no dLssenting vot;:s is 
significant. The records indicatlrLii the 
Members who attended I he meeting ; are 
available for public inspection.

The bill (H. R. 2663) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102. National Security Act of 
1047. and for other purposes, was an- 
nounced as next in order. 

Mr. T YDINGS. Mr. President, I should 
like to make a brief explanation of the 
bill. This is a very Important bill to 
those who are Identlfled with the Central 
Intelligence Agency. In modern times it 
Is necessary to assemble all the informa- 
tion that can be obtained concerning our 
own national security and its relation- 
ship to the national security of other 
countries. All governments — we might 
as well be frank about it— utilize every 
reasonable agency they can to assemble 
desirable information concerning the ac- 
tivities of other governments. i3ome- 
tlmes in some countries men who are 
engaged in trying to find out what is 
going on lose their lives. They are 
caught, held as spies, and liquidated. 
They are never heard of again. The bill 
does not provide for any new activity. 
What It does particularly is to seek to 
safeguard information procured fay 
agents of the Government so tliat it will 
not fall into the hands of enemy coun- 
tries or potential enemy countries who 
would use the information to discover 
who the agents were, and kill them. 

To my certain knowledge, in a certain 
area, not many years ago three good 
Americans who were trying to serve their 
Government by finding out whether the 
Intentions of another government were 
strictly honorable were liquidated. The 
men were detected and killed. What the 
bill does is to seek to keep their names 
and Identities out of the normal account- 
ing channels, so ■ that they cannot be 
picked up through the promiscuous dis- 
semination of information. That Is the 
principal point in the bill. 

I shall not ask for its immediate con- 
sideration. I know there are some Sen- 
ators, one of whom is my good friend 
and colleague, the Senator from North 
Dakota, who wants more time to look 
into it. But I wanted to make this brief 
explanation, so that Senators would have 
In mind what is In the bill as they con- 
sider It and read it in the future. I shall 
be very glad to yield, within the time 
limit that is left to me, to answer, if I 
can, any question any Senator may de- 
sire to raise.

TITLE I — COMPSEHENSIVE PLANNING OP FEDERAL 

PUBLIC BtnLOINCS OUTSIDE OF THE DISTEICT OF 

COLUMBIA 

Sec. 101. The Federal Works Administrator 
Is authorized to acquire, by purchase, con-, 
demnation, donation, exchange, or otherwise, 
lands or Interests In lands as sites or addi- 
tions to sites lor Federal public building 
projects previously authorized and for such 
new projects as may be selected In the man- 
ner designated In this section, to make In- 
vestigations and studies and to prepare 
plans, sketches, working drawings, and spec- 
Iflcatlons for such projects.

The Federal 
Works Administrator and thu Postmaster 
General shall submit to the Congress a com- 
prehensive report of all eligible projects 
and their limits of cost when In excess of 
$200,000. without regard to the time In which 
they may be undertaken, which report shall 
be printed as a public document. When the 
estimated cost of a project does not exceed. 
$200,000 the limit of cost shall be determined 
by the Commissioner of Public Buildings. 
Selection of projects for the purposes of this 
title shall be made by the Federal Works 
Administrator and the Postmaster General 
from such report and they may also select 
such other projects not Included in such 
report which In their Judgment are eco- 
nomically sound and advantageous to the 
public service: Provided, That In making 
such selections they shall distribute the 
selected projects equitably throughout the 
country with due regard to the comparative 
urgency of projects in various sections of the 
country. 

Sec. 102. It Is the Intent of the Congress 
that the equitable distribution of selected 
projects required by section 101 of this title 
shall provide for the participation by each 
congressional district In the benehts that will 
accrue from the future construction of one 
or more of such selected projects. It is the

THE CIO FOa OUSTING COMMUNISTS 

Mr. MARTIN. Mr. President, I rise to 
express commendation and my personnel 
appreciation of the sound action taken by 
Philip Murray and the executive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. I refer to 
the forthright drive to rid that great 
labor organization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of some of its 
unions. 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my part, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
demanded that It purge itself of the 
Communist-card carriers and the feUow 
travelers who have had such great influ- 
ence in its activities. And for years, be- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CIO have called me a wide variety 
of names—none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the rule-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, Its insistence that 
public officials take care of it first, ahead 
of the welfare of the public as a whole. 

1 shall always object to such tactics, 
whether they come from labor, industry, 
politics, or from any other -source, includ- 
ing the Federal bureaucrats. 

But when Philip Murray and his CIO 
do a fine and courageous thing, even 
though belatedly, I feel that they should 
be commended and congratulated. 

' I hesitated for several days to make 
this statement on the floor of the Senate. 

I believed It should and would come from 
the CIO’s friends In the Senate, those 
who have backed its activities, and who 
In turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAC votes. 

But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward on this floor to laud that 
organization for Its increasingly success- 
ful Sght to get rid of the foul fumes of 
communism which pervade some sections 
of the CIO. 

Since I believe that public recognition 
Is due Mr. Murray and the CIO, I have 
decided that I shovdd call attention to 
their action, rather than let It go un- 
noted on the floor of the United States 
Senate. 

I want to remind the Senate that 
Philip Murray, national president of the 
CIO and of its steelworkers, is a Penn- 
sylvanian. He is a former coal miner of 
my State; in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
home county. He rose to his present 
eminence by hard work and full use of 
his Intelligence. He is and always has 
been strongly anti-Communlst 

What is new and Important Is that 
finally he has been able to rally enough 
other leaders of his organization to make 
the drive which is presently succeeding. 

Mr. President, I commend to the 
United States Senate the action of the 
CIO board, which met here in Washing- 
ton the other day and made clear that It 
will no longer tolerate Communists and 


It Is appropriate also at this time to 
suggest similar action by those bureau- 
crats who. willfully or otherwise, have 
closed their eyes to the dangers of com- 
munism In this country. I recommend 
that they face this situation with vigor 
and courage, and take such steps as are 
necessary to drive out every Communist 
who holds a place in our Government. 
AD^^NIS’rEATION OP CENTRAL INTELU- 
GENCE AGENCY 

The Senate resumed the consideration 
of the bill (H. R. 2663) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
1947, and for other purposes. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, I 
should like to make a brief explanation 
of the pending bill. It is similar to one 
which was passed unanimously by the 
Senate at the last session. The bill 
presently before us is a House bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, as 1 
recall, by a large favorable vote; I think 
there v/ere only about four votes In op- 
position to it. It is called the Central 
Intelligence Agency bill. 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by some persons as of little impor- 
tancBi in my opinion, for whatever it may 
be worth, it is one of the most important 
pieces of legislation which we shall con- 
sider in this Congi’ess. 1 say that for 
the reason that it is important that our 
military authorities be completely ad- 
vised in regard to what is taking place In 
the world, so that they may constantly 
make an estimation of the probable dan- 
gers which eventually may confront our 
country, and of how they may deal with 
them. 

The bill relates entirely to matters 
external to the United States: it has 
nothing to do with Internal America. 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
Information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the domestic scene in any manner, shape, 
or form. 

The work to which the bill relates Is 
dangerous work. In many localities 
where representatives of our Govern- 
ment may go in quest of Information. If 
they are detected they are likely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very lives. I should say It is not im- 
probable — and I am measuring my 
words — that many men working for our 
government already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in attempting to gather 
information of a nature vital to our 
country. Particularly when our soldiers 
are stationed abroad In such goodly num- 
bers In many countries, and where there 
are at times the possibilities of conflict. It 
Is Important that a variety of useful in- 
formation be assembled, in case of need — 
not that we are going to use it to make 
war, but so that we may use It In the 
event war Is made upon us, so as to save 
the lives of citizens of our country and 
even the lives of civilians who are not 
citizens of our country, but who might 
be in the path of a conffict in which our 
own troops might eventually be engaged. 

This bin has the approval of the State 


military department of the Govei-raacrt. 
The bill has been referred to the cnci - 
man of the Judiciary Coni.mittee of this 
body, the Senator from Nevada Ilvir. 
McCarran] who is in charge of cer- 
tain phases of activity in our domestic 
scene upon whicii this measure miriit 
impinge slightly; to wit, the admisskin 
to this country of an immigrant v.-lio 
would give us valuable information. Tlie 
Senator from Nevada has read tne bill 
and has given his written approval of t. 

I am available now to answer ques- 
tions, insofar as I can. by Senators v/iio 
are not members of the committee. v/?\o 
perhaps tvould like to have some inior- 
mation which I have not coveretl in this 
brief summary. I have no desire to tase 
up the time of the Senate in an extensive 
analysis of the Bill, but I think I have 
Indicated enough to show what its gen- 
eral purport is and how important It 
might be in conceivable clroumstances to 
the safety and the lives of people in and 
out of uniform in our own country. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

. Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Virginia. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. I should like to 
ask the distinguished Senator from Idai y- 
land whether the program Is to sv.pp:ant 
the present counterIntelliKence wcirh of 
the Army or is to complement ’.t? 

Mi-. TYDINGS. I may say the bill 
changes nothing that Is not now in exLst- 
ence insofar as foreign intelligniica is 
concerned It Ls already provided In 
the Unification Act that there shall be 
a central intelligence agency chart ed 
with these duties, but unf ortunateLv t he 
provision Is couched in a generality, 
and this bill is to give the agency, inas- 
much as we have it anyway, the mechan- 
ics so it can be more effective i.han it 
could otherwise be. 

Mr, ROBERTSON. I may say to ny 
(iis.Unguished colleague that I am in i ull 
■sympathy with the purpose of tlie aiil 
and shall gladly support it. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I say in conclusion, 
we must always know the size of the ar- 
mies of other countries, we must know 
what their air potential Is, what inven- 
tims they are pursuing, what the people 
In a possible enemy country are likely to 
think or are likely to do. or he w they 
are likely to react to a given circum- 
stance. We cannot merely take f la word 
always of the governmental authorities 
who are for the momen", in charge of 
those countries. We have to know the 
real truth, and It Is in order to do this 
that we have such an agency as this, that 
the logistics that flow from this inloi raa- 
tlon may be always available in the t:me 
of emergency. 

Mr. CAIN. Mr. President. -i.-iU the 
Senator yield? 

The VICE PRESIDENT. Dow; the 
Senator from Maryland yield to the Sen- 
ator from Washington? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yiel l. 

Mr. CAIN. May we tafely conclude 
that in. the daj^ prior to V/orld Wa. II 
America did not benefit from whas the 
Senator and his associates havo eaneav- 
arc now preaint- 
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Mr. TYDINGS. I should say that pri- 
or to our entry into World War II we were 
babes in the woods to a large extent In 
this field. If we had had then what we 
have novj it is pos-sible there might have 
been a different result at Pearl Harbor. 
The information was there, and we 
should have had men operating within 
the group who were adverse and hostile 
to the United States, working with them, 
so they could have told us what were 
the intentions of those people who were 
under our fiag, ostensible citizens, but 
who were plotting, ■ In liaison perhaps 
with possible enemies, to destroy the 
United States of America. I thank the 
Senator for his interruption. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. Mr. President. 
Will the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Massachusetts. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. As one who fol- 
lowed the bill very closely last year and 
v/as in charge of it, there is but one 
thought on which I think the Senator 
nrlght enlarge somewhat. This intelli- 
gence agency does no work at all within 
the continental United States, except to 
assimilate information it receives else- 
where. Is not that correct? 

Mr. TYDINGS. The Senator is com- 
pletely con-ect. There Is not a single 
agent of this Intelligence agency work- 
ing within the United States in any form 
of espionage, directly or indirectly. It Is 
purely and completely and wholly and 
singly in the external or foreign field. It 
has no connection with the FBI, it is not 
under the FBI, It does not do the same 
kind of work as the FBI. Its sole effort is 
outside the United States. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. Am I correct In 
saying that it does not interfere with 
the FBI in any way, shape, or manner? 

Mr. TYDINGS. That is correct. It 
does not interfere with it in the slightest 
degree. Are there any other questions? 
If not, I do not desire to hold the floor, 
but I hope the debate will not be too 
greatly extended, that we may draw the 
Issue, whatever it is, and have the Senate 
on record, and I hope, with overwhelm- 
ing support. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The bill is 
open to amendment. 

Mr. LANGSR and Mr. NEEIjY ad- 
dre.s.sed the Chair. 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The Senator 
from North Dakota. 

Mr. LANGER. I yield to the Senator 
from West Virginia. 

Mr. NEELY. I thank the Senator, but 
I want the floor In my own time. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I have 
listened with considerable interest to the 
Senator from Maryland. I agree with 
him that in general the purposes of the 
bill are fine. I agree with him that it Is 
one of the most important bills ever to 
come upon the Senate floor. But I totally 
disagree with him a.s to two aspects of 
the bill. With respect to those aspects of 
the bill, I propose to oSer amendments 
in the hope that we may be able to make 
the bill what it ought to be. 

First of all, 1 call attention of the 
entire Senate to the report of the House 


of the proposed legislation In view of the 
fact that much of such infonnatlon U of 
a highly conUclcntlal nature. 

So, Mr. President, we have a situation 
In America wherein the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill without having 
full and detailed Information of the pro- 
visions of the bill, without, as a matter of 
fact, knowing exactly what the purpose 

of the bill was. and so far as 1 know 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER, I decline to yield at this 
time. A little bit later, I shall be glad 
to yield to the Senator. I say that so far 
as I know. It is the first time In the his- 
tory either of the House or of the Senate 
that any report contained the statement: 

Tho report does not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed legislation In view of the 
fact that much of such Information is of 
highly conddentlal nature. 

Mr. President, I ask every Senator, if 
he will, to compare the House report 
with the Senate report. It will be found 
that they are almost identical, with the 
exception of the three or four lines which 
I have just quoted. In other words, in 
the House there were a few Representa- 
tives who objected to the bill. By read- 
ing the proceedings of the House ye.s- 
terday it became apparent that those 
Representatives resented the fact that 
they were asked to vote for a bill which 
had not been reported to them in its 
entirety, a bill as to which there was 
some secret, confidential Information 
they had not obtained. The result was 
that when the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services submitted Its report 
those four lines were eliminated. 

V/hat did Representative Ceiler. 
chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary, say about the bill? 1 read 
from the debate in the House, on March 
7, at page 1935, Mr. Celler's statement: 

Mr. Speaker, although I do not like the 
hush-hiuh business surrounding this bill, I 
shall not oppose It. Certainly If the mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Committee can 
hear the detaUed Information to support this 
bill, why cannot our entire membership? 
Are they the Brahmins and we the untouch- 
ables? Secrecy Is the answer. What is secret 
about the membership of an entire commit- 
tee hearing the lurid reasons? In Wash- 
ington three men can keep a secret If two 
men die. It la like the old lady who said, 
"I can keep a secret but the people I tell It 
to, cannot." 

I must counter the remarks of the previous 
speaker. We have In the blU this very slg- 
nlflcant language "tor permanent residence 
without regard to their Inadmissibility under 
the Immigration or any other laws or regu- 
lations.” 

In the first place. If there had not been 
a closed rule. I would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision because 
It Is exclusively within the province of tho 
Committee on tho Judiciary and Is not the 
business of the Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices. The Committee on Armed Services 
has nothing to do with Immigration. 

I may say, Mr. President, that 1 have 
here a copy of the La Follette-Monroney 
Act. That legislation was passed 2 years 
ago in order to give to each committee 
jurisdiction of certain specific matters. 


committee, which, at page 6 thereof, 
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diction of immigration and ■laiiircliz.i- 
tion. The distinguished Sena lor from 
Maryland'knew that, so he talked Vj the 
chairman of the Committee on t.n- Ju- 
diciary-. The distinguished Senator from 
Maryland is one of the ablei.t ;5_n .tors, 
upon the floor.

I h.ive Ept^.cn brlelly to ad-vl-.r th? Armed 
Forces Committee to att ek to Its ann l.nlulng. 
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When Immigration Is Involved, let the proper 
committee be consulted — the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. President, I wish to invite atten- 
tion to section 8 of the bill. I may add 
that I .shall offer an amendment to strike 
out section 8. That section reads as 
follows: 

Ste, 8. V/henever the Director and the At- 
torney General shall determine that the 
entry of a particular alien Into the United 
States for permanent residence Is In the In- 
terest of national security on essentials to the 
furtherance of the national Intelligence mis- 
sion. such alien and his Immediate family 
shall be given entry Into the United States 
for permanent residence without regard to 
their Inadmissibility under the Immigration 
or any other laws and regulations, or to the 
failure to comply with such laws and regula- 
tions pertaining to admissibility: Provided, 
That the number of aliens and members of 
their immediate families entering the United 
States under the authority of this section 
shall In no case exceed 100 persons in any 1 
fiscal year. 

What is the situation, Mr. President? 
Two men, the Attorney General and the 
Director, can set aside the entire Immi- 
gration laws of the United States. Al- 
ready there are five or six million aliens 
In this country. Already the Attorney 
: General and. the Director of Immigration 
have advi,sed our committee that they 
cannot find them all in order to get rid 
of them. We have had an example of 
kings, queens, princes, counts, dukes, and 
what not, cha.iing over to England, and 
of the existence of governments in exile 
there. Already some have chased over 
to the United States. King Peter of 
Yugoslavia was riding In Connecticut, 
going at the rate of 70 or 80 miles an 
hour, when he vvas arrested for speeding 
and endangering the lives of persons 
along the highway. He claimed im- 
munity. He said, ‘T cannot be arrested.” 
The police of the State of Connecticut 
released him. A few nights later he was 
In a place In Nev/ York called the Stork 
Club. I discussed this incident with my 
distinguished friend from Maryland. He 
said he was thoroughly familiar with the 
Stork Club. It so happens that I am 
not familiar with It. I do not know how 
large a place it is, but It seems they have 
certain favorite tables in that club. At 
any event, when the ex-Klng of Yugo- 
slavia dropped in, he was not given the 
best table. He was given what he 
thought was a second-best table. So he 
started a rumpus, and, as I remember, 
the police were sent for and the manager 
of the Stork Club stood firm and said he 
would not take the table away from the 
people who occupied it and give it to the 
so-called King of Yugoslavia. 

There i.s nothing to prevent all the ex- 
crown princes and persons of so-called 
blue blood or royal blood, with whose 
names I am not familiar, but whom my 
distinguished friend from Maryland 
knows by heart — he knows .some of them 
by their first names, I found in discuss- 
ing the matter with him — there is noth- 
ing to prevent their coming in at any 
time. They do not have to enter as other 
individuals do. All they have to do is to 
get the Attorney General »nd Lhe Dinefc- 
tor to say, “Come on 
have to obey a single law which we have 


passed in order to protect citizens of 
the United States. 

When this bill was before the House, 
another Representative had much to say 
about it. Before I take that up, I repeat 
what I have already said, I Intend to offer 
an amendment to eliminate section 8. If 
the proponents of the bill want section 8, 
if they want to have the power to let a 
hundred people come Into the United 
States, and If they are people who for 
national security reasons should come In, 
I have not any objection to having a 
separate bill introduced and presented 
to the proper committee, and with proper 
safeguards we can see that people who 
will help the United States can get into 
our country in 24 hours, as the report 
made by the Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices says they want the law to be. 

Why stick in this section 8? It is stuck 
Into a bill where it has absolutely no 
right to be. It is stuck Into a bill which 
deals with contracts, into a bill which 
provides that the Director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency may make con- 
tracts Involving up to $1,000, that he can 
buy things in an emergency, and all that 
sort of thing. Then out of a clear sky 
they stick in section 8, providing that 
100 people may be admitted without re- 
gard to the Immigration laws of our 
country. 

Mr. President, both the distinguished 
Senator from Massachusetts and the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Maryland a few 
moments ago stated that this bill had 
nothing to do with the internal affairs of 
this country at all, that it dealt only 
with territory outside the continental 
United States. me read subdivision 
(B) on page 7: 

While In the continental United States on 
leave, the service of any officer or employee 
shall be available for work or duties In the 
agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties sbatl not be counted as leave. 

The Senator from Maryland says 
that what is provided for in the bill Is 
being done now, that the Navy and the 
Ai-my and other branches of our Govern- 
ment have thousands of these people. I 
have not the least objection to taking all 
of them and putting them under the Cen- 
tral Intelligence. I have not any objec- 
tion at all to that being done, and the 
cost to our taxpayers being reduced, pro- 
vided the people do their work outside 
this country, just as was alleged a few 
moments ago by the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Maryland is being done. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr, President, will the 
Senator from North Dakota yield? 

Mr. DANGER. I yield to the Senator 
from Maryland. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I share the Senator’s 
concern, and I am glad he wants to be 
reassured in reference to this matter. 
But let me correct the Senator. I never 
said that the Army and the Navy had 
thousands of men engaged In this service. 
So far as I know, the Army and Navy 
have no one engaged in It. 

To come down to the point the Sen- 
ator raises as to paragraph (B) on page 
7, that will apply only when the agents 

While they are on leave they may be 


called to Washington and a.sslgned to a 
new task, given training In the new task, 
and then sent oat. They do r:o work in 
the United States, but they do have to 
come back to be indoctrinated intc> all 
the difficulties which will confront them 
when they take up a new task. That, is 
the only purpose. 

I know the Senator may not agree with 
me, but he knows I would not deceive him 
In any sense of the word as to this adl 
or any other matter, and I can assure 
him. after thorough, investigation, that 
none of these agents will wor e at all in 
the United States. The only time tliu.v 
will do anything here is when they came, 
either on leave to visit their families, or 
come back, if they are changing tteir 
stations, to be reindoctrinate-l. 

Mr. DANGER. The Senator said fr it 
the Army and the Navy hod none of 
these people here, yet he told us not half 
an hour ago that all the work that is mn- 
templated by the bill Is being performed 
here now by agencies. What are those 
agencies? 

Mr. TYDINGS. It Is being lierformed 
by the Central Intelligent? Ageruy, 
which is a branch of the National Secu- 
rity Council. It works under the Na- 
tional Security Council. It advises, the 
President. 

Mr. DANGER. The Senator kno'vs 
that we have a Naval Intellbience. niid 
he knows we have a Militai-y Intelligerice. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If the St nator .viil 
permit me to complete my answer, he 
has gotten the two things confused, a i- 
derstaadably. Army Intelligence dcjds 
primarily with logistics. We know Imw 
large a certain army is, we know Iiow 
large a certain navy Is, we know how 
many airplanes another country has, 
we know how many trucks he has. Na- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with na- 
vies, or the logistics of movlrg or deal- 
ing with armaments in the hands cf a 
possible enemy. The organization we 
are here concerned with is primarily es- 
tablished to find out what the intention 
of a possible enemy is, what he is doing, 
what he Is concealing, his rnovements. 
what the people in the foreign countrj' 
think and assorted informat.on of tre- 
mendous value on a military plane. 

There are none of these a gents 'vho 
work in the United States. T hope the 
Senator will take my word foi that. We 
went into that subject very thorouf;iil.v 
In the committee, and all this work is 
completely outside the Unii.ed States, 
except for the indoctrination wliich 
must take place whenever an agent is 
sent Into a new field. 

Det us suppose an agent is being 
to Country X. He has to be told w fiae 
he is to do in Country X, h(: has to be 
told what the customs are ;n Countr.v 
X, he has to be furnished with a variety 
of information so that he can work 
there unobserved and obtain infer-ra- 
tion, and, to tell the truth, so that he 
will not be killed, as In some cases men 
have been killed. The reason why there 
must be .secrecy is that v;e do not w ani 
men to lose their lives, and I regiet to 

in this service. I make that admission 
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regretfully, and we want to make pro- 
vision. so that others will not lose their 
lives. 

7/hen men undertake this character 
ol work, they take it on the understand- 
ing that they may not come back, be- 
cause in some cases when they are 
caught they are put to death. We might 
as well say that on the floor of the Sen- 
ate. We are dealing with the lives of 
men who are in this service, and for 
that reason there has to be a great deal 
of secrecy thrown around the work. 

Mr. LANGSR, Mr. President, I repeat 
what I said at the beginning of my argu- 
ment, that I agree fully, completely, en- 
tirely, absolutely, and wholly with the 
de.sire to protect the lives of these peo- 
ple working for our Government. I be- 
lieve in national security. 

Let me read what Mr. Sasscer said 
about the purposes of the bill in the 
House of Representatives. I read from 
Ills statement: 

Mr. Speaker. H. R. 2663 is a bill to provide 
for the administration of the Central In- 
telligence Agency. There have been some 
misconceptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason, I wcxhd like to make certain broad 
statements concerning the bill and Its pur- 
poses before discussing It In detail. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was es- 
tablished as a successor to the Central In- 
telligence Group, under the provisions of 
aectlon 102 of the National Security Act of 
1S47. 


dangerous work we will have to give 
them the assurance that we will stand 
behind them in the event they are 
threatened with the loss of their lives if 
they are detected while working for our 
country. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I agree 
with every single word the Senator from 
Maryland has said. I repeat, however, 
that I agree also with the distinguished 
chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary, Representative Celler, 
when he said, on the question of immi- 
gration: 

On the question of immigration they are 
given carta blanche, wUly-nllly, to admit 100 
persons under this particular provision, 
which should be stricken from the bill, or. It 
It Is not stricken, certain safeguards should 
have been added. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Let me say to the Sen- 
ator from North Dakota that no one can 
come into this country under the bill ex- 
cept with the approval of the Attorney 
General, who already has supervision 
over the immigration laws, and of the 
Secretary of Defense. A person cannot 
wait to secure a visa when his life Is 
threatened. A man who undertakes this 
dangerous work wants to know that he 
can come into the United States on 2 
minutes’ notice: that he ivill be identified

It is only 
out of abundant caution, knowing how 
a little thing disclosed may put an agent 
in a very difficult place, that the Senator 
from Maryland has striven to be cau- 
tious in what he has said. 

Suppose 
a man is a citizen of country A. Sup- 
pose he comes to our representative and 
says, ’T am a citizen of country A, but 
country A does not like your country. 
I do like your country. I should like to 
work for your country.” Suppose that 
man is working In some official capacity 
in country A, and we employ him. and 
get information we may desire If that 
man were to be detected he must know in 
advance that he can come to the United 
States, that he can e.scape, and secure 
asylum here.

Mr. LANGER. I would do exactly as 
the chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary, Representative Celler, 
said we should do. He suggested the way 
safeguards should be placed around us. 

Mr. TYDINGS. What are they? 

Mr. LANGER. I would call in the Di- 
rector of Immigration and Naturalization 
and ask him what is necessary to be done 
In order to carry out the committee's 
recommendations. The Armed Services 
Committee did not do that. There are 
no safeguards contained in the bill at 
present. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Oh, yes; the Attor- 
ney General and the man who is charged 
with securing the information to safe- 
guard the United States of America cer- 
tainly are not going to let come into the 
country someone who wants to do harm 
to the United States of America. The 
trouble is that Mr. Celler is looking 
upon this sort of activity practiced by 
all governments as if it were a regular, 
open, above-board, orthodox, give-and- 
take procedure. This is one of the 
things which ought not to be practiced 
by any government, but which every 
government has to practice in self-de- 
fense. It is somewhat like war. No 
country ought to make war. A war Is 
the most outrageous crime human be- 
ings have ever put their hands to. But 
so long as people are threatening to make 
war on us we have to be ready to protect 
ourselves. That is the philosophy of the 
bill The lives of our men overseas in 
many cases depend on this bUl having 
enough elasticity to it so it can serve the 
purposes of the security of the country 
without any undue delay. It may be the 
Senator’s son or my son or someone else's 
son who is dependent upon the infor- 
mation which the Central Intelligence 
Agency will assemble for the protection 

our troops. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, we are 
not at war at the present time. Repre- 
sentative Celler yields to no man in 
patriotism. I have known "Manny” 
Celler for over 30 years. For 24 years 
he has been a Member of the House. 
For 24 years he has been a member of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House. V/hen "Manny" Celler says 
there ought to be safeguards placed in 
the law before 100 aliens are permitted 
to come into the country, I take the w'ord 
of Representative Celler, the chairman 
of the House Committee on the Judiciary. 
He is an outstanding patriot. He is an

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I should like to say 
that I have served with Mr. Celler in 
the House of P.epresentatives. I be- 
came a Member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and Mr. Celler became a' 
Member of the Hou.se cf Representatives 
In 1022. My relations with him and af- 
fection for him and respect for him are 
of the very highest order. What I say

when the bill passea rae House, ^er 
Mr. Celler had made his speech, from 
which the Senator has read In part, the 


vote was 348 in favor of the bill and only 
4 against the bill. Let me say to the 
Senator that if this had been an Immi- 
gration matter per se Mr. Celler would 
have secured 343 votes In support of his 
position, and only 4 votes v/ould have 
been against his position. This is not 
an immigration matter. It has nothing 
to do with immigration per se. This is 
asylum for military agents who are work- 
ing for the United States, and who are 
faced with death if they are caught. V/e 
simply tell them in advance that if the 
Director who employs them, and the At- 
torney General, who is detached from the 
Director, approves It, if they are detected 
and their lives are In danger they may 
come into the United States. After that, 
they are just the same as anyone else. 
They have no immunities or privileges. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, the ar- 
gument that this bill has nothing to do 
with immigration is the sheerest non- 
sense. Again I quote Mr. Celler. At 
the end of his talk he said: 

I have spoken briefly to advise the Armed 
Services Committee to stick to its own knit- 
ting. When immigration is involved, let the 
proper committee be consulted— -the Judi- 
ciary Committee. 

That is the statement of a man who 
has been a Member of the House for 24 
years. 

Mr. President, I Invite attention to 
page 7 of the bill, subparagraph <B). 
which reads as follows; 

While in the continental United States on 
-leave, the service ol any ofBcer or employee 
than be available lor wor's or duties in the 
Agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties shall not be counted as leave. 

The services of such ofBcer or employee 
are not to be used in this country. This 
bill deals with activities outside con- 
tinental United States. 

Mr. TYDINGS. That is correct. 

Mr. LANGER. If that be true, would 
the distinguished Senator be willing to 
accept an amendment in line 4 on page 7. 
after the word "shall" to insert the word 
"not” and strike out lines 6 and 7? 

Mr. TYDINGS. WUl the Senator read 
the language as it would then be? 

Mr. LANGER. It would read: 

While in the continental United States 
on leave, the service of any officer or employee 
shall not he available for work or duties 
In the agency or elsewhere. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I would accept that 
amendment with one qualification, and 
that is that they can receive training 
here. If the Senator will e.xclude train- 
ing. If his language Is broad enough so 
that training and indoctrination are not 
Included as work. I shall bv delighted to 
accept the amendment. I do not want to 
tie up the situation so that when they get 
to the United States they cannot receive 
any training or Indoctrination. They are 
working then, but they are not working 
on espionage in the United States. 

Mr. LANGER. Again I agree with the 
Senator from Maryland 100 percent. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let us adopt language 
which will accomplish that purpose. 

Mr. LANGER, I have the amendment

Mr. TYDINGS. If the Senaior will 
lay aside his pride of authorshlji foi a 
moment, and lisden to me 

Mr. LANGER. I am delighted to lis- 
ten to the distirfeulshed Senator as long 
as he wishes to talk. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I do not wish to take 
long. However, the language would ri ad 
as follows: 

While in the ccmtlnental United States on 
leave, the service of any officer or cinp'oyea 
shall not be available for work or duties In 
the agency or elsewhere. 

He could not even go to the central 
agency and work there. Does the Sena- 
tor want to say that? 

Mr. LANGER. I would not object to 
his working in the agency, but I do lOt 
want him to work elsewhere. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I ask the Serudor to 
read his own amendmenr. and ;.te li it 
does not exclude work in the aKenev. 

Mr. LANGER. The distinguisked 
Senator just said 

Mr. TYDINGS. I cannot accept an 
amendment of that kind. 

Mr. LANGER. Suppose the dislin- 
guished Senator drafts the amandment. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I think the language 
Is all right as it is. I am not com- 
plaining. 

Mr. LANGER. The Benatoi' said he 
would accept the word “not.” 

Mr. TYDINQS. I said that I would 
accept the word "not” assuming that it 
allowed the man to work in the agency, 
and allowed him to be trained in the 
United States. 

Mr. LANGER. We can meet that dif- 
ficulty very simply by adding the word 

Mr. TYDINGS. Will the Senator 
read the language as it woulo be vdth 
the word “except”?

•Mr. TYDINGS. How about orienta- 
tion schools?

If the Senator will 
complete his amendment, I am willing 
to accept an amendment which Is t on- 
cise and clear, and which does not In- 
clude the orthodox work of these agenLs 
within the continental United Stetes. 
In my opinion, that Is what the prei ent 


[iAKuER. T,et me say to my dis- 
tinguished friaid that no doubt he Is 
familiar with the fact that in the debates 
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In the House the claim was made that 
when these men come back they will be 
used to break up labor unions. I do not 
believe it. 

Mr. nTDIKGS. Let me tell the Sen- 
ator how that foolish idea originated. 
Let us assume that a laboring man is 
a part of this organization, and that we 
want to send him over to Germany, for 
example. Let us assume that he speaks 
German. He may never have had any 
ataiiation with a labor union. He is go- 
ing to associate with men both in and out 
of labor unions. Obviously he would 
have to be sent where labor unions meet 
and discuss questions, and where they act. 
so that he could get the feel of the situa- 
tion, and so that he would not be like a 
sore thumb sticking out when he reached 
a loreign country. He would need to 
know the techniques, the lingo, the 
habits, and so forth, of those who are 
labor-union men, in order that he might 
be an efficient, undisclosed officer gath- 
ering information, without any idea on 
the part of those who would give it, that 
the information was being imparted to 
our Government. 

Mr. LANGER, 1 fully agree with what 
the distinguished Senator says. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I do not believe that 
the Senator can improve very much on 
the bill. The very questions which he 
has brought up have been thoroughly 
canvassed and considered by the com- 
mittee. The exact language which we 
have accepted has been adopted as safe- 
guarding our internal affairs while giving 
the widest scope to the agents in the 
external field. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator may be 
correct— — 

■ Mr. TYDINGS. We have been all over 
this question in great detail. Witnesses 
have been interrogated at great length. 
The hearings have been extensive. We 
have considered every phase of the prob- 
lem. The Senator has not heard the 
testimony. Neither has Mr. Celler, 
He did not attend one of the hearings — 
and properly so, becaxise he was not sup- 
posed to attend them. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator’s argu- 
ment sounds very strange to me, after 
the experiences which I have had on 
committees. For example, take the pay 
bill. After more than a month of hear- 
ings last year, although the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland and some of his 
colleagues were not present at the hear- 
ings, they offered amendment after 
amendment. What is there sacred about 
this bill, that it cannot be amended? 
It is the same as any other biU. I think 
I have a good amendment. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to my 
friend from North Dakota that there is 
a great deal of difference between 
amending a pay bill and dealing with an 
extremely sensitive and secretive func- 
tion of Government which has to do with 
the lives of men, not in wartime, but In 
peacetime. When we find that a man 
who has undertaken this work has not 
returned, but has been ‘^^str^ed^we mje 
not very anxious 

will result In the destruction of the next 


man who comes along to carry on the 
task from that point. 

I have already said much more in this 
debate than should be disclosed. I think 
this debate is unfortunate. I think it 
ought to be in executive session. I think 
there is a great deal of meat in what 
must be said here in order to get the 
bill through, which Is serving those who 
are not friends of the United States. 
This is one time when there ought to be 
secrecy. The whole atmosphere of the 
bill is secrecy. I regret that in answer to 
the Senator’s questions I have been 
forced to disclose as much as I have dis- 
closed. We are not serving the United 
States or the brave men who are going 
forth under all kinds of difficulties to 
help to place the security of our Nation 
beyond peradventure. 

• Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, 1 yield 
to no man, including the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland, in patriotism. 
However, I will never stand on this floor 
with a report and say. “We are not re- 
porting everything to this body which 
should be reported. We are keeping 
some of it back.” The time has not yet 
come, during a period when we are not at 
war, when we cannot discuss any bill 
upon the floor of the Senate. So long as 
I am a Member of this body, whenever 
any proposal for appropriations Is 
brought before us. or a bill to draft the 
boys from the farms, or any other kind 
of bill, I will not stand idly by and say, 
“We cannot discuss It.” 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Does the Senator 
think we ought to tell how many men we 
have in this service? 

Mr. LANGER. I did not ask the Sena- 
tor any such question. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Does the Senator 
think we ought to tell their names and 
ages? 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator knows 
very well that I did not ask such a ques- 
tion. 

Mr. TYDINGS. It might be pertinent 
information. 

Mr. LANGER. It might be,' but 1 have 
not asked such foolish questions. 

When it comes to creating an agency, 

1 see no harm in seeing to it that the 
wording of the bill is right. I for one 
am not going to take any chances ■with- 
out a protest, even though I vote alone, 
against the establishment of a Gestapo 
in the United States by which people may 
be hounded and harassed by a central 
bureau, or by anyone else. 

I know the fine mind of the Senator 
from Maryland, and I know what a big 
heart he has. I know how patriotic he 
is. He is one of the few Members of this , 
body who has received the highest medal 
that it is possible for a man in the 
United States to get. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield?

So I hope the Senatcr from North Da- 
kota will not suggest the amt-ndmeats he 
has indicated, because in my iud ;ment 
they would do the bill more Irri n- than 
any good whatsoever which they could 
possibly do.

Of course, the Sen- 
ator from North Dakota appreciates that 
I, as chairman of the committee, could 
not accept the amendment without 
breaking faith with the other members 
of the committee, who have not author- 
ized me to do so. 

I would say to the Senator from North 
Dakota that, as he has finally modified 
the amendment, he has made it a great 
deal more palatable. I cannot vote for 
it, but perhaps the Senate will agree with 
the point of view of the Senator from 
North Dakota.

Mr, DANGER. Mr. President. I wish 
the Senator from Maryland would ac- 
cept the amendment, because it is fun- 
damentally right. 

Mr.TYDINGS. Mr. President, I say to 
the Senator from North Dakota that I 
should like to have him repeat the 
amendment. 

Mr. DANGER. Certainly. It Is as 
follows;

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, 1 will 
talce the amendment to conference. Of 
course, I do not like to be a party to any 
deception and I point out now that the 
amendment is new. It is worthy of 
thought. The Senator from North Da- 
kota has made a real effort to interweave 
his philosophy with the exigencies and 
dangers Involved in this whole proposi- 
tion. 

I will not promise that the amend- 
ment Vr’ill come out of conference; but 
the Senator from Maryland will do his 
best to see to it that the amendment re- 
ceives adequate consideration along the 
lines the Senator from North Dakota has 
mentioned. 

Mr. DANGER. Mr. President, I am 
very grateful to the Senator from Mary- 
land.

Mr. TYDINGS. I shah be delighted 
to yield. I was only making a sugges- 
tion, so we would not take advantage of 
the absence of the Senator from North 
Dakota, in the event he h ad not fin ished. 

The PRESIDING OFFICER. The 
Chair recognizes the Senator from 
Colorado. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I wished 
to propound a question to the Senator 
from North Dakota, and I hope the Sena- 
tor from Maryland will remain. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I have not had 
luncheon yet. If it is going to take long, 
I think I should like to get a sandwich. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I am not 
going to talk very long. I assure the 
Senator I shall be very brief. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I will remain. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I shall 
speak briefiy. and I hope very much to 
the point. I trust the Senator will real- 
ize my anxiety about this legislation. I 
do not want to keep him from his lunch- 
eon, and I apologize to him for not hav- 
ing been here sooner, as I had intended 
to be, to hear his explanation and his 
argument on the bill, but I could not. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I have just received 
word that, with the am.endments adopted, 
the Senator from North Dakota has 
nothing more to say about the bill. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. That Is 
fine. I do not know v/hether I can join 
the Senator from North Dakota In ap- 


blU, but as I read the measure, it is very 
radical legislation. I do not know of 
any legislation passed by Congress which 
Is so sweeping and which goes so far as 
this legislation does, except the legisla- 
tion pertaining to atomic energy. I 
know I should feel a great deal better 
had the bill been referred to the Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and that com- 
mittee had given attention to the sweep- 
ing provisions contained in the bill. 
Doubtless few Senators on the floor have 
the same fear of military fascism that 
I have; I doubt whether they have. 1 
know that very few of us seem greatly 
concerned that 34 percent of all our 
taxes, all of our revenues, goes to the 
Pentagon Building. To me that is a 
very disturbing thing. 

Perhaps 1 am entirely wrong; perhaps 
I do not comprehend the significance and 
effect of the pending legislation, but as 
I understand we are setting up in this 
country a military gestapo. I recall very 
v/ell an argument made In this Chamber 
by the late Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
away back In 1040. It impressed me 
deeply. He was arguing against the 
Congress of the United States setting up 
a gestapo In this country. I do not agree 
with what the Senator said in his refer- 
ences to the FBI, because I think the 
FBI has been a splendid organization, 
which has made a tremendous contribu- 
tion to check crime and I should not 
want to do anything to curtail its opera- 
tion. But I feel very certain that if 
Senator Norris were on the Senate fioor 
today he would rise In his place to argue 
against the sweeping powers which are 
being vested in the military through this 
piece of legislation. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I am 
glad to yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I may say to the Sen- 
ator that I share every thought he has 
expressed about the Inadvisability, the 
lack of necessity, and the unwarranted 
Institution of any kind of gestapo, mili- 
tary or otherwise. In this country. The 
pending bill, as I said In my opening 
statement, has nothing to do with the 
internal affairs of the United States of 
America. All these men work outside 
the United States of America, and the 
bill so provides. They cannot work In 
the United States of America. Their 
functions are exclusively in foreign 
fields, and they are gathering, by close 
examination, information which it is 
deemed necessary for our country to 
have, as to where this or the other thing 
is going on, and as to what is taking 
place, so that we can make our plans 
accordingly. I am glad to reassure the 
Senator that our committee had the 
same thought he has so well expressed, 
and that there is nothing in the bill to 
permit internal military espionage in our 
country by agents constituted in the 
Military Establishment. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. It is very 
comforting to have the Senator make 
that statement. I may say I did not 
know the bill was coming up today. I

Mr. TYDINGS. Would the Senator 
like to have my explanation of that? 

Mr. McKSLLAR. I doubt the wisdom 
of that provision. The Committee on 
Appropriations appropriates specifically 
for every department of the Government. 

It has been found to v/ork extraordinarily 
well. I am in favor of the bill; I am 
not opposed to it, but I think it would be 
safer and better 

Mr. TYDINGS. Would the Senator 
like me to tell him why that language Is 
written into the bill? 

Mr. McKELLAB. Yes, 1 would. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If this were a normal 
function of the Government, like, for In- 
stance, building a bridge, or buying an 
airplane, or providing for reforestation, 
or for the construction of a dam, the 
Senator’s observation would be a very 
good one. But let me tell the Senator 
that the men who work In this particular 
field frequently lose their lives. As a 
matter of fact, to the certain knowledge 
of the Senator from Maryland, several 
have already lost their lives, and not 
under very pretty circumstances, because, 
quite often, if they are deleted, they 
are forced to tell why they are there, 
and the picture is not a pretty one. If 
there are vouchers containing the names 
and the circumstances, going through 
Government channels, it might be pos- 
sible for foreign-espionage agents to 
check on who the agents are through 
every conceivable source of information. 

, Therefore, if we should employ the 
same kind of accounting as would be 
employed in connection with building a 
bridge, strange as It may seem, expert 
men, skilled in detecting from little 
things the probabilities, are quite often 
able to detect who the agents are, and 
in that way they are tracked down and 
lose their lives. This is no ordinary 
bridge-building proposition. This is a 
matter of life and death, affecting men 
who are trying to do something to aid 
the security of our country and who take 
an enormous risk. The committee, after 
thorough consideration, determined that 
it would be better to have this general 
procedure followed in order to protect 
the men, rather than to follow the ortho- 
dox procedure, which might result in the 
loss of their lives. That is the reason 
why that language is in the bill. 

Mr. WHERRY. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I shall yield as soon as 
1 complete my answer to the Senator 
from Tennessee.

In the interests of the security of 
the foreign Intelligence activities of the 
United States and in order further to Imple- 
iiient the proviso of section 102 (d) (3) of 
the National Security Act of 1947 (Public 
Law 253, 80th Cong., 1st sess.) that the Di- 
rector of Central Intelligence shall be re- 
sponsible for protecting intelligence sources 
and methods from unauthorized disclosure, 
the Agency shall be exempted from the pro- 
visions of sections 1 and 2, chapter 795 of 
the act of August 28, 1935 — 

Here is the point — 
and the provisions of any other law which 
require the publication or disclosure of the 
organization, functions, names, official titles, 
salaries, or numbers of personnel employed 
by the Agency; Provided, That In furtherance ■ 
of this section, the Director of the Bureau 
of the Budget shall ma'ae no reports to the 
Congiesa In connection with the Agency un- 
der section 607. title VI, chapter 212, of the ■ 
act of June 30, 1945. 

Are we doing this now? 

Mr. TYDINGS. Yes. 

Mr. WHERRY. Then why Is it neces- 
sary to have the legislation? 

Mr. lYDINGS. I think it is a question 
whether or not the law is being winked 
at unless this bill is written into law. It 
is written now to effect a cure. It is a 
question as to whether we have the au- 
thority to act. In my opinion we have 
not the authority, but nobody Is going to 
raise the question. 

Mr. WHERRY. But we are actually 
doing what Is provided for in the bill? 

Mr. TYDINGS. Much of it, 

Mr. WHERRY, Are we going to ex- 
pand what we are now doing if we get 
additional authority? 

Mr. TYDINGS. No. 

Mr. WHERRY. The intention really 
Is to Implement what we intended to do 
under the skeleton act? 

Mr. TYDD7GS. The Senator has 
stated It e:<act:y; the skeleton act was 
passed, and this clarifies that act,

Does the section do any more than, 
that? 

Mr. TYDINGS. No. 

Mr. WHEPJfY. That is all is 

done, if we actopt this section? 

Mr. TYDINGS. 1 sun going to say 
something which the Senator sdready 
knows, but for the record. Ouru wUl 
perhaps be the only Gevernment having 
a law providing for such art activity. 
Other governments simply ajmroprlate 
a disguised sam of money, wiiiiout any 
authority of law, to handle the whole 
matter through some government o.ficial. - 
We are writing the whole law out. I 
regret we canriot proceed in any other 
way. If the Senate knew about the de- 
tails, it might be willing to do ai other 
countries do. but we do not do badness 
that v/ay. Wt.> are not doing v'hat other 
countries do. We are throwing every 
possible demqrratlc .saleguard around it 
as we go along.

Mr. TYDINGS. For nation ii .'■e iurity 
only. 

Mr. WHERRY. That is correct. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I thank the ill nator 
from Nebraska for his contribution. 

Mr. WHERRY. I was a memher of the 
Committee op Appropiiations. with the 
/distinguished Senator from Maryland, 
when we weitr asked f.ir a huge spproT 
prlation for a purpose with which v/e 
were not familiar. 

Mr. TYDINGS. A billion dollar.!. 

Mr. WHERRY. Yes. It took much 
faith on my part, as one charged 'vlth a 
part of the responsibility of makiiig ap- 
propriaUons, to agree to that. A billion 
dollars ,1s a great deal of money I'et we 
were told that it was in the intihrest of 
national security, and we asked no ques- 
tions. Afterward, of course, we discov- 
ered that it was for the purpose of de- 
veloping the atomic bomb. 

Mr. TYDINGS. This is in the same 
category. 

Mr, WHERRY. We are now extend- 
ing the authority, and I wanted to have 
it made indubitably certain that .section 
7, which to me is the meat of the bill. Is 
Included for the purposes outlined in the 
committee report, and does not extend 
beyond that. 

Mr. TYDINGS. In measured w.irds, I 
can answer the Senator in the. ufilrma- 
tlve.

RECIPROCAL TKitDE AGREEMENT POLICE 

Mr. MALONE. Mr. President, when 
the 1934 Trade Agreements Act comes 
before the Senate for the proposed 3-year 
extension. I Intend to offer the flexible 
Import-fee bill, which I am today placing 
before this body as a substitute policy. 
I ask unanimous, consent to introduce the 
flexible import-lee bill, and to have It 
printed In the body of the Record. The 
flexible Import-fee principle establishes 
a clear-cut American policy which would 
provide a definite basis for cooperation 
among the nations of the world and a 
definite market for foreign goods in this 
country. 

TUB THREB-PAar "FHE2 THADB” PBOCRA3B 

As a result of the administration's 
three-part "free trade” program, under 
which we are openly encouraging a large 
Increase in imports from the European 
countries and urging them to become 
self-suf2cient within and among them- 
selves and to manipulate the price of 
their currency for trade advantage — 
many believe that this Nation Is heading 
Into a serious depression. 

FREE TRADE AND UNEMPLOTMENT 

It is reported that there are more than 
4,000.000 unemployed at this time and 
probably in excess of 10,000,000 partially 
unemployed in this country due princi- 
pally to actual and threatened Imports 
of products from the low -wage standard 
of living European and Asiatic nations, 

DEPINTTE .MARKET FOB FOBElaN GOODS 

Under the proposal of the flexible Im- 
port fee adjustment of rates, a definite 
market basis is established In the United 
States for the goods of all foreign na- 
tions, but they are the judges of their 
own living standards. However, under 
such a provision they would be en- 
couraged to raise their wage living 
standards because they would immedi- 
ately get credit by a corresponding re- 
duction in the tariff or Import fee, and 
when their standards of living approxi- 
mated our own, then the objective of free 
trade would be an almost automatic and 
immediate result. But in the meantime, 
our wage standard of living would be 
protected. 

FI.EXI 3 LS UIPORT FEE VERSUS "FREE TRADE" 

This principle Is In direct contrast to 
the free trade program of the State 
Department, and all subterfuge, includ- 
ing a manipulation of their currency 
values and selling under actual costs by 
such foreign governments to crowd an- 
other nation's products out of the for- 
eign markets, including our own — as evi- 
Gcnccd by a New York Times dispatch 
dated May 21 of this year — will be auto- 
matically stopped by the adoption of the 
flexible import fee principle.

Trade Gap and Ease Dollar Shortage 
Surveys under Government auspices are 
being quietly made In trade quarters here 
to ascertain why the volume of imports from 
Eurepean countries aided by the Economic 
Cooperation Administration Is not larger. It 
was learned here yesterday. 

During the past wee'K, 5eld surveys have 
been made here by a team of keymen. In 
which the views and experiences of active 
Importers were sought in a wide variety of 
lines. 

Nothing was divulged as to the Information 
or concltislons reached during the course of 
the surveys, other than that the data would 
be of assistance In coordinating the work 
of official agencies. 


SCOPE OF FIELD WORK 

The scope of the field work was Indicated 
In scheduled contacts with Importers of 
woolens, linens, laces, rayon and staple fiber, 
cottons, floor coverings, embroidery, metal 
products, needles. automobUes, leather 
goods, chlnaware, department store goods, 
motorcycles, ball bearings, machinery, sil- 
verware. and foodstuffs. In all, some 40 dif- 
ferent Import lines from varied countries 
were canvassed, it Is understood. 

While no official statement Is likely until 
the reports based on the surveys are made. If 
then. It is an open secret that Government 
agencies are anxious to spur imports by the 
United States as a major means of strength- 
ening world economic recovery and curbing 
the dollar shortage and trade deficits abroad. 

Import barriers ranging from antiquated 
customs procedure to excessively high prices 
abroad In the face of a declining price trend 
here have been cited ns the major obstacles 
to the larger Import volume that Is felt nec- 
essary to reduce the export "gap," which 
exceeded $5,000,000,000 last year. 

Foreign trade experts have calculated that 
If business conditions and national Income 
continue favorable here, the United States 
could absorb $10,000,000,000 In Imports from 
all parts of the world. This optimum figure, 
buttressed by American Investment and 
tourist spending abroad, It Is believed, would 
support and pay for a high level of American 
exports. 

It compares with about $7,000,000,000 In. 
Imports for 1948. 


FIRST QUARTER IMPORTS 

For the first quarter of 1949, Imports were 
close to the 1948 level for the same period. 
Doubt appeared to be rising, however, that 
total Imports In 1949 will materially exceed 
1948 figures, with much depending on busi- 
ness conditions here. 

High prices abroad have 'been stressed as 
probably the major factor tending to limit 
European Imports. In the case of British 
goods, this was highlighted a few days ago 
by Sir Stafford Crlpps. Britain's economic 
chief, who told a conference of editors In 
London that prices on export goods must bo 
cut. Emphasizing again his position that 
no devaluation of sterling Is contemplated. 
Sir Stafford noted consumer resistance on 
the part of American buyers who were hoping 
to get British goods at lower prices. 

Prior to recent developments. Great Brit- 
ain had set a goal of $720,000,000 In exports 
to the United States and Canad.a for 1949. 
Sir Graham Cunningham has been named to 
head the drive, becoming head of a new de- 

emment’s export promotion agencies.

Salt River meridian, Arizona, as shown on 
the offlclal public survey plat approved Au- 
gust 5. 1944. lying north of a line extending 
westerly from corner numbered 7 of the of- 
ficial survey to the west line of said tract at 
a point twelve and forty one-hundredths 
chains south of official corner numbered 2, 
containing fifteen and elghty-slx one-hun- 
dredths acres, more or less, subject, however, 
to a reservation to the United States of all 
uranium, thorium, and all other materials 
determined pursuant to section 5 (b) (1) of 
the Atomic Energy Act of 1946 (GO Stat. 755, 
761), to be peculiarly essential to the pro- 
duction of fissionable material, as provided 
In Executive Order No. 9908 (12 P. R. 8223). 
Subject, also to a right-of-way 40 feet in 
width outstanding In Pima County for the 
Silver Bell Road as now located and defined, 
and to the reservations contained In the 
United States patent to sail lands.

State of Arizona, 
and all lands In the described area herein-, 
after under the first and third sections of 
this act shall thereupon become parts of the 
said national forest and shall be subject to 
the laws and regulations relating to the na- 
tional forests, but shall be reserved from en- 
try and location under the public lauds and 
mining laws of the United States as an ex- 
perimental area for watershed management 
and range research:

Thg Senate amendment provided that oSlcers 
or employees of the Agency who are In the 
continental United States on leave should be 
available for work or duties only in the 
Agency or for training or for reorientation 
for work. The conference agreement adopts 
the provisions of the Senate amendment. 

Amendments Nos. 2 and 3: The House hill 
provided that whenever the Director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the Attorney 
General should determine that the entry of 
a particular alien into the United States for 
permanent residence Is in the Interest of 
national security or essential to the further- 
ance of the national Intelligence mission, 
such alien and his Immediate family could 
be given entry Into the United States for per- 
manent residence without regard to their 
Inadmlsslfaiilty under the Immigration or any 
other laws and regulations and without re- 
gard to their failure to comply with such 
laws and regulations pertaining to admissi- 
bility. The House bill limited the number 
of aliens admissible under such authority to 
not more than 100 In any one fiscal year. 
The effect of Senate amendments Nos. 2 and 
3 was to add the Commissioner of Immigra- 
tion to the officials who would determine 
what aliens should be admitted under this 
authority. The conference agreement 
adopts the Senate amendments.

Mr. SA5SCER. Mr. Speaker, I yield 2 
minutes to the gentleman from New York 
[Mr. Mahcantonio] . 

Mr. MARCANTONIO. Mr. Speaker, 
this bill originally came before the House 
under the suspension of the rules proce- 
dure. At that time I pointed out in my 
opposition to the bill that in the report 
accompanying the bill, there was a state- 
ment to the effect that not all of the 
provisions of this bill would be explained 
to the Members of Congress. We were 
presented with a most extraordinary sit- 
uation. The House voted to pass this 
hush-hush bill, despite the fact that all 
of its provisions had not been explained 
and would not be explained to the mem- 
bership. I stated then that this blU was 
subversive of our Bill of Rights. The 
Senate amendments have not cured that. 
The situation with respect to elementary 
democracy, as it Is endangered by this 
bill, remains the same. I opposed the 
bill then, and 1 have opposed this bill at 
every step, and I oppose It now in its final 
stage. 

In the last analysis, Mr. Speaker, the 
security of this Nation rests on the 
strength of its democratic institutions. 
This bilJ undermines those democratic 
institutions. It substitutes for our con- 
stitutional guaranties a Gestapo system. 
It is being sold to the country by hysteria, 
and it is being Imposed on the people as 
preparation for a war which the Ameri- 
can people do not want. Mr. Speaker, I 
shall vote against the adoption of the 
conference report. ' 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr, Speaker, I yield 
3 minute.s to the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania IMr. Walteh], 

Mr WALTER. Mr. Speaker, I ask 
unanimous consent to proceed out of or- 
der. 


the request of the gentleman from Penn- 
sylvania? 

There was no objection. 

Mr. WALTER. Mr. Speaker, In a 
coUoquy which took place in the other 
body several days ago a Senator in- 
quired of another Senator as to the 
reason why the Attorney General's 
recommendation pertaining to suspen- 
sion of deportation was not being acted 
on in the House. The reply was that 
the House was not going along with the 
policy of the Senate. The fact of the 
matter is that under existing law where 
the Attorney General suspends the 
deportation of an alien under section 
19 (c) of the Immigration Act of 1917. 
as amended, it is incumbent on each 
body to review the action thus taken, 
and unless each body afilrmatlvely ap- 
proves of such suspension, of deporta- 
tion, then the deportation is proceeded 
with. At the last session of the Con- 
gress our distinguished colleague, the 
gentleman from Maine [Mr. Fexlows] 
Introduced legislation which had the 
purpose of giving each body the au- 
thority to review the action taken by 
the Attorney General, but did not make 
It incumbent on the House as well as the 
Senate to act afilrmatlvely. The House 
of Representatives at this session passed 
practically the same bill. In an informal 
conference attended by the ranking 
members of both sides of the Committee 
on the Judiciary, it was agreed that 
either body would have the authority to 
object to the Attorney General’s ruling 
but that neither body would be obliged 
to act aflrmatlvely. The Senate is 
adamant in its position, but my bill, 
H. R. 3875, similar to the Fellows bill 
of last year, is now pending in the Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary. Recently 
I suggested a compromise amendment 
to this bill and I sincerely hope that 
the other body will bring about its early 
passage, thus helping to break the log- 
jam. We want tj retain the power to 
object to the Attorney General’s rulings, 
but the House does not want to be obli- 
gated to act afBrmatively on nearly 2,000 
cases per session. Certainly it seems to 
me that Members of Congress, both of 
the House and Senate, should know what 
the real situation Is. 

Mr. VORYS. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. WALTER. I yield. 

Mr. VORYS. This may not be on the 
same subject, but I wanted to know 
whether there Is a practice now to stay 
deportations in cases where bills are 
introduced. I understand there was a 
practice for many years, but that prac- 
tice is no longer followed by the immi- 
gration authorities. 

The SPEAKER, The time of the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania has expired. 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker, I yield 
the gentlem an th ree additional minutes. 

Mr. WALTER. ' The Committee on 
the Judiciary 2 years ago, when our 
distinguished colleague the gentleman 
from Michigan [Mr. Michener] was 
chairman of the committee, reviewed the 
practice of staying deportations where 
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that unless the Member who iiilixt-uced 
the bill requested a hearing, and we so 
notified the ImmigraLion Service, the 
proceedings would continsie. It was only 
in those cases where it was apparent shat 
the Member intEnded to vigorou.Jy p'ess 
for the enactment of the priva s: lehs- 
lation that deportation v.ould be staved. 
However, that Is not the practice in the 
other body. There it is necessai'y oniy 
to Introduce a bill in order to -stay de- 
portation. Incidentally, there i'.ave been 
a number of cases where the House has 
refused to intercede, and even a lie) bills 
have been Introduced a od unlo /ontbly 
acted upon by our committee, a tle i itor 
has introduced a bill, and the deporta- 
tion of some alien who, iri the juilgment 
of the House Judiciary Commit t .it( oiight 
to be deported, has been otayed. 

Mr. McCORMACK. Mr. Spenke'.-, wiU 
the gentleman yield? 

Mr. WALTER. 1 yield-, 

Mr. McCORMACK, Of cource, when 
you introduce these bills, it ti.kcs quite 
a long time to have reports recri't-ci from 
the appropriate agencies. Tha: is or- 
rect, is it not? 

Mr. V/ALTER. Yes. 

Mr. McCORMACK. I do know tiii.t it 
has created a rather coiapronushi ; sit- 
uation for Members of the Bouse who 
have introduced a bill to know that, .hat 
of itself does hot stay the dcpcrtaiion 
until an opportunity hi,,s been had to 
receive reports Sought and hearings held. 

Mr. WALTER. I do not ttunk the 
gentleman is correct in that, because, if 
a bill is introduced and a reque.st ;s niade 
of the Judiciaj-y Committee, then the 
committee notifies the luimigiaLion and 
Naturalization Service, and al! proceed- 
ings are stayed until action h:.s iieen 
taken on the bill. 

Mr. McCORMACK. I am glad it. hear 
that, because that clairifles an honest 
misapprehension that existed in my 
mind and must have existed In the minds 
of other Members. We all have com- 
munications on this subject at some time 
or another, pertiaps two or three tims.s a 
year, and, frankly. I have v/iittiin to 
friends of mine stating that whil • I .v oulrt 
be glad to Introduce a private iiiil and 
submit it to the committee, and 1 have 
asked them to give me the evidence in 
afiidavit form to present to the sulicom- 
mittee, that they had better gel. ;»me- 
body on the other side to Introduce a bill 
to get a stay of deportation. Ii lia.s haeti 
rather embarrassing. Prom now on I 
will utilize the Information tire gentle- 
man has given me, and relieve Uiat em- 
barrassment to which I have been sub- 
jected. 

The SPEAKER. The ^Ime of the ,’eii- 
tleman from Pennsylvam'a lia.s, again 
expired. 

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. ^speaker, f held 
myself 3 rninutc.s. 

Mr. Speaker, the conference riTpoi t as 
it comes before the House ha.s twa mmor 
amendments which were offered by tho 
Senate and adopted by the conievee.s. 
These amendments do not ch.inse the 
scope or substance of the bill. Oni; pro- 
vides that if an.Y employix of the Central 
Intelligence Agency is on leave in the 
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duty outside the agency. It Is not the 
intention of the agency to use these em- 
ployees for duty within the United States 
other than witiiin the agency. They are 
simply brought back here for training, 
and so on, as the functions are carried on 
In the continental United States. 

The other amendment provides that in 
addition to the approval of the Attorney 
General on the admission of any of these 
aliens who may be brought in because 
of their high potential security value the 
alien must also be approved by the Com- 
missioner of Immigration. 

The bill was carefully considered in the 
committee, unanimously reported, and 
passed overwhelmingly in the House. It 
outlines and spells out the functions of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, and at- 
tempts to build up a career service.

Mr. SASSCER. Mr. Speaker. I yield 
myself 3 minutes. 

The SPEAKER. The gentleman from 
Maryland is recognized. 

Mr. SASSeSR. Mr. Speaker, H, B. 
26G3 is a bill to provide for the admin- 
istration of the Central Intelligence 
Agency. There have been some mls- 
co.nccptions as to its purposes. For this 
reason. I would like to make certain 
broad statements concerning the bill and 
Its purposes before discussing it in de- 
tail. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was 
established as a successor to the Central 
Intelligence Group, under the provisions 
of section 102 of the National Security 
Act of 1947. This section sets out the 
functions of the Agency. It should be 
pointed out at once that H. R. 2663, 
which we are now considering, does not 
alter or add to these functions in any 
way. It simply provides for the admin- 
istrative implementation of the func- 
tions which the Congress has already 
seen fir to give to the Agency. 

Secondly, it should be pointed out that 
CIA functions exclusively under the pow- 
ers granted It by the National Security 
Act of 1947 and not under any Executive 
order whatsoever. 

Thirdly, with one or two exceptions to 
which your attention will be drawn, 
there is no authority in this proposed 
bill which at some time or other has not 
been granted to some other agency of 
the Government or which some other 
agencies are not now utilizing through 
their own implementing legislation. The 
reason why the hearings have been held 
in executive session, and w'hy a certain 
amount of secrecy has been utilized In 
connection with this bill. Is that the dis- 
cu.ssions with the members of CIA who 
appeared before the committee went in- 
to the operational background of the 
Agency, Naturally, operational details 
cannot be talked about in public for they 
go to the very heart of CIA's activities. 
Bear in mind, however, that the CIA Is 
prohibited by law from any internal 
security functions. It deals only In the 
field of foreign intelligence. 

Tiiis bill which we are now consider- 
ing with one difierence was introduced 
into the second session of the Eightieth 
Congress last year, and was unanimously 
approved by the Armed Services Com- 
mittees both in the Senate and the House 
derailed hcari.ngs. ' The bill itself 


session, but due to the last minute pres- 
sure of business could not bo called up 
in the House. After most careful con- 
sideration, the present measure has 
again been unanimously approved, first 
by a subcommittee and then by the full 
Armed Services Committee in the House. 

As I have said, Its purposes are admin- 
istrative. and Its provisions break down 
into four main categories. In the first 
place, the A.gency seeks to avail itself 
of the benefits of the Aimed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947 so that it may 
utilize the most up-to-date procurement 
facilities in connection with its activities.' 
Secondly, in connection with the sections 
dealing with foreign U’avcl and similar 
allowances, the Agency, in availing It- 
self of many of the provisions of the For- 
eign Service Act of . 1946, !s seeking to 
build up a career service in the Intelli- 
gence field second to none. A second-best 
intelligence service Is almost as bad as 
none at all. Within the framework of 
existing Government laws and salaries, 
we are seeking to place CIA on a career 
basis, particularly for those of its em- 
ployees who may spend a large portion 
of their career on foreign assignment. 
Thirdly, we are supplying tile Agency, by 
this bill, with certain general adminis- 
trative authorities which are needed. 
Finally, we are supplying the Agency with 
appropriations language to which their 
budget and fiscal employees, as well as 
those. of the General Accounting ofEce, 
may look In the auditing of the Agency's 
expenses. 

In broad terms, therefore. H. R. 2663 
seeks to assist this country In the build- 
ing up and development of a career for- 
eign intelligence service, and to free the 
Agency from certain restrictions so that 
it may operate as a mature intelligence 
service must operate. 

Section 1 of this bill merely contains 
certain very basic definitions of terms 
used in the act. 

Section 2 authorizes a seal of oiEce for 
the Agency, and provides that Judicial 
notice shall be taken thereof. From time 
to time it has been necessary for CIA to 
produce records in court. For example, 
the records of the monitoring of foreign 
propaganda broadcasts in their pcsscs- 
sien have Included recordings of the 
speeches made from Germany by Douglas 
Chandler and Robert .Best. These re- 
cordings were the basis of the recent 
convictions of these tv/o men for their 
treasonable activities during the late 
war-. In order that authenticated copies 
of such material can be submitted when 
called for lu court, a seal is nccessaiY of 
which the court can take Judicial notice. 

Section 3 of the bill authorizes the' 
A.gency to utilize certain of the authori- 
ties granted the armed services in the 
Armed Services Procurement A.ct of 1947. 
The main features of this law which arc 
being extended to the CIA arc in the 
field of negotiation for contracts without 
advertising. The general celling for 
which contracts can be negotiated with- 
out advertising today is $100. Tire 
Armed Service.s Procurement Act raises 
this ceUlng to $1,000. and it is being ex- 
tended to include CIA contracts up to 
this amount. In addition, the act au- 
ti'.ori'.'es r.i'Grt!a"on ccintract" v/t'ho-rt 


not admit of delay, where it Is imprac- 
ticable to secure competition, and lor 
supplies or services the nature dI which 
should not be publicly disclosed. It 
stands to reason that certain of '.he tech- 
nical equipment whidi this Agency must 
utilize may be made only by on( firm lor 
reasons of security, afid certainly some of 
this equipment .should not be openly ad- 
vertised for. Therefore, it sems only 
proper that the.se authorities which the 
Congress has alreaciy extended to the 
armed services should be fuithcr .■>- 
tended to CIA. The remainder of th-s 
section sets forth the applical.le provi- 
sions of the Procurement Act -egardir.g 
rules for advertising, the type of con- 
tracts that can be made, damages. Joint 
procurement, delegations of autlrorltles 
. and limitations thereon. 

Section 4 of the bill auth(.rizcs the. 
Agency to a.ssign its personnel to school;: 
for special instruction and training, and 
to pay the cost of siich tuition and ex- 
pense.s. This will permit the Agency to 
send selected employees to such schools 
as the National War College, advance 
courses In international relations and re- 
lated fields, refreshet courses in language 
fields, and special training courses. 

Section 5 of the bill presents one or its 
most Important features fron; a career 
standpoint. ‘Virtually all of x-he provi- 
sions of this section have been taken di- 
rectly from similar provisions in the For- 
eign Service Act of 19 16. It p.'ovides : or 
the payment of travel expentes for the 
employees of the Agency and for tiic 
members of their families whe.i procecci- 
int to posts of duty abroad, and from 
post to post abroad. It provides fi« 
their being returned to the United States 
with their families on statutory homo 
leave after 2 years of continuDUs service 
abroad. 

It must be reemphasized that i.hese 
provisions are not new departure.s crt;atiid 
for CIA, but are merely extending to the 
Agency the be.st features of other career 
services in theGovea'nment. This section 
also provides for the hospitauzation and 
medical care of the Agency's full-t.me 
employees abroad, and includes pvOr 
visions for the periodical plryilcai e> arm- 
nation of all Of the employee;, on foreign 
posts. 

Certain general administ'aliva pro- 
visions are granted to the Agency, r.iost 
of which are simiiar to author.tie'i 
granted to other agcncie.s of the Gov- 
ernment at one time or another, or vviticli 
deal with the security of the Agency's op- 
erations. For instance, there are p'.x)- 
visions permitting the ai'mim: of couriers 
and guards carrying confidential doai- 
ments. Specific authority is neeced to 
override State statutes v;h!ch prohibit 
the carrying of firearms without special 
licenses. Such a statute is in existence 
for the FBI, and the armed services have 
always been allowed to arm oiticcr 
couriers. 

Section 8 of the proposed Wl! conif-lns 
a provision which will permit the entry 
of ICO aliens into the United Stales for 
permanent residence. Tills will 'oc ex- 
plained more fully by my oi.slinguished 
colleague, the gentleman from North 
Carolina [Mr. D'orkakI. However. I 
would like to cnipl',''''''-": '-o' 'h;-.

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es.':cncc, and should these people be re- 
QUircd to KO through the many pro- 
cedures of obuining visas, having photo- 
graphs taken, and Sling applications — 
they would be dead betore taking their 
second step. In certain areas of the 
world such persons can only contact an 
American once. This section permits 
quick action to save the lives of persons 
of high intelligence value to the United 
Stato.s. 

Finally we have provided in this bill 
some basic appropriations language to 
which the Government Accounting Office 
and the budget and fiscal offices of the 
Agency can look in the expenditure of 
funds. Much of this language is neces- 
sary, for without it the expenditure of 
fund.s for the purposes set forth herein 
cannot be allowed. In addition, we have 
provided the legal basis for the granting 
to the Agency authority for the spending 
of those UDVouchered funds which the 
Appropriations Committee of the House 
will earmark, and without which there 
can be no successful operation of an in- 
telligence service. 

For the reasons I have set forth, I urge 
the passage of this bill. Above all, it will 
allow thi-s country to continue and In- 
crease the .successful operation of its 
foreign intelligence, upon which some day 
the security of this country and our very 
lives may well depend. 

Mr. DONDERO. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SASSCER. I yield to the gentle- 
man from Michigan. 

Mr. DONDERO. Will It affect the per- 
sonnel of our American military govern- 
ment in Germany? 

. Mr. SASSCER. It is my understand- 
ing that it will not.

. Basically It is outlining the adminis- 
trative procedure. ' There is a section In 
the bin relating to bringing in aliens, 
which my able colleague the gentleman 
from North Carolina [Mr. Dxtrham] will 

■ discuss. However, I would like to again 
'emphasize that this section Involves a 
time factor. It in no way encompasses 
the functions or prerogatives of the im- 
migration authorities or congressional 
committees. This is a security measure. 
These men can only contact an American 
once. Tune is the element. If they 
cannot make a quick exit their heads 
may be o,^ and valuable information lost. 

Mr. CELLER. Mr, Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SASSCER. 1 yield to the gentle- 
man from New York. 

Mr. CEELER. Does the gentleman 
mean to imply that Immigration restric- 
tions built up over the years are not sus- 
pended by this bill? 

Mr. SASSCER, They are suspended 
for 100 aliens on the basl-s of their po- 
tential news value for security purposes 
and not for the purpose of general imml- 
! gration laws. 

The S?H.\KER. Tlie time of the gen- 
tleman from Maryland has again expired. 
. Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, I yield 2 
‘’cntiemar, from New York 


Mr. CELLER. Mr. Speaker, although 
I do not like the hush-hush business sur- 
rounding this bill. I shall net oppose it. 
Certainly if the members of the Armed 
Forces Committee can hear the detailed 
Information to support this bill, why can- 
not our entire membership? Are they 
the Brahmins and we the untouchables? 
Secrecy Is the answer. V/hat is secret 
about the mombcr.'shlp of an entire com- 
mittee hearing the lurid reasons? In 
Washington three men can keep a secret 
If two men die. It Is like the old lady who 
said, "I can keep a secret but the people 
I tell it to, cannot." 

I must counter the remarks of the pre- 
vious speaker. %Vc have in the bill this 
very .significant language "for permanent 
residence without regard to their inad- 
missibility under the immigraUon or any 
other laws or regulations." 

In the first place, if there had not been 
a closed rule, 1 would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision be- 
cause it is exclusively within tl-.o province 
of the Committee on the Judiciary and Is 
not the business of the Committee on the 
Armed Services. The Committee on the 
Armed Scrvice.s has nothing to do with 
Immigration. Now this provision I have 
rc.ad throw.i out the window, at the dis- 
cretion of the Director mentioned in this 
bill and the Attorney General, all the 
legislative immigration restrictions that 
.we have built up over the years. It 
throws them to the winds, and If dne At- 
torney General and the Director wish to 
admit Facists, Communists. Hitler sad- 
ists, morons, moral perverts, syphilitics, 
or lepers, they can do it. I think the 
.House ought to know what It Is legislat- 
ing about, and I think, in a measure, this 
Indicates how the cold war is unhinging 
the nerves of some of our high mlliUry 
authorities. The secrecy, especially the 
brand we are treated to, Is ridiculous. 
'Secondly these l.-nmigration privileges 
are badly conceived. If you want to give 
this authority to the military, all right, 

. but I think we should know what we are 
doing and whither v/e are going. The 
military is not infallible. Witness the 
situation of the charges levied by the 
.military intelligence against one Agnes 
Smedley recently, that she was a Com- 
- munist. or a Russian spy, and Instead of 
retracting, when they found they were In 
. error, fney simply admitted a faux pas. 
.The military is indeed not infallible. On • 
.the question of immigration they are 
given carte blanche, willy-nilly, to admit 
• 100 persons under this particular provi- 
Sion which should be stricken from the 
bill or, If it Is not stricken, certain safe- 
. guards should have been added. 

I have spoken briefiy to advise the 
Armed Forces Committee to stick to its 
’ own knitting. When immigration is in- 
volved, let the proper committee be con- 
sulted— the Judiciary Committee.

Mr. Speaker, in the past few days, 
much has been said about a provision 
in the proposed act which will permit 
Rhe entry of iOO aliens annually into the 
United States without regard to immi- 
gmtiori la'v=. I ’'ire ‘o 'orplain 


Section 8 of this bill provides that 
Whenever the Director and the Attorney 
General shall determine that the entry 
of a particular alietr into the United 
States for permanent rcsidcnct- is in the 
interest of national security or c.ssential 
to the furtherance of the national in- 
telligence mission, that alien and his 
family shall be given entry without re- 
gard to their ndmls.Hbillty uncl.u’ the 'r-. - 
migration laws and regulations. Tru*. 
number of persons who can f.omc into 
the country under this provision is lim- 
ited to 100 persons in any one ye::.r. 
Let mo emphasize that wha! is brim: 
waived are the law* regardir, ; the ad- 
mLssibllity of an alien Into thi.; countr.v', 
but no laws are being waived regarding 
his conduct once ha is here. Tiic alien 
must live up to cvciw law of the Unilrl 
States just as every other alien must cio. 
and failure to do so will lead to his de- 
portation for cause. What is the im- 
pose of this section? Briefly, it Is ibis. 
Thcre are many people all over the woriCl 
who believe in this country and what it 
stands for implicitly. Many o’ them n c 
living in police states. Some of them 
may have formerly been hlg'nl.v placed in 
the .service of their government. Some 
of them may even be there ne w. Many 
of tliem have important inteliigencc in- 
formation to make available to this ccun - 
try, and such information nay be of 
vital Importance to our national 
curlty and our policies. These peo;!ie, 
be they soldiers or statesmen or sci. n- 
tists, can only approach a representative 
of America once. It they are seen tah:- 
Ing with an Amerirain. it may mean i.he 
concentration camps, or in some ia- 
stances death itself. There is no time 
here to get visas and fill out the iorm.s 
which the immigration laws require. 
The element of time is often VA hours or 
less. When CIA plans such an opera- 

■ tlon, security requires that ihe pi.'ople 
■knowing it be held to an absolute mini- 
mum, The people who will be selected 
will be most carefully screened by CIA. 
and only the select few will be cho.'-en, 

■ The concurrence in the Director’s selec- 
tion lies with the Attorney General, 
whose Immigi'ation and Naturalization 
Bureau must administer the. immigra- 
tion laws once these people have an h ed. 
The Committee feels that this power 
should be granted to the Vjirector oi 
Central Intelligence, and that the opera- 

. tion of our IntelUgenee agency require;, 
its existence. Its force and effect is 
■■ testified to by the screams of an jinsh 
which have already emanated from Com- 

■ munist sources abroad. The Rum:i.raari 
radio protested immediately after the. 
Armed Services Committee ariproved ihi.-; 
section. This is what it said ; 

Dollars f.atherland. fatlierlaiid or s.uig- 
sters and oC international swindlers, la novr 
oniclally decreed latherland cl spies (rona 
any corner of the world. 

A statement by the A.mi;rlcan :>'av 
Congress, which is on the Attorney Gim- 
eral’s list as a Communist o.-ganizat:on. 

■ was forwarded to this com mittee, an<l 
almost upon its very receipt the Moscow 

. radio started to broadcast it; text. Th'S 

■ Moscow radio say.s that this provis'.on 
will make ov.->r.y irccdc-r. ic 'v" 
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duty ou; the ascncy. It Is not the 
intention oi the agency to use these em- 
ployees iOi’ dutyv/ithin the United States 
other than within Uio agency. They are 
simply brought back here lor training, 
and so on, as the Xunctions are earned on 
in the continental United States. 

The other amendment provides that in 
addition to the approval of the Attorney 
General on the admission of any of these 
aliens who may bo brought in because 
of their high potential security valiw the 
alien must also be approved by the Com- 
missioner of Immigration. ^ 

The bill was carefully considered in the 
committee, unanimously reported, and 
passed overwhelmingly in the House. It 
outlines and spells out the functions of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, and at- 
tempts to build up a career service.

tion, then the deportation is proceeded 
with. At the las; session of the Con- 
gress our distinguished colleague, the 
gentleman from Maine [Mr. Pellows] 
Introduced legislation which had the 
purpo.se of . giving each body t'ne au- 
thority to revio'.v the action taken by 
the Attorney General, 'out did not make 
it incumbent or. tho House as well as the 
Senate to act afrn-.matively. The House 
of Representatives a; this session passed 
practically the same biil. In an informal 
conference attended by the ranking 
members of both .sides of the Committee 
on the Judiciary, it was agreed that 
cither tody w’ouid have the authority to 
object to the Attorney General’s ruling 
but that neither body would be obliged 
to act aClrmatively. The Senate is 
adamant in its position, but my bill, 
H. R. 3875, similar to the Fellows bill 
of last year, is nc.v pending in che Senate 
Committee on the Judiciary. Recently 
I suggested a compromise amendment 
to this bill and I sincerely hope that 
the other body will bring about its early 
passage, thus helping to break the log- 
jam. V/e want t., retain the power to 
object to the Attorney General's rulings, 
but the House does not want to be obli- 
gated to act affirmatively on nearly 2,000 
cases per session. Certainly it seems to 
me that Members of Congress, both of 
the House and Senate, should know what 
the real situation i.s.

As a result of the administration’s 
three-part "free trade" program, under 
which we are openly encouraging a large 
increa.se in imports from the European 
countries and urging them to become 
self-sufficient within and among them- 
selves and to manipulate the price of 
their currency for trade advantage — 
many believe that this Nation is heading 
into a serious depression. 

TREE TRADE AND UNEMPLOYMENT 

It Is reported that there are more than 
4,000,000 unemployed at this time and 
probably in excess of 10,000,000 partially 
unemployed in this country due princi- 
pally to actual and threatened Imports 
of products from the low-wage standard 
of living European and A.siaUc nations, 

DEFINITE MARICET FOR FOREIGN GOODS 

Under the proposal of the flexible im- 
port fee adjustment of rates, a definite 
market basis is established in the United 
States for the goods of all foreign na- 
tion.s, but they are the Judges of their 
own living standards. However, under 
such a provision they would bc^ en- 
couraged to raise their wage living 
standards because they would immedi- 
ately get credit by a corresponding re- 
duction in the tariff or import fee, and 
when their standards of living approxi- 
mated our own, then the objective of freo 
trade w'ould be an almost automatic and 
immediate result. But in the meantime, 
our wage standard of living would be 
protected.

This principle is in direct contrast to

Import barriers ranging from antiquated 
customs procedure to cjiccsslvely high prices 
abroad in the face of p. decimlug price trend 
here have been cited as the m-tjor obstacles 
to the larger import volume that Is felt nec- 
essary to reduce the export "gap," which 
exceeded e5.OCO.COO.COO last year. 

Foreign trade experts have calculated that 
if business conditions and national Income 
continue favorable here, the United States 
could absorb CIO.COO.COO.COO in imports from 
all parte ol the world. This optimum figure, 
buttressed by American Investment and 
tourist spending abroad, it is believed, would 
support and pay for a high level of American 
exports. 

It compares with about $7,000,000,000 In 
Imports for 1043. 

FIRST qUARTER IMPORTS 
For the first quarter cf 1940, Imports vrore 
close to the 1043 level for the same period. 
Doubt appeared to be rising, however, that 
total imports In 1040 will materially exceed 
1948 figures, vrith much depending on busi- 
ness conditicnc here. 

High prices abroad have ’been stressed as 
probably fne major factor tending to limit 
Europc.an imports. In f.ie cate of British 
goods, this was highlighted a few dr.ys ago 
by Sir Stailord Cripps. B.-italn's economic 
chief, who told a conference of editors In 
London that prices on expert goods must be 
cut. EmphasiEing again his position that 
no devaluation of sterling is contemplated. 
Sir Stailord noted consumer resistance on 
the par t of American buyers who were hoping 
to get British goods at lower prices. 

Prior to recent developments. Great Brit- 
ain had set a goal of $720,000,000 in exports 
to the United States and Canada for 1949.

■ matter of fact, to the certain knowledge 
of the Senator from Maryland, several 
have already , lost their lives, and not 
under very pretty circumstances, because, 
quite often, if they are deleted, they 
are forced to tell why they are there, 
and the picture is not a pretty one. If 
there are vouchers containing the names 
and the circumstances, going through 
Government channels, it might be pos- 
sible for foreign-espionage agents to 
check on who the agents are through 
every conciiivable source of information. 

Therefore, if we should employ the 

■ same hind of accounting as would be 
employed In connection with building a 
bridge, strange as It may seem, expert 
men. skilled in detecting from little, 
things the probabilities, are quite often 
able to detect who the agents are, and 
in that way they are tracked down and 
lose their lives. This .is no ordinary 
bridge-building proposition. This is a 
matter of life and death, affecting men 
who are trying to do something to aid 
the security of our country and who take 
an enormous risk. The committee, after 
thorough consideration, determined that 
it would be better to have this general 

■ procedure followed in order to protect 
the men, rather than to follow the ortho- 
dox procedure, which might re.sult in the 
loss of their lives. That is the reason 
why that language is in the bill,

Mr. TYDINGS. I have not had 
luncheon yet.

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I am not 
goin,g to talk very long.

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I shah 
speak briefly, and I hope very much to 
the point. I trust the Senator will real- 
ize my anxiety about this legislation. I 
do not want to keep him from his lunch- 
eon, and I apologize to him for not hav- 
ing been here sooner, as I had intended 
to be, to hear his explanation and his 
argument on tho bill, but I could not. 

Mr. TYDING,S. I have just received 
word that, with tho amendments adopted, 
tho Senator from North Dakota has 
nothing more to say about the bill. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. That Is 
fine. I do not know 
the Senator from N 
proving the bill with these amendments 
o" not. but I do want to make a brief

bill, but as I read the measure, it is very 
radical iegislr.tion. I do not know of 
any legislation passed by Cor.gre.ss which 
Is so sweeping as.c which goes so far as 
this legislation docs, except the legisla- 
tion pertai.ning to atomic energy. I 
know I should feel a great deal belter 
had the bil! been referred to the Com- 
mittee on tho Judiciary and that com- 
.mittee had given attention to the sweep- 
ing provisions contained in the bill. 
Doubtless few Senators on the floor have 
the same fear of military fascis.m that 
I have; I doubt whether they have. I 
know that very few of us seem greatly 
concerned that 34 percent of ail our 
taxes, all of our revenues, goes to the 
Pentagon Building. To me that is a 
very disturbing thing. 

Perhaps I am entirely wrong; perhaps 
I do not comprehend the significance and 
effect of the pending Icgisiation. but as 
I understand we are setting up in this 
country a military gcstairo. I rccail very 
v/ell an argument made in this Chamber 
by the late Scnaicr Norris, of Nebraska, 
away back in 1C43. It impres.sed me 
deeply. He was arguing against the 
. Congress of the Urdted States selling up 
n gestapo in this country. I do not agree 
with what the Senator said in his refer- 
ences to the FBI, because I think the 
PBI has been a sple.hcid o.'ganization, 
which has made a tremendous contribu- 
tion to chock crime and I .shou'.d not 
want to do anything to curtail its opera- 
tion. But I feel very certain that If 
Senator Norris were on the Senate floor 
today he would rise in his piece lo argue 
against tire sweeping powers which arc 
being vested in the military through this 
piece of legi.'kiticn. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. P.-c.'.ic.cr.;. will 
the Senator .Ticid? 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I am 
glad to yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I may say to the Sen- 
ator that I share every thought he h.xs 
expressed about the inadvisability, the 
lack of necessity, and the unwarranted 
Institution of any kind of gettapo, mili- 
tary or otherwise, in this country. Tire 
pending hiil. as I s.xid in my opening 
statement, has nothing to do with the 
Internal affairs of the United States of 
America. Ail these men work outside 
the United States o: America, and the 
bill so provides. They cannot work in 
the United States of Ameiioa. Their 
functions are exclusively in foreign 
fields, and they are gathering, by close 
examination, information wriich it is 
deemed nocessarj’ for our country to 
have, as to where this or the other thing 
Is going on, and as to what is taking 
place, so that we can make our plans 
accordingly. I am glad to reassure the 
Senator that our committee had the 
same thought he has so well expressed, 
and that there is nothing in the bill to 
permit internal military espionage in our 
country by agents constituted in the 
Military Establishment. 

Mr. JOHNSON cf Colorado. It is very 
comforting to have the Senator make

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, I will 
take the amendment to conference.

Mr. TYDIKGS. Let me tell the Sen- 
ator how that foolish idea _ originated. 

Let us assume that a laboring man is 
a part of this organization, and that we 
ivant, to send him -over to Germany, for 
example. Let us assume that he speaks 
German. He may never have had any 
afliliation with a labor union. He is go- 
ing to associate with men both in and out 
of labor unions. Obviously he would 
have to be sent where labor unions meet 
and discuss tiuestioas, and where they act, 

BO that he could get the feel of the situa- 

■ tlon, and so that he would not be like a 
sore tliumb sticking out when he reached 
a ioreign country. He would need to 
know the techniques, the lingo, the 
habits, and so forth, of those who are 
labor-union men, in order that he might 
be an efficient, undisclosed officer gath- 
ering information, without any Idea on 
the part of those who would give it, that 
the information was being imparted to 
our Government. 

Mr. HANGER. I fully agree with what 
tlie di-stinguished Senator .say.s. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I do not believe that 
the Senator can improve very much on 
the bill. The very questions which he 
3ms brought up have been thoroughly 
canvassed and considered by the com- 
mittee. The exact language which we 
Imve accepted ha-s been adopted as safe- 
guarding our internal affairs while giving 
the widc.st scope to the agents In the 

■ exlernal field. 

Mr, L.WGSR. The Senator may be 
correct 

: Mr. TYDINGS. We have been all over 
this question in great detail. V/itnesscs 
have been interrogated at great length. 
The hearings have been extensive. We 
have considered every phase of the prob- 
lem. The Senator has not heard the 
testimony. Neither has Mr. Celler, 
He did not attend one of the hearings— 
and properly so. because he was not sup- 
posed to attend them. 

Mr. I.,ASGER. The Senator’s argu- 
ment sounds very strange to me. after 
the experiences which I have had on 
committees. For example, take the pay 
bill. After more than a month of hear- 
ings last year, although the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland and some of his 
colleagues were not present at the hear- 
ings, they offered amendment after 
amendment. What is there sacred about 
this bill, that it cannot be amended? 
It Is the same as any other bill. I think 
1 have a good amendment. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LARGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to my 
friend from North Dakota that there is 
a great deal of difference between 
amending a pay bill and dealing v/lth an 
extremely sensitive and secretive func- 
tion of Government which has to do with 
the lives of men, not In wartime, but In 
peacetime.

We are not serving the United 
States or the brave men who are going 
forth under all kinds of difficulties to 
help to place the security of our Nation 
beyond peredventure. 

■ Mr. LANGER. Mr. President. 1 yield 
to no man. including the distinguished 
Senator from Maryianc, in patriotism. 
However. 1 will never stand on this floor 
v.'lth a . report and say. "We are not re- 
porting everything to this body which 
should be reported. We are keeping 
some of it back." The time has not yet 
come, during a period when wc are not at 
war. wlien wc cannot discu.ss any bill 
upon tile floor of the Senate. So long as 
I am a Member of this body, whenever 
any proposal for appropriations is 
brought before us, or a bill to draft the 
boys from the far.ms, or any other kind 
of bill, I will not stand Idly by and say, 
"We cannot di.seuss it.” 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, Will the 
Senator yield?

Oh, yes; the Attor- 
ney General and the man who is charged 
with securing the information to safe- 
guard the United States of America cer- 
tainly are not going to let come into the 
country someone who wants to do harm . 
to the United States of America. The 
trouble is that Mr, Ceeler Is loolcing 
upon this sort of activity practiced by 
all governments as if it were a regular, 
open, above-board, orthodox, give-and- 
take procedure. This is one of the 
things which ought not to be practiced 
by any government, but which every 
government has to practice in self-de- 
Icnse. It is somewhat like war. No 
country ought to make -war. A war Is 
the most outrageous crime human be- 
ings have ever put their hands to. But 
so long as people arc threatening to make 
war on us we have to be ready to protect 
ourselves. That is the philosophy of the 
bill. The lives of our men overseas in 
many cases depend on this hill having 
enough elasticity to it so it can serve the 
purposes of the security of the country 
without any undue delay. It may be the 
Senator’s son or my son or someone clse's 
son who is dependent upon the infor- 
mation which the Central Intelligence 
Agency will assemble for the protection 
of our troops. 

Mr. LAKGEE. Mr. President, we are 
not at war at the present time. Repre- 
sentative Celesr yields to no man in 
patriotism. I have known ,"MAHtiY" 
Celles lor over 30 years. For 24 years 
, he has been a Member of the House. 
Por 24 years he has been a member of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
2-Iouse, When "MAwirr” Celler says 
there ought to be safeguards placed in 
lire law before 100 aliens are permitted 
to come into the country. I take the word 
of Representative Celeer, the chairman 


vote was 343 iir favor of the bill and only 
4 against, the bill. Lot me say to the 
Senator that if this had boon an immi- 
gration matter per se Mr. Celler would 
have secured 34S votes in support of his 
position, and only 4 votes would have 
been against his pc.sltio.n.

At 
the end of his talk he said:

That is the statement of a man who 
has been a Member of the House for 24 
years.

Mr. LANG 3 R. Mr. President, I repeat 
what I said at the beginning of my argu- 
ment. that I agree fully, completely, en- 
tirely, absolutely, and wholly with the 
desire to protect the lives of these peo- 
ple working for our Government. I be- 
lieve in national security. 

Let me read what Mr. Sasscer said 
about the purposes of the bill in the 
House of Representatives. I read from 
his statement; 

Mr. Speaker, H, K. 2663 Is a bill to provide 
for the administration o£ the Central In- 
telligence Agency. There have been some 
misconceptions as to Its purposes. For this 
leasoii, I would like to make certain broad 
etatements concerning the bill and Its pur- 
poses before discussing It In detail. 

The Central Intelligence Agency was es- 
tablished as a successor to the Central In- 
telligence Group, under the provisions of 
eectlon 102 o£ the National Security Act of 
1047. 

Now I wish to ask the Senator from 
Maryland a Question. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Will the Senator 
, allow me to make an observation before 
he asks the Question? 

Mr. LAKGER. Certainly. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I should like to tell 
the Senator that the Senator from Mary- 
land was fortunate enough to have a 
boyhood friend who had charge of some 
of the mo.st difficult and important work 
undertaken In this line of activity dur- 
ing the war, and I have perhaps heard 
more of the ramifications of this service 
than any other man in Congress, be- 
cause I had the good fortune to sit at 
the feet of tliis particular individual, and 
I have heard him tell many things that 
happened, and the difficulties en- 
countered. So I have a little more con- 
cern than I would have, had it not been 
for this personal experience. It is only 
out of abundant caution, knowing how 
a little thing disclosed may put an agent 
in a very difficult place, that the Senator 
from Maryland has striven to be cau- 
tious In what he has said. 

Let me say a further word. Suppose 
a man is a citizen of country A. Sup- 
pose he comes to our representative and 
says, "I am a citizen of country A, but 
country A docs not like your country. 
I do like your country, I should like to 
work fer your country." Suppose that 
man is working in some official capacity 
in country A, and we employ him, and 
get information wc may desire If that 
man wore to be detected he mu.st know in 
advance that he can come to the United 
State.';, that

dangerous work wc will have to give 
them the assurance that we will stand 
behind them in the event they are 
threatened with the loss of their lives if 
they are detected while working for our 
country.

VJliat is the -situation, Mr. President? 

Two men, the Attorney General and the 
iDii-cctor, can set aside the entire Immi- 
gration laws oi the United States. Al- 
ready there are five or six miillon aliens 
in this country. Already the Attorney 
General and tlie Director of Immigration 
have advised our committee that they 
cannot find them all in order to get rid 
of them. We have liad an example of 
kings, queens, princes, counts, dukes, and 
what not, cha-sing over to England, and 
of the existence of governments in exile 
there. Already some have chased over 
to the United States. Sdng Peter of 
Yugoslavia was riding in Connecticut, 
going at the rate of 70 or 80 miles an 
hour, when he was arrested for speeding 
and endangering the lives of persons 
along the highway. He claimed Im- 
munity. He said. "I cannot be arrested." 

The police of the State of Connecticut 
released him, A few nights later he was 
in a place in Hev/ York called the Stork 
Club. I discussed this incident with my 
distinguished friend from Maryland. He 
said he was thoroughly familiar with the 
Stork Club. • It so happens that I am 
not familiar with it. I do not know how 
large a place it is, but it seems they have 
certain favorite tables in that club. At 
any event, when the cx-ICing of Yugo- 
slavia dropped In, he was not given the 
best table. He was given what he 
thought was a second-best table. So he 
started a rumpu.s, and, as I remember, 
the police were sent for and the managei* 
of the Stork Club stood firm and said he 
would not take the table away from the 
people who occupied it and give it to the 
so-called ICing of Yugoslavia. 

There is nothing to prevent all the ex- 
crown princes and persons of so-called 
blue blood or royal blood, with whose 
names I am not familiar, but whom my 
distinguished friend from Maryland 
knows by heart— he knows .some of them 
by their fir.st names, I found in discuss- 
ing the matter v.'lth him — there is noth- 
ing to prevent their coming in at any 
time.

1 have not any objection to having a 
separate biU introduced and presented 
to the proper committee, and v/ith proper 
safeguards we can sec that people who 
will help the United States can get into 
our country in 24 hours, as the report 
made by the Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices says they want the law to be. 

Why stick In this section 8? It is stuck 
Into a bill where it has absolutely no 
right to be. It is stuck into a bill which 
deals with contracts, into a bill which 
■ provides that the Director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency may make con- 
tracts involving up to $1,000. that he can 
buy things in an emergency, and all that 
sort of thing. Then cut of a clear sky 
they stick in section 8, providing that 
100 people may be admitted without re- 
gard to the immigration laws of our 
country. 

Mr. President, both tho distinguished 
Senator from Massachusetts and the dis- 
tinguished Senator from Maryland a fev; 
moments ago stated that this bill had 
nothing to do with the internal afiairs of 
this country at all, that it dealt only 
with territory outside the continental 
United States. Let me read subdivision. 
(B) on page 7; 

Vihille lu tlic continental United States on 
leave, the service of any cdiccr or cmploveo 
shall bo available for work or duties in tho 
agency or elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties shall not bo counted as leave. 

Tho Senator from Maryland says 
that what is provided for in tho bill is 
being done now, that the Navy and the 
Army and other brancl'.c.s of our Govern- 
ment have thousands of these people. I 
have not the least objection to taking all 
of them and putting them under the Cen- 
tral Intelligence. I have not any objec- 
tion at all to that being done, and tho 
cost to our taxpayers being reduced, pro- 
vided the -people do their work outside 
this countiY, just as v.'as alleged a- few 
moments ago by the distinguished Sena- 
tor from Maryland is being done. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator from North Dakota yield? 

Mr. LAKGER. I yield to tho Senator 
from Maryland. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I share the Senator’s 
concern, and I am glad he v/ants to be 
reassured in reference to this matter. 
But let me correct tho Senator. I never 
said that the Army and the Navy had 
‘thousands of men engaged in this service. 
So far as I know, the Army and Navy- 
have no one engaged in. it. 

To come down to tb.e point the Sen- 
ator raises as to paragraph <B> on oage 


called to Washington and a,ssigned to a 
new task, given training in the new ;ask, 
and then sent cut. They do no work in 
the United States, but they do have to 
come back to be indoctrinated into all 
the diificulties which wiU confroni them 
when they take up a new task. Tb.at is 
the only purpose. 

I know the Senator nr.ay not agree with 
me, but he knows I would not deceive him 
in any sense of fne word as to this bill 
or any other mattei', and I can ar.surc 
him. after thorough Investigation, tha: 
none of these agents will work at all in 
the UnIsod States. The only time they 
will do anything here is when they come, 
either on leave to visit their families, or 
come back, if they are changing their 
stations, to be reindoctrinated. 

Mr. BANGER. The Senator said that 
the Army and the Navy had none of 
these people here, yet ho told u.s not half 
an hour ago that all the work that is con- 
templated by the bill is being perfo; mt-d 
here now' by agcncie.s. What are those 
agencies? 

Mr. TYDINGS. It Ls being perlcimed 
by the Central Intelligence A.gency. 
which is a branch of the National Secu- 
rity Council. It works under the Na- 
tional Security Council. It advise.? the 
President. 

Mr. BANGER. The Senator knows 
that we have a Naval Intelligence, and 
he knows we have a Military Intelligence. 

Mr, TYDINGS. If the Senator v.’ili 
permit me to complete my answer, he 
has gotten the two things confused, un- 
derstandably. Army Intelligence ceals 
primarily with logistics. We know ho-w 
large a certain army is. we knew hew 
large a certain navy Is, we know how 
many airplanes another country r.as, 
v/e know hov/ many tracks he ha.s. Na- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with na- 
vies, or the logistics of moving or deal- 
ing with armaments in the hands of a 
possible enemy. The organization we 
are here concerned with is primarily es- 
tablished to find out what the inte.-.tion 
of a possible enemy is. what he is doing, 
what he is concealing, his meveraents, 
what the people in the foreign cou.ntry 
think and assorted information cf tre- 
mendous value on a military plane. 

There are none of these agents who 
work in tho United Slat®. I hope the 
Senator will take my W'ord for that. \Ye 
went into that subject very thoroughly 
in the committee, and all this work is 
completely outside the United Sttites. 
except for the indoctrfaation wr.ich 
must take place v/henever an agent :s 
sent into a new field. 

Bet us suppose an agent is being sent 
to Country X. He has to be told what 
he Is to do in CountiY X, he has to be 
told what the customs arc In Cou.rtry 
X. he has to be furnished with a variciy 
of information so that he can work 
there unobserved and obtain informa- 
tion, and, to tell the truth, so tha: he 
will not be killed, as la some cases iuca 
have been killed. Tho reason why tk.ei’e 

tell the Senator from Nortli Dakota '.hat 
■some men have already Irsr fnrlr 
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Mr. ’TYDINGS. I sliould say that pri- 
or to our entry into World V/ar II we were 
babes ill tiic woods to a large extent in 
this field. If wc liad had then what wc 
have now it is possible there might have 
been a dillerent result at Pearl Harbor, 
I'he information was there, and we 
should have had men operating within 
the group wlio were adverse and hostile 
to the United States, working with them, 
so they could have told us what were 
the Intentions of those people who were 
under our flag, ostensible citizens, but 
who wei'c plotting, in liaison perhaps 
with possible enemies, to destroy the 
United States of America. I thank the 
Senator for his IntciTUption. 

Mr. SALTONSTALL. Mr. President. 
Will the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Massachusetts. 

Mr. SAUTONSTAUI^ As one who fol- 
lowed the bill vei'y closely last year and 
•was in charge of it, there is but one 
thought on which I think the Scirator 
might enlarge somewhat. TWs Intelli- 
gence agency docs no work at all within 
the continental United States, except to 
a.s.slmilate information it receives else- 
where. Is not that correct? 

Mr. TYOIKGS, The Senator is com- 
pletely correct. There is not a single 
agent of this Intelligence agency work- 
ing within the United States in any form 
of espionage, directly or indirectly. It is 

■ purely and completely and wholly and 
singly in the external or foreign field. It 

’ has no connection 'with the FBI. it is not 
under the FBI, it does not do the same 
kind of work as the FBI. Its sole effort is 
outside tlie United States. 

Mr. SALTONSTALU. Am I coiTect In 
saying that it does not interfere with 
the FBI in any way, shape, or manner? 

■ Mr. TTOINGS. That is correct. It 
does not Interfci'c with it in the slightest 
degree. Are there any other questions? 
If not, I do not desire to hold the floor, 
but 1 hope the debate will not be too 
greatly extended, that we may draw the 
issue, "Whatever it Is, and have the Senate 
on record, and I hope, with overwhelm- 
ing support. 

• The VICE PRESIDENT. The bill Is 
open to amendment. 

Mr. LANGER and Mr. NEELY ad- 
dressed the Chair, 

The VICE PRESIDENT. The Senator 
from North Dakota. 

ESr. I.ANGER. I yield to the Senator 
from West Virginia. 

Mr. NEELY. I thank the Senator, but 
X v/ant the floor in my own time. 

Mr. LANGER. Mr. President, I have 
listened with considerable interest to the 
Senator from Maryland. I agree with 
him that in general the purposes of the 
bill are fine, I agree with him that it is 
one of the most Important bills ever to 
come upon the Senate floor. But I totally 
disagree with him as to two aspects of 
the bill. With respect to those aspects of 
the bill, I propose to offer amendments 
in the hope that we may be able to make 
the bill what it ought to be.

So, Mr. President, wc have a situation 
in America wherein the House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a bill without having 
full and detailed information of the pro- 
vision.s of the bill, without, as a matter of 
fact, knowing exactly what the purpose 

of the bill was. and so far as I know 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGEP,. I decline to yield at this 
time. A little bit later, I shall be glad 
to yield to the Senator. I say that so far 
as I know. It is the first time In the his- 
tory either of the House or of the Senate 
that any report contained the statement: 

The report dees not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of the proposed Icglslr.tlon In view of the 
fact that much of such Inform.atlon Is of 
highly confidential cafurc. 

Mr. President, I ask every Senator, if 
he will, to compare the House report 
with the Senate report. It will be found 
that they are almost identical, with the 
exception of the three or four lines which 
I have just quoted. In other words, in 
the House there were a few Representa- 
tives who objected to the bill. By read- 
ing the proceedings of the Hou.se yes- 
terday it became apparent that lliose 
Representatives resented the fact that 
they were asked to vote for a bill wltich 
had not been reported to them in its 
entirety, a bill as to wluch there was 
some secret, confidential information 
they had not obtained. The result was 
that when the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services s’ubmittcd its report 
those four lines were ciiminated. 

What did P.eprescniaiivc CEttrn. 
chairman of the HcU'c Committee on 
the Judiciary, say about the bill? I read 
from the debate in the Iiou.se. on Marc.". 

7, at page ISEo, ivir, Ceslek's statement: 

Mr. Speaker, alt’-.oush I do not like the 
hush-hush business surrounding this bill. I 
shall not oppose it. Certainly If the mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces Committee can 
hear the detailed information to support this 
bill why cannot our entire membersiilj?? 
Are* they the Srahrr.ins and we the untouch- 
ables? Secrecy !s the str.swcr. What Is secret 
about the membership o: an entire commit- 
tee hearing the lurid- reasons? In Vasn- 
Ington three men cfin l:ecp a secret 11 two 
men die. It Is lU:e the old lady who said. 
*‘Z can keep a secret but the people I tea It 
to, cannot.’* . , 

I must counter the remarks of the previcua 
speaker. We have ir. the bill this very sig- 
nificant language "for permanent res.denco 
without regard to their laadmlssiblUty under 
the Immigration or ;iny other laws or rc3;u- 

In the first place, if there had not been 
a closed role, I would have made the point 
of order to strike out this provision because 
it Is exclusively within the province of the 
Committee on tho Judiciary and is nov the 
business of the Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices. The Committee on Armed Services 
has nothing to do with immigration.

COMMENDATION OF PHKJP MDEEAY AND 

THE CIO FOR OUSTING COMMUNISTS 

Mr. MAKTIN. Mr. President, I rise to 
express commendation and my jiersonnel 
appreciation ot the sound action taken by 
Philip Murray and the executive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days, I refer to 
the forthright drive to rid that great 
labor organization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of some of its 
unions. 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For my part, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
demanded that it purge itself of the 
Communist-card carriers and the fellow 
travelers ivho have had such great influ- 
ence In its activities. And for years, be- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CIO have called me a wide variety 
of names — none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the rule-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, its In.sistence that 
public ofiicials take care of it first, ahead 
of the welfare of the public as a whole. 
1 shall ’always object to such tactics, 
■whether they come from labor, industry, 
politics, or from any other source. Includ- 
ing the Federal bureaucrats. 

But v.’hen Philip Murray and his CIO 
do a fine and coui'ageous thing, even 
though belatedly, I feel that they should 
be commended and congratulated. 

■ I hesitated for several days to make 
this statement on the floor of the Senate. 
I believed it should and would come from 
the CIO’s friends in the Senate, those 
who have backed Its activities, and who 
In turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAC votes. 

But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward on this floor to laud that 
organization for its Increasingly success- 
ful fight to get rid of the foul fumes of 
communism which pervade some sections 
of the CIO. 

Since I believe that public recognition 
'Is due Mr. Murray and the CIO. I have 
decided that I slrould call attention to 
their action, rather than let it go un- 
noted on the floor of the United States 
Senate. 

I want to remind the Senate that 
Philip Murray, national pi'esldent of the 
CIO and of its steelworkers, is a Pena- 
sylvaniaiu He is a former coal miner of 
my State; in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
homo county. Ho rose to his present 
eminence by hard work, and full use of 
his intelligence. He is and always has 
been strongly anU-Communlst. 

V/hat Is ■new and im,oortant is that 
finally he has been able to rally enough 
other leaders ot his organization to make 
the drive which Is presently succeeding. 

Mr. Prc-sldcnt, I commend to the 
■United States Senate the action ot tho 
CIO board, which met*^ Jn 'y^hto& 
ton the other day andunaW cJeafTlmfrt 
will no longer tolerate Communists and 
Communist sympathizers In high places 


It Is appropriate also at this time to 
suggest similar action by those bureau- 
crats who. willfully or otherwise, have 
closed their eyes to the dangers of com- 
munism in this country. I recommend 
that they face this situation v/ith vigor 
mid courage, and take such steps as are 
necessary to drive o’u; every Communist 
who holds a place in o’ur Government. 
ADMINISTRATION OF CENTRAL EfTZLU- , 
OUNCE AGENCY 

. 'The Senate resumed the cor.s;dcratIon 
of the bill (H. R. 2GG3) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
1947. and for other purposes. 

Mr. TYDIKGS. Mr. President. I 
should like to make a brief explanation 
of the pending bill. It is similar to one 
whicli was passed unanimously by the 
Senate at the last session. The bill 
presently before us is a Kou.se bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, as I 
recall, by a large favorable vote; I think 
there were only about fo'ur votes in op- 
position to It. It is called the Central 
Intelligence Agency biii. 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by some persons as of little impor- 
tance. in my opinion, for whatever it may 
bo worth, it is one of 'the most important 
pieces of legislation which wo shall con- 
sider in this Congress. I say that for 
the reason that it is Importar.’i, that oiar 
military ■ authorities be completely ad- 

■ •vised in regard to what is taking place in 

■ the world, so that they may constantly 
make an estimation of the probable dan- 
gers which eventually may confront our 
country, and of ho'w they may deal with 
them. 

, The bill relates entirely to matters 
external to the United States: it has 
nrlhing’ to do with internal America. 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the domestic scene in any manner, shape, 
or form. 

The work to v;hich the bill relates Is 
dangerous v/ork. In. many localities 
where representatives of otm Govern- 
ment may go In cuest of information, if 
they are detected they are likely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very Jives. I should say It Is not im- 
probable — and I am measuring my 
words — that many men working for our 
government already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in attempting to gather 
Information of a nat’ure vital to our 
country. Particularly v/hen our soldiers 
are stationed abroad in such goodly num- 
bers in many countries, and where there 
are at times the possibilities of conflict, it 
is important that a variety of useful in- 
formation be assembled. In case of need— 
not that we are going to use it to make 
war, but so that wc may use It in the 
event war is made upon us, so as to save 
the lives of citizens of our country and 
even the lives of civilians who are not 
citizens of our country, but who might 

This bill has the approval of the State

to this countiY of an immigrr nt who 
would give us valuable informa’Jor.. Toe 
Senator from Nevada has read the bill 
and has given his written approval of it. 

I am available now to answer Ques- 
tions, insofar as I can, by Senators who 
are not members of the committee, v.'ro 
perhaps would like to have some ir.fo;'- 
mation which I have not covcrec in this 
brief summary. I have no desire to take 
up the time of the Senate in an exceriSive 
analysis of the bill, but I think I have 
indicated enough to show what its gen- 
eral purport is and how important ;t 
might he in conceivable circurr.st tnoes to 
the safety and the lives of people in ar.d 
out of uniform in our O’wn countrv. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. President. ■wM 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the Senator 
from Virginia. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. I should like tc 
ask the distinguished Senator from Mar.-- 
land whether the program is to supplant 
the present counterintelligence work a:

Mr. TYDINGS. I may say the b.ll 
changes nothing that is not nov/ ;n exist- 
ence insofar as foreign iatellii:er.ce is 
concerned It i.s already provided :m 
the Unification Act that there shall 'ot 
a central intelligence agency chargoc 
wnth these duties, but un fortune teiy tlvo 
provision is couched in a generality, 
and this bill is to give the agency, inas- 
much as we have It anyway, the mechan. 
Ics so it can bo more effective than it 
could otherwise be. 

. Mr. ROBERTSON. I may say to my 
disUnguished colleague that I am in f-uV: 
■sympathy with the purpose of the 'ml. 
and shall gladly support it. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I say in conclusic n, 
we must always know the size of the ar- 
mies of other co’ontrles. we mu-st know 
what their air potential is. whr.t inven- 
t;.,ns they are pursuing, v/hat the peopl : 
In a 'possible enemy country are likely 
think or are likely to do. or how rhev 
are likely to react to a given circ’j:r.- 
stance. We cannot merely take the wc.-d 
always of the governmental a-cthor.t.ci 
who are for the moment in charge o; 
those countries. We have to kno’.v the 
real truth, and it is In order to do tlris 
that we have such an agency as this, that 
the logistics that flow from this informa- 
tion may be always available in the time 
of emergency. 

Mr. CAIN. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

The VICE PRESIDENT. Does the 
Senator from Maryland yield tc the Sen- 
ator from Washington? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield.

The PRESIDING OPEICER. The ■

ADMINISTRATION CP CENTRAL INTELLI- 
GENCE AGENCY— EILL PASSED OVER 

The bill (H. R. 2663) to provide for the 
administration o: the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
1047. and for otber purposes, was an- 
nounced as next in order. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, I should 
like to make a brief explanation of the 
bill. This i.s a very Important bill to 
tho.se wlio arc Idcntiricd v.'illi the Central 
Intelligence Agency. In modern times It 
is nccessai’y to assom'oio all the Informa- 
tion that can be obtained concerning our 
own national security and its relation- 
ship to the national security of other 
countries. All governments— we might 
as well be frank about it — utilize every 
reasonable agency they can to assemble 
desirable information concerning the ac- 
tivities of other governments. Some- 
times in some countries men who are 
engaged in trying to find out what is 
going on lose their lives. They are 
caught, held as spies, and liquidated. 
They are never heard of again. The bill 
does not provide for any new activity. 
What it does particularly Is to seek to 
safeguard infor.mation procured by 
agents of the Government so that it will 
not fall into the hands of enemy coun- 
tries or potential cne.my countries who 
would use the information to discover 
who the agents were, and kill them. 

To my certain knowledge, in a certain 
area, not many years ago three good 
Americans who were trying to serve their 
Government by finding out whether the 
intentions of another government were 
strictly bonora'ole were liquidated. The 
men wore detected and killed. What tlie 
bill does is to seek to keep their names 
and identities out of the normal account- 
ing channels, so -that they cannot be 
picked up throug'a the promiscuous dis- 
semination of Information. That Is the 
principal point in the bill. 

I shall not ask for its immediate con- 
sideration. I know there are some Sen- 
ators, one of whom is my good friend 
and colleague, the Senator from North 
Dakota, who wants more time to look 
into it. But I wanted to make this brief 
explanation, so that Senators would have 
in mind what is in the bill as they con-, 
sider it and read it In the future. I shall 
be very glad to yield, within, the time 
limit that is left to me, to answer. If I 
can, any question any Senator may de- 
sire to raise.

.Now, what authority Is Granted in the 
proposed legislation? Well, the bill cre- 
ates a seal of cKlce for the Central In- 
telligence Agency. It extends to it cer- 
tain provisions of the Armed Services 
Procurement Act of 1947. It permits the 
Director to provide for special instruc- 
tion and training of agency personnel. 
It provlde-s for travel allowances and ex- 
penses for agency personnel. It permits 
agency personnel to return to the United 
States on leave after 2 years of foreign 
service. It provides for the payment of 
transporting and storing household be- 
longings. It provides for the health of 
employees overseas by permitting the 
payment of travel expenses to the nearest 
adequate medical facilities when local 
medical facilities are Inadequate. It pro- 
vides for the establishment of first aid 
stations at pos ts overseas. It provides for 
physical examinations for all employees. 
It provides for transporting the remains 
of an employee or a member of his family 
who may die while overseas, and It pro- 
vides that the agency may recruit foreign 
nationals abroad where citizens of the 
United States ere not avaUable for such 


the installation of necessary equipment. 
The bill also eliminates the agency from, 
the requirements of law which result la 
the publication of personnel data in the 
Official Register of the United States, and 
exempts the Bureau of the Budget from 
the necessity of including in its public 
report to the Congress the agency’s per- 
sonnel strength. This information has 
not heretofore been made public and 
must, of course, continue not to be made 
public, and this merely legalizes such 
action. 

The most widely publicized feature of 
the bin is that v.lth respect to the pro- 
vision which provides for the admission, 
of ICO aliens for permanent residence in 
the United States. This will only be done 
when the Director and the Attorney Gen- 
eral concur in the admission of such 
aliens and will permit the agency to offer 
to certain defectors and others the 
greatest reward possible in this world 
today, residency in the United States, 
These people will be carefully screened 
and their admission will only be in the 
best interests of the United States, and, 
furthermore, if at a later cate they should 
prove undesirable they can be deported. 

Another section of the bill provides 
that the agency may spend sums made 
available to it w-ithout regard to pro- 
visions of existing law. It also permits 
the expenditure cf funds for confidential . 
purposes to be solely accounted for by 
certification of the Director. This is not 
unusual. The State Department has 
such authority, as does the Atomic 
Energy Commission, and, for that mat- 
ter, so in cflect do all branches of the 
. armed services. 

Therefore the only significant feature 
of this bill which will be completely new 
in all respects will be that pertaining to 
the admission of 100 aliens in the United 
States. 

There has been a great deal of discus- 
sion as to why the committee meetings 
were conducted in executive session with- 
out a stenograp'r.ic record being kept.

Ncr would it be v.'ise to 
announce Just where our CIA is operat- 
ing. or how they are operating, or what

But in order for a congressional com- 
mittee to properly analyze a bill granting 
authority to an agency to perform certain 
functions, it seemed wise to obtain this 
information but not to make it public. 

This bill will enable the agency to have 
legal authority for practically all the 
things it is now doing. You will note that 
the National Security Act specifically ex- 
cludes the agency from Internal sccur'lty 
functions. There is no problem of in- 
vasion of the rights of American citizens 
Involved in this -legislation.

We are sus- 
pendinjj all laws with rccard to Govern- 
ment expenditures, and we are asking 
the Memhers of Congress to suspend 
their prerogatives and cease to do their 
duty on legislation with full explanation 
of Ore legislation. Of course, there are 
times when bills get by. We cannot all 
be up to date on everything. We might 
-not know what Is in a bill. That hap- 
pens. But this time we arc told that we 
arc not supposed to know what Is In the 
bill. I want to read that again, and 1 
hope.lt will sink In: 

Tlie report <do«s not contain a full and 
detailed explanation of all of the provisions 
of tlie proposed legislation In view of tho 
fact that much of such information Is of a 
highly conlldcutlal nature. 

CongrcM Is susjjending its right to leg- 
islate and we are being asked to do this 
In furtherance of a cold war. This Is 
Illustrative of what this imperialist cold 
war is Imposing on the people of a coun- 
try: Suspending its civil liberties. Inva- 
sion of the labor movement by intelli- 
gence agents, admission of undesirables — 
undesirable in any democracy — and ask- 
ing Members of Congress to suspend 
their prerogative to pass on legislation. 

• But you say this Is dealing with espio- 
nage, that this is done for the sake of se- ‘ 
curity. I refuse to believe that our Na- 
tion is so unsafe from a security stand- 
point that we have to suspend not only 
the civil liberties of the people but the 
legislative prerogatives of the Represent- 
atives of tile people in the Congress. If 
you want to do this In the hope that a 
newspaper will not criticize you for vot- 
ing against it because of the hysteria 
which is being whipped up, that is your 
.privilege; but I submit that the situation 
Is obvious; Hysteria is used to undermine. 

■ the civil liberties of the people and ex- 
tend the military control — ^military con- 
trol — I •emphasize that, over the lives 
and thinking of the people of these 
United States. 

Mr. Spealccr, I reserve the balance of 
my time. 

Mr, VIHEON. I." •. Speaker, I yield the 
balance of my time to the distinguished 
gentleman from Missouri IMr.

The SPEAICSR. The gentleman from 
Missouri Is recognized for 4 minutes. 

Mr. SHOIiT. Mr. Speaker, there Is 
. some plausibility In . the argument ad- 
vanced by the gentleman from New York. 

I suppose that none of us in the Chamber 
at this moment likes this particular kind 
of legislation, buti think we all v/ill agree 
that tho weakest link in our chain of 
national defense In days gone by has 
been In a weak Intelligence system. The 
Germans, the Russians, the British, have 
had far better systems of intelligence 
than have we, and in spite of all our 
tvcalth and power and might we have 
been cxccptionaliy weak in p.sychological 
warfare notwithstanding the fact tlrat an 
idea is perhaps the most powerful weapon 
on this earth. 

The pending bill, H. R. 26S3, Is sub- 
stantially tho saim0i*|%^(J£pt,|vIf^e 
was introduced in tneEJwtietn Congress, 
unanimously reported by the Senate 
Committee on the Armed Services, and 


passed the Senate. A companion bill 
was unanimously reported by the House 
Committee on the Armed Services, but 
due to lack of time it failed of passage In 
the Eightieth Congress. 

The purpose of this bill Is simply to 
give the Central Intelligence Agency au- 
thority that is necessary for its proper 
administration. It is true that we will 
bring in not to exceed 100 persons a year, 
but before they are admitted they wDl be 
carefully screened by both the Director 
of Central Intelligence and the Attorney 
General of the United States. They act 
jointly, and It Is absolutely essential that 
some of the information given to mem- 
bers of our committee as was given to 
members of the Rules Committee, must 
be kept confidential, because it is of a 
secret nature. The FBI does not adver- 
tise the movements it makes in the ap- 
prehension of a criminal. Our intelli- 
gence efneers to be effective and in their 
own defense as well as the country’s 
must keep many of their movements 
secret. I think it would be supreme folly 
for us to discuss every phase and ramifi- 
cation of a bill that is of such a highly 
confidential nature. 

Mr. DURHAM. Mr. Speaker, will the 
gentleman yield? 

Mr. SHORT. I yield to the gentleman 
from North Carolina. 

Mr. DURHAM. Did the committee 
satisfy itself as to the expenditure of this 
fund? 

Mr. SHORT. It did, and there is a 
definite limitation upon this. V/e limited 
not only the number of persons to be 
admitted but also the amount of money 
to be expended: however, we are not 
telling how, when, where, or to whom 
the money will go. V/e cannot, because 
of the very nature of the problem. 

I am, glad the gentleman from New 
York quoted from page 6 of the commit- 
tee report because the language itself is 
self-explanatory. You are going to have 
to trust somebody, Mr. Speaker, and 
while perhaps it is asking too much for 
you to trust the members of the Com- 
mittee on the -Armed Services I think 
you can 'trust the Committee on Rules 
or any other committee of this House. 
Both committees mentioned reported 
this bill unanimously. 

We are engaged In a highly dangerous 
business. It is something I naturally 
abhor but sometimes you are compelled 
to fight fire with fire. There is no other 
way out of it so far as I can see and 
perhaps the less we say in public about 
this bill the better of; all of us will be.

Mr. MARTIN. Mr. Rreiicicnt, I rise to 
express commendation and my personnel 
appreciation of the sound action taken by 
Philip I.Iurray and the executive commit- 
tee of the CIO in recent days. I refer to 
the forthright drive to rid that great 
labor org.ar.ization of the Communist 
taint in the leadership of some of its 
unions. 

The CIO has never been on my side. 
In fact, it has been one of the most 
active of my political opponents. 

For niy part, I have found fault with 
the CIO many times. For years I have 
demanded that it purge itself of the 
Communist- card carriers and the fellow 
travelers who have had such great influ- 
ence in its activities. And for years, be- 
cause cf this demand, some members of 
the CIO have called me a wide variety 
of names — none of them pleasant. 

I have also criticized the ru!e-or-ruin 
tactics of the CIO, its insistence that 
public take care of it first, ahead 

of the welfare of the public as a whole. 

I shall always object to such tactics, 
whether they come from labor, industry, 
politics, or from any other .source, includ- 
ing tne A'ccioral bureaucrawS, 

But when Philip Murray and his CIO 
do a fine and courageous thing, even 
though belatedly. I feel that they should 
be commended and congratulated. 

■ 1 hesitated for several days to make 
this statement on the Hcor of the Senate. 

I believed it should and would come from 
the CIO's friends in the Senate, those 
who have backed its activities, and who 
in turn have been the beneficiaries of 
PAG voles. 

But, oddly enough, none of them has 
come forward or. this floor to laud that 
organization for its increasingly success- 
ful fight to get rid of the fo'ul fumes of 
communism v;hieh pervade some sections 
of the CIO. 

Since I believe that public recognition 
' is cue Mr. Murray and the CIO, I have 
decided that I should call attention to 
their action, rather than let It go un- 
noted on the floor of the United States 
Senate. 

I want to remind the Senate that 
Philip Murray, national president of the 
CIO and of its steelworkers. Is a Penn- 
sylvanian. He is a former coal miner of 
my State: in fact, he worked in the coal 
mines of Washington County, my own 
home county. Ko rose to his present 
eminence by hard work and fufi use of 
his intelligence. He Is and always has 
been strongly anti- Communist. 

What is now and Important Is that 
finally he has been able to rally enough 
other leadens of his organization to make 
the drive which is presently succeeding.

'The Senate resumed the consideration 
of the bill <H. H,. 23G3) to provide for the 
administration of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to 
section 102, National Security Act of 
19>I7. and for other purposes. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President,’ I 
should like to ma'.te a brief explanation 
of the pending bill. It Is similar to one 
which was pa.sscd unanimously by the 
Senate at the last session. The bill 
presently before us is a House bill which 
passed the House of Representatives, as I 
recall, by a large favora’ole vote; I think 
there were only a'oout four votes in op- 
position to it. It is called the Central 
intelligence Agency bill. 

Although this measure may be looked 
upon by so.me persons as of little impor- 
tance. in my opinion, for whatever It may 
be worth. It is one of the most important 
pieces of legislation which we shall con- 
sider in this Congress. I say that for 
the reason that it is important that our 
military authorities be completely ad- 
vised in reg.ard to what is taking place in 
the worlc., . that they may constantly 
make an esti.mation of the probable dan- 
gers v.Wch eventually may confront our 
country, and of how they may deal with 
them. 

The bill relates entirely to matters 
external to the United States; it has 
nothing to do with Internal A.merlca. 
It relates to the gathering of facts and 
Information beyond the borders of the 
United States. It has no application to 
the domestic scene in any manner, shape, 
or form. 

The work to w’nich the bill relates Is 
dangerous work. In many localities 
v.'here representatives of cur Govern- 
ment may go In Quest of information. If 
they are detected they are likely to pay 
for their adventuresome spirit with their 
very lives. I should say It is not Im- 
probable — and I am measuring my 
■words — that many men working for our 
government already have paid the su- 
preme sacrifice in attempting to gather 
information of a nature vital to our 
country. Particularly when our soldiers 
ate stationed abroad in such goodly num- 
bers In many countries, and where there 
are at times the possibilities of conflict. It. 
Is Important that a variety of useful in- 
formation be assembled, In case of need — 
not that we are going to use it to make 
war. but so that vre may use it in the 
event war is made upon us, so as to save 
the lives of citizens of our country and 
even the lives of civilians vriio are not 


military department of the Government.

I am available nov/ to answer Ques- 
tions, Insofar as I can, by Senato-s who 
are not members of the committee, who 
perhaps vrould like to have some infor- 
mation which I have not covered in thLs 
brief summary. I have no desire ,o take 
up the time of the Senate In. an e>;;ensiv»- 
analysls of the bill, but I think I have 
indicated enough to shisw what i s gen- 
eral purport is and how impor.ant lu 
might be in conceivable circumstances to 
the safety and the lives of people in and 
out of uniform in our own country. 

Mr. ROBERTSON. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. TYDINGS. I yield to the ficnator 
from Virginia.

Mr. TYDINGS. 1 say In conclusion, 
we must always know the size of the a: - 
mles of other countries, we rnu.k know 
what their air potential Is, what invei.- 
t'.ms they are pursuing, v/hat th ; peopit 
In a possible enemy country are akely ;,o 
think or are likely to do, or hu'w they 
are likely to react to a given clrcuni- 
stance.

Vnicncvcr the Director and the At~ 
torncy General sh.Vil determine that the 
c.ntry of n particular alien Into the United 
Smtes for permanent residence Is In the in-

V/hat is the situation. Mr. President?

Al- 
recvdy there are five or six million aliens 
in this country. Already the Attorney

there. Already .sc.-ne have chased over 
to the United States. Xing Peter of 
Yugoslavia was riding In Connecticut, 
going at the rate of 70 or 60 miles an 
hour, when he was arrested for speeding 
and endangering the lives of persons 
along the highway. Ko claimed im- 
munity. Ke .said, "I cannot be arrested." 
The police of the State of Connecticut 
released him. A few nights later he was 
in a place in Nev/ York called the Stork 
Club. I discussed this Incident with my 
distinguished friend from Maiyland. Ke 
said he was thoroughly familiar with the 
Stork Club, ■ It so happens that I am 
not familiar with it, I do not know how 
large a place it is, but it seems they have 
certain favorite tables In that club. At 
any evtmt. when tl’.c cx-Xing of Yugo- 
slavia cropped in. he was not given the 
best table. Ke was given what he 
thought was a second-best table. So he 
started a rumpus, and, as I remember, 
the police were sent for and the manager 
of the Stork Club stood firm and said he 
v/ould not take the table away from the 
people v/ho occupied It and give it to the 
so-called King of Yugoslavia. 

There Is nothing to prevent all the ex- 
crov/n princes and persons of so-called 
blue blood or royal blood, with whose 
names I am not familiar, but whom my 
distingui.shed friend from Maryland 
know's by heart — he knows .some of them 
by their first names, I found In discuss- 
ing the matter v.uth him — there Is noth- 
ing to prevent their coming In at any 
time. They do not have to enter as other 
individuals do. A.il they have to do is to 
get the Attorney General and the Direc- 
tor to ?r.y, "Como or. in." They do not

passed in order to protect citize.n.s of 
the United States. 

When this bill was before the House, 
another Representative had much to .say 
about it. Before I taiic that up, I repeat 
w.hat I have already said, I Intend to oficr 
an amendment to c’i.min.ato section 8. Tf 
the proponents of the bill want section 8, 
If they want to have the power l.o let a 
hundred people come into the United 
States, and If they are people who for 
national security reasons should come in, 
I have not a.ny objection to having a 
separate bill introduced and presented 
to the proper comnnittcc, and with proper 
safegu.irds we can see that people who 
will help the United Slr.tcs can get into 
our country in 24 hours, a:; ilie report 
made by the Commilti c on Armed Ser- 
vices .says they want the law to be. 

Why stick in this section 8? It is stuck 
into a bill where it has absolutely no 
right to be. It Is stuck into a bill which 
deals with contracts, into a bill which 
provides that the Director of the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency may make con- 
tracts involvl.ng up to $1,000, that he can 
buy things in an emergency, and ail that 
sort o: thing. Then cut of a clear sky 
they stick in section 3, providing that 
100 people may be ad.mittcd without re- 
gard to the immigration laws of our 
coiinlr}’. 

Mr. President, both the distinguished 
Senator from Massachusetts .and the dis- 
tinguished Senator fro.m Maryland a few 
moments ago stated that this bill had 
nothing to do with the internal afialrs of 
this country at all, that it dealt only 
•with territory outside the continental 
United States. Let me read subdivision 
(B) on page 7: 

V/Ulle la the contlr.catal United States on 
le.tve, the ser.’ico o! ar .7 cScer or employee 
shall be available for work or duties In the 
agency or elsewhere, hut the tints of such 
work or duties shall no; be counted as le.avc. 

The Senator from Maryland says 
that what is provided for in the bill is 
being done new, that the Kavy and the 
Ai-rny and other branches of our Gevem- 
ment have thousands of these psopie. I 
have not tha least objection to tailing all 
of them and putting them under the Cen- 
tral Intelligence. I have not any objec- 
tion at ail to that being do.-.e, and the 
cost to our taxpayers being reduced, pro- 
vided the people do their work cu-iSlde 
this country, just as v/as alleged a few 
moments ago by the distinguished Sena- 
tor from I.Iaryland is being done. 

Mr. TYDIXGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator from North Dakota yield? 

Mr. LAXGER. I yield to the Senator 
from Maryland. 

Mr. TYDING3. I share the Senator’s 
concern, and I am glad ho wants m be 
reassured In reference to this matter. 
But lot me correct the Senator. I never 
said that the Army and tho Navy had 
'thousands of men engaged in this ser.'lce. 
So far as I know, the Army and Navy 
have no one engaged In it. 

To come down to the point the Sen- 
ator raises as to paragraph (3) on page 
7, that will apply only v/hea the agents 


and then sent out. They do no work in 
the United State.s, but they do h.a.c to 
come back to be indoctfinated into all 
the diracultic.s which will confront them 
wl'.on they take up a new task. Tliat is 
the only purpose. 

I knov/ the Senator may not agree with 
me, but ho know.<; I would hot deceivr'. him 
in any scn.se of the word as to th!-, bill 
or any other matter, and I can snsurc 
him, after thorough investigation, that 
none of these agents will work at all in 
tile United States. Tlio only time Urey 
will do anything here Is when they come, 
cither on leave to visit Uielr family’s, or 
come b.ack. if they arc changing their 
stations, to be rctndoctrinatcd. 

Mr. DANGER. The Stmator said that 
the Army and the Navy had none of 
these people hero, yet he told u.s rx'. half 
an hour ago that all the work that is con- 
templated by tire bill is being perfoimcd 
here now by agencies. What are those 
agencies? 

Mr. TYDIKGS. It is being perfo. med 
by the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which is a branch of the .National secu- 
rity Council. It works under the Na- 
tional Security Cotmcil. It advise;, the 
President. 

Mr. LANGER. The Senator knows 
that we have a Naval Intelligence, and 
he knows we have a Militai'y latcllig -r.ee. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If the Senator will 
permit me to complete uiy answer, he 
has gotten the two things confused, un- 
derstandably. Army Intelligence deals 
primarU'y with logistics. We know 'now 
large a certain ai'my Is, we know hew 
large a certain navy is,' we know how 
many airplanes another country has. 
v/e know how many trucks he has. Na- 
val Intelligence deals primarily with na- 
vies, or the logistics of moving or deal- 
ing with armaments In the Itands of a 
possl’ole enemy. The organization we 
are here conckmed with is primarily es- 
tablished to find out what the intention 
of a possible enemy is, what he is doing, 
what he is concealing, Ijis movemonts. 
what the people In the foreign co-. ntry 
think and assorted Information of tre- 
mendous value on a military plane. 

There are none of th(u,e agents who 
work in the United Statij.s. I hope- the 
Senator will take my word for that. V/e 
went Into that subject very thorouithly 
in the committee, and all this wo.k is 
completely outside the United States, 
except for the Indoctrination. nicn 
must take place whenever an agent is 
sent Into a nev/ field. 

Let us suppQ.se an agent is being se.-.t 
to Country X. Kc has to be told -i hat 
ho is to do in Country X, he has io be 
told what the customs are in Country 
X, ho has to bo furnished with a variety 
of information so tlrat ho can work 
there unobserved and obtain info, .r.a- 
tion, and, to tcit the tndh, so that, he 
will not be killed, as In some cases men 
have been killed. The reason why there 
must be secrecy is that v/a do net want 
men to lose their lives, aitd I regret to

V.'hcn men undertate this character 
ol wort, they tato it on the understand- 
ing that they may not come back, be- 
cause in some cases when tirey are 
caught they are put to death. We might 
as well say that on the f.oor of the Sen- 
ate. tVe are dealing with the lives of 
men who are in this service, and for 
that reason th.cre has to be a great deal 
of secrecy thrown around the work. 

Mr. hfr. President. I repeat 

v.’hat I said at the beginning of my argu- 
ment, that I agree fully, completely, en- 
tirely. ab.solutely. and wholly with the 
desire to protect the lives of these peo- 
ple working for our Government. 1 be- 
lieve in national security. 

Let me read what Mr. Sasscea said 
about ti'.e purpo.scs of the bill in the 
House of Representatives. I read from 
his statement: 

Jhr. EpeaSer, H. R. 2653 is a bill to provide 
for the icimmislratlor* of the Central In- 
telll^er.ce A?;enc7. There have been some 
mls^r.cep-vions aa to IM purposes. For this 
rea.'von, I would lihe to make certain broad 
str.te.'uer.ts concerning the bill and Its pur- 
poses bclcrs discus-slng It In detail. 

T.he Cc.-.tral Intelligence Agency was es- 
tablished as a successor to the Central In- 
telligence Group, under t.oe provisions of 
section 102 of the national Security Act of 
1347. 

Mow I Wish to ask the Senator from 
Maryland a question. 

Mr, TYDHIGS. Will the Senator 
allow me to make an observation- before 
he asks the question? 

Mr. L.-ASGSR. Certainly, 
jvfq, 'x if idjC-^Gcs. I should lifte to tell 
the Senator that the Senator from Mary- 
land was fortunate enough to have a 
boyhood friend who had charge of some 
of the mo.vt difficult and important work 
■undertaken In this line of activity dur- 
ing the war, and I have perhaps heard 
more of the ramifications of this service 
than any other man in Congress,^ be- 
cause I had the good fortune to sit at 
the feet of this particular individual, and 
I have heard him tell many things that 
happened, ana the difficulties en- 
countered. So I have a little more con- 
cern than I would have, had it not been 
for this personal experience. It Is only 
out of abundant caution, knowing how 
a little thing disclosed may put an agent 
in a very ciScult place, that the Senator 
fro-m Maryland has striven to be cau- 
tious in what he has said. 

Let me say a further word. Suppose 
a man is a citizen of country A, Sup- 
pose he comes to our representative and 
says. "I am a citizen of country A, but 
country A does not like your country. 
I do like your country. I should like to 
work for yo'ur country,’* Suppose thau 
man is working in some official capacity 
in cou.-.try A, and we employ him. and 
get infe.-mation we may desire If that 
man wore to be detected ho must know in 
advance that he can co:ne to the United 
Slates, that he can e.scape, and secure 
asylum here. Otherwise, on his return, 
" be confronted with the general 


dangerous work we will have to give 
them the a.ssurar.oe that we will stand 
behind them In the event they arc 
threatened with the loss of their lives If 
they are detected while working for our 
country. 

Mr. L.\NGEPv. l.fr. President, I agree 
v/lth every single word the Senator from 
Maryland has said. I repeat, however, 
that I agree also with the distinguished 
chairman of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary, Rep.-esentative CELLEa, 
when he said, on the question of immi- 
gration: 

O.T tb« question of irr.tr.lgration they are 
given carie 'clanobe, v.-iUy-al'.;y, to .adntlt 100 
persons under this particular provision, 
■which sho'Jld be Etrlc’uen Irooa the bill, or. If 
It is not stricken, certain safeguards should 
have been added. 

Mr. TYDIXG3. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGER. I yield. 

Mr. TYDIXG3. Let me say to the Sen- 
ator from North Dakota that no one can 
come into this country under the bill ex- 
cept with the approval of the Attorney 
General, who already has supervision 
over the immigration laws, and of the 
Secretary of Defense. A person cannot 
wait to secure a visa when his life is 
threatened. A man who undertakes this 
dangerous work w.ants to know chat he 
can come into the United States on 2 
minutes' notice; that he will be identified 
and given asylum here. Ke will not un- 
dertake such work unless he knows that. 

If he is detected and wants to See for his 
life, there is an open door into this coun- 
try foi v.'hich he is risking his life to 
serve, and that he will not have to go 
through the red tape of secui-ing a visa. 
Let me teil the Senater il'..al every gov- 
ernment on earth make.'; provision of this 
sort for men who work in the secret 
service. 

Mr. L-^^NGER. Mr. President, again I 
assure and rea.uyure and re-rcassure ihc , 
distinguished Senator from Maryland 
that he and I are in complete agreement 
on the matter of allowing entry to what- 
ever number of persons may be neces- 
sary; but. nevertheless. I agree with the 
distinguished chairman of the_ House 
Committee on the Judiciary when he 
says: 

This particular proviiion • • • should 
bo Strieker, from fac bill, or, if It Is not 
stricken, certain safeguards should have been 
added. 

Section S does not protect the people of 
the United States from having a group 
of Communists or Fascists, or whatever 
they may be, come into this country. 
Section 8, which in a proviso permits the 
entry of 100 persons a year, provides; 

Whenever the Elrector and the Attorney 
General sh.vU determine that the entry of 
a particular alien into tnc "United States for 
permanent rc.vldonco Is in tho interest of 
national security or essential to the further- 
ance of the national Inteillgenco mission, 
auch alien and his Immediate family shall 
bo given entry Into the United States for 
por.manjrit residence -without regard to their 
inadmlssi’oiiity under tho immigratiori or 
any other la'ws and regulations, or to tho 
failure to comply vUfr. such laws and regula 


diction over thc.se persons after they gt- 
into our country. When they come Iiere 
they are on an absdiutc par with the 
distinguished Senateir from Maryland, 
They can go wherever they went to go. 
they can do what they want to do. There 
Is no provision that they mv-st m.ake 
reports. There is no provision for fol- 
lowing them up. That is why I say that, 
agreeing as I do with the distinguished 
Senator from Marjdand. I b. iieve wc 
should place some safeguards hr socticu 
8, or else keep such aliens on of the 
country. 

Mr. TYDIMGS. Mr. President, v.dil 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGSR. I yield. 

Iilr. TYDINGS. Ih the firs; place. I 
believe the Senator has covered a gr.at 
deal more territory than tlic fr.:u in tii-. 
bill warrant. For example King Peter, 
and all the princes ajid dukc.s :.nd otner 
royalty who visited: the Unitr-i Siatei 
during the war came in under ;-:a;e Dt - 
partment visas, and they h.vve r.c;h;:'.!i 
more to do with this bill than I h.ave lo 
do with the Chinese Comm'.;;-.!.-.

We have iuin’.i,gra'.;(vn 
laws to take care of the adi'ni.ssicr. of 
aliens. Under our immigration la-.vs 
safeguards can be placed arctmd the en- 
try of these 100 people. I w.int the .in- 
migration laws of the co-antty enfcrc'-d.. 
or, if necessary, sb changed as lo p; c- 
vlde safeguards when these h.ur.dred in- 
dividuals the SeiKitor wants exccpicd. 
are admitted into the count -y. 

JJr. TYDINGS. How would Uie S:. n- 
ator do that? 

Mr. LANGSR. I would have the sec- 
tion submitted to the Committee on the 
Judiciary and to the Immijraticn and 
Naturalization Service. 
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£r-.fcsun.-d.s he desires around them and 
around us? 

Mr. L.'iXGER. I would do exactly as 
the chair.’r.an of the House Committee on 
the Judiciary. Representative Celler, 
said we sliou'.d do. He suggc.sted the v/ay 
safeguard-s .should be placed around us. 

Mr. TYDIXGS. What are they? 

Mr. L.'iXGER. I would call in the Di- 
rector of Immigration and Naturalization 
and a.s!c him vrhat is necessary to be done 
in order to c.arry out the committee's 
recom.niendatio.ns. The Armed Services 
Committee did not do that. There are 
no safcguarcs contained In the bill at 
prc.sent. 

Mr, TYDINGS. Oh, yes; the Attor- 
ney General and the man who is charged 
with securing the Information to safe- 
guard the United States of America cer- 
tainly are not going to let come into the 
country someone v.’ho wants to do harm 
to the United States of America. The 
trouble is that Mr. Celler Is looicing 
upon this sort of activity practiced by 
ail gove.-r.mor.ts as If it were a regular, 
open, above-board, orthodox, give-and- 
take procedure. This is one of the 
things which ought not to be practiced 
by any goternment, but which every 
goveramenc has to practice In self-dc- 
fen.se. It is somewhat like war. No 
country ought to make war. A war is 
the most outrageous crime human be- 
ings have ever put their hands to. But 
so long as people are threatening to make 
war on 'us we have to be ready to protect 
P'ursel^es. That Is the philosophy of the 
bill. The lives of our men overseas in 
many cases depend on this bill having 
enough elasticity to it so it car. serve the 
purposes of the security of the country 
Without any undue delay. It may be the 
Senator's son or my son or so.meone else's 
son who is dependent upon the infor- 
mation which the Central Intelligence 
--.genoy will assemble for the protection 
o' our troops. 

Mr. L.M'rGSR. Mr. President, w'e are 
not at war at the present time. Repre- 
sentative Celuer yields to no man in 
patriotism. I have known ‘'Mauxy" 
Cellsk for over 30 years. For 24 years 
he has been a Member of the House. 
For 24 years he has been a member of 
the Committee on the Judiciary of the 
House, When "Ma.xnv” Celler says 
there ought to bo safeguards placed in 
the lav/ before ICO aliens are permitted 
to come into the country, I take the word 
of Representative Ceeler, the chairman 
of the House Co.m.mittce on the Judiciary. 
Ke is an outstanding patriot. He is an 
honest- gentleman, with a world of 
experience. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. L.-iNGS.R. I yield, 
ivfr. TYD..NGS, I sho’uld like to say 
thf.t I have served with Mr. Ceueer in 
the Houre of Representatives. I be- 
came a Me.’r.ccr of t'ne House of Repre- 
.>.er.tativcs_ and^Mr. Celler became a 
Mc.T.ber of the House cf Representatives 
In 1522. .My relations with him and r.f- 
fection for him and respect for him are 
cf the very highc.st order. What I say 
Is said with no reflection on him. But 
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vote was 343 in favor of th.e bill and only 
4 against_ the bill. Lot me say to the 
Senator that if this had be-en an immi- 
gration matter per .so Mr. Celler would 
nave secured 342 voi,es i-n support of his 
position, and only 4 votes would have 
been against his po.ution. This is not 
an immigration matter. It has nothing 
to do with immigration per se. This Is 
asylum for military agent.s who arc work- 
ing for the United States, and v/ho are 
faced with dea'.h if they are caught. V/c 
simply toll them, in advance that if the 
Director who employs them, and the At- 
torney General, who is detached from the 
Director, approves it, if they are detected 
and their lives are In danger they may 
com.e into the United States. After that, 
they are just the same as anyone else. 
They have no immunities or privileges. 

Mr. LANG2R. ?dr. President, tlie ar- 
gument that this biil has nothing to do 
with Im.migratlon is the sheerest non- 
sense. Again I quote J.-tr. Celler. At 
the end of his talk he sa.id: 

1 h.sve spokor. briefly to .aclvlris the Armed 
Services Committee to stic'.c to Its own knit- 
ting. When ImmlgT.-itlon Is involved, lot the 
proper committee be consulted — the Judi- 
ciary Co.mmlttce. 

That is the statement of a man who 
has bee.n a Member of the House for 24 
years. 

Mr. President, I Invite attention to 
page 7 of the bill, subparagraph (B). 
which reads as follows; 

Wl-iile in the contlnent.-.l United States on 
• leave, the scivlco of .any oflloer or employee 
thali be available for tvorU or duties in the 
Agency cr elsewhere, but the time of such 
work or duties shall not bo counted as leave. 

The services of such officer or employee 
are not to be used in this country. This 
bill deals with activities outside con- 
tinental United States. 

Mr, TYDINGS. That i.s correct. 

Mr, L.4NGER. If that be true, tvould 
the disting'Jishcd Senator be willing to 
accept an amendment in line 4 on page 7, 
after the word “shall" to insert the word 
“not" and strike out lines 6 and 7? 

^ Mr. TYDINGS. Will the Senator read 
the language as It would then be? 

Mr. LANGSR. Il would read: 

While In the continental United States 
on leave, the service of any oifleor or employes 
Shan not be available for tvor'u or duties 
In the agency or elsewhere. 

Mr. Ti’DINGS. I would accept that 
am.endmen; with one qualification, and 
that is that they can receive training 
here. If the Senator v/ill exclude train- 
ing, if his language Is liroad enough so 
that trainin.g and indoctrination are not 
included as work. I shall be delighted to 
accept the amendment. I do not want to 
tic up t'ne .si'.uution .so that when they get 
to the United States they cannot receive 
any training or indoctrination. They arc 
working then, but they are rot working 
on espionage in the United States. 

Mr. LANGER. Again I agree with the 
Senator from Maryland ICO percent. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let 'iis adopt lan.guago 
which will accompli.sh that p’urpose. 


Mr. L.'vNGER. I have the amendment 
- prepared. 
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the United States or receive p.ay wide 
they are here for indoctrir.ation and 
training, his language is most unf-jitu- 
nate.

Mr. LANGER. I am taklnr; tlio I.'.n- 
guage in the bill.

While In the continental Unltcu Stati-s ra 
leave, the service of any oflicer (,r emplo.-R 
shall not be available for work or clutirs -.a, 
the agency or elsewhere.

Mr. LANGER. I would not objert io 
his working in the agency, but I do r.ot 
want him to work olscwhcro. 

Mr. 'TYDINGS. I ask the Senator to 
read his own amendment. an.i see T t 
does not exclude wc^k in the iigency. 

Mr. LANGER. The dis .ingui,.hel 
Senator just said — -• 

Mr. TYDINGS. I cannot rccept r i 
amendment of that kind. 

Mr. LANGSR. Suppose the di.s'ii-i- 
guished Senator dnsft-s the axiiondment 
Mr. TYDINGS. L think the language 
is all right as it is. I am not com- 
plaining. 

Ml. LA.NGER. Tile Senator said iii* 
would accept the word “not." 

Mr. TYDINGS. I .said thrt I wciid 
accept the word "not" assuming thal'it 
allowed the man to work in the agenrv. 
and allowed him to be trained la t>'<’ 
United State.s. 

Mr. LANGSR. We can meet that .iif- 
ficulty very simply by adding the wore 
except." 

Mr. TYDINGS. Will the Senstor 
read the language a.s it would be with 
the word "except”? 

Mr, LANGER, It would ther read: 
V/hlle 1)1 the coiUltiKital Unltc.i Stater en 
le.avc, the service of any oflieer or cmplcy.’r 
shall hob be available for work or duties e-;- 
cept In the agency, and for training. 

■Mr. TYDINGS. How about orient: - 
tlon schools? 

Mr. L.4NGER. Let Us put that in. 

Mr. TYDINGS. If the Scimtor will 
complete his amendment, I am v/lli.ng 
to accept an amendment which Is con- 
cise and clear, and which dor;; not ;ii- 
clude the orthodox work of tlivAo .agc.U.s 
within the contlnonital United State- 
In my opinion, that is what Uu- prc.smt 
]angu.;me dne.s, 

OOe40Fi0OOt0O24QQO.1,^q. . .. . . 
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when these men come back they will be 
used to breah up labor unions. I do not 
believe it. 

Mr. TYDIHGS. Let me teil the Sen- 
ator how that foolish idea originated. 
Let us a-ssume that a laboring man is 
a part o; this organization, and that we 
w.ant to send him over to Germany, for 
example. Let us assume that he speahs 
Gorman. Ke may never have had any 
atniiation with a labor union. He is go- 
ing to associate with men both in and out 
of labor unions. Obviously he would 
have to be sent where labor unions meet 
and discuss questions, and where they act, 
so that he could get the feel of the situa- 
tion, and so that he would not be lilce a 
sore thumb sticking out when he reached 
a loreign country. He would need to 
know the techniques, the llr.gp. the 
habits, and so forth, of those ^wno are 
labor-union men, in order that he might 
be an eScient. undisclosed ofhcer galh- 
ering information, without any idea on 
the part of these who would give It, that 
the information was being imparted to 
our Government. 

Mr. LAXGEH. I fully agree with what 
the disUr.guished Senator says. 

Mr. TYDING3. I do not believe that 
the Senator can improve very much on 
the bill. The very questions which he 
has brought up have been thoroughly 
canvassed and considered by the com- 
mitiee. The exact language which we 
have accepted has been adopted as safe- 
guarding our internal affairs while giving 
the widest scope to the agents in the 
external f.eld. 

Mr. LAXGsa. The Senator may be 
correct 

^ Mr. TYDIXGS. V/e have been all over 
this question in great detail. V/itnesses 
have been interrogated at great length. 
The hearings have been extensive. V/e 
have considered every phase of the prob- 
lem. The Senator has not heard the 
testimony. Neither has Mr. CsLLsa, 
He did not attend one of the hearings — 
and properly so. because he was not sup- 
posed to attend them. 

Mr. L.'i.NGEP.. The Senator’s argu- 
ment sounds very strange to me, after 
the experiences which I have had on 
committees. For example, ta'xe the pay 
bill. After more than a month of hear- 
ings last year, although the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland and some of his 
colleagues were not present at the hear- 
ings, they offered amendment after 
amendment. What is there sacred about 
this bili. that it cannot be amended? 
It is the sa.me as any other bill. I think 
I have a good amendment. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

hfr. L-'iNGEH. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Let me say to my 
friend frona North Dakota that there is 
a great deal of difference between 
ame.-.dlng a pay bill and dealing with an 
extrc.mely sensitive and secretive func- 
tion of Government which ha,s to do with 
the lives of men, not in wartime, but in 
peacetime. When we fmd that a man. 
who has undertaken this work has not 


man who comes along to carry on the 
task from that point. 

I have already .'.aid nvaeh more in this 
debate than should be dlsciosad. I think 
this debate is unfortunate. I t.nink it 
ought to be in executive .session. I think 
there is a great deal oi meat in what 
must be said here in order to get the 
bill through, which is ;.erving those who 
are not friends of the uni'-oa States. 
This is one time v.uten there ought to be 
ssarecy. The whole atmosphere of the 
bill is secrecy. I regret that in ansv;er to 
the Senator’s questions I have been 
forced to disclose as much as I have dis- 
closed. We are not serving the United 
States or the brave m.en wh;^ are going 
forth under all kinds of dimculties to 
help to place the security of our , Nation, 
beyond peradventure. 

Mr. L.'tNGER. Mr. President. I yield 
to no man, including the distinguished 
Senator from Maryland, in patriotism. 
However, I will never stand on t'nis floor 
with a report and say, "We are not re- 
porting everything to this body which 
should be reported. We are keeping 
some of it back." The time has not yet 
come, during a period when we are not at 
war. when we cannot discuss any bill 
upon the f.oor of the Senate. So long as 
I am a Member of this body, whenever 
any proposal for appropriations is 
b.'ought before us. or a bill to draft the 
boys from the farms, or any other kind 
of bill, I will not stand idly by and say, 
"We cannot discuss it.’’ 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. president, will the 
Senator yield? 

Mr. LANGEP.. I yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Does the Senator 
think v.'e ought to tell how many men we 
have in t'nis service? 

Mr. lANGEH. I did not ask the Sena- 
tor any such question. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Docs the Senator 
think we ought to tell their names and 
ages? 

Mr. LANGEH. The Senator knows 
verj v/ell that I did not ask such a ques- 
tion. 

Mr. TYDINGS. It m.ight be pertinent 
Infor.-natlon. 

Mr, LANGEH. It might be; but I have 
not asked such foolish questions. 

When it comes to creating an agency, 

I see no harm in seeing to It that the 
wording of the bill is right. I for one 
am not gol.ng to take any chances with- 
out a pretest, even though I vote alone, 
against the establishment of a Gestapo 
in the united States by which people may 
be hounded ana harassed by a central 
bureau, or by anyone else. 

I know the £ne K'dr.d of the Senator 
from Maryland, and I know what a big 
heart he has. I know hew patriotic he 
Is. Ho is one of the few Mem’oers of this, 
body who has received the highest medal 
that it Is possible for a man In the 
United States to get. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

The PRESIDING OFFICER (Mr. Ke- 
rAtr/En in the chair.) Does the Senator 
frem North Dakota yield to the Senator 
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kota — and I hope he will forgive me ii X 
appear a bit vain in what I am about to 
say — that military and .scicniflc devel- 
opments have reached such wide rami- 
fications today that it is not always pos- 
sible to give to the Senate the detatiod 
information in regard to many things 
which we would be delighted to give to t.ne 
Senate or to have Senators who m e rot 
on the committee know if they could 
come to the hearings where we hear t'K.sa 
things. 

My reactions wes-e exactlj' the tame 
as t'nose of the Senator from Ko;lh 
Dakota when I fust approi'Ohcd tr.is 
bill. But if my judgment is tvorih any- 
thing — and In making this t atar.ttnt 1 
am carefully measuring my wo ds — a-ah 
Senators to know t’nat In my opin on 
this bill is carefully worked out. £;very 
safeguard which oouid possibly be put 
into it without de.strosing its puiposc 
has been put Into it. Our ce mmitteL; is 
unanimous about the bill, i ot be: aase 
we are in favor of espionage, for We are 
opposed to it, but because wc hoje it 
will not occur. 

So I hope t’ne Sehator from Nortt. Da- 
kota will not suggest the ame rdments he 
has indicated, because in my judgment 
they would do the bill more 'narm f-.u.-i 
any good whatsoesver which they ct tild 
possl’oly do. 

Mr. LANGEH. If we Icavt parattreob 
(B) the way it Is, It would do the country 
a great deal of haim . Know reads : 

(B) White in the contlncnt.'it United SiattL 
on leave, the service of any oTicc cr cravl vvc. 
shall be available for work or duties tn :he 
agency or elsewhere-— 

And so forth. Mr. President, my cits- 
tingulshed friend, the Senator from 
Maryland, has not had the osperierre I 
have had with being hounded by Mr. 
Icke.s’ men, when he was Secretary ai she 
Interior — ^whon, as Governor of the t.tate 
of North Dakota. I had men ' ollowing me 
all over the United States, r.nd my tele- 
phone in the Governor’s ofiice w'as tap- 
ped, and my desk in the Gov.jmor's oiSce 
was broken into by men whom Has-oid 
Ickes had snooping around trying to 
“pin” something on me — and when 
lar things happened to the Republican 
lieutenant governor of Iowa, for such at- 
tempts were likewise made tfi "pin" so;n.;- 
thlng on him. 

So I say to the Senator from M. r;,'- 
land that, in my judgment, the b.il ai 
now written would enable this a; cncy 
to send its men in.side the United 5i atts, 
'Into places Inside the Ur.lUA Stale.,, f.yt 
nothing in the bill would prohUjit tart 
The only way that could be prohibited 
would be by inserting the word "ati'i." ic 
the bill at the point I have indicated.

If the 
Senator does not mind, and if he has 
nothing else he wants to say, I shall be 
glad to speak for a minute or two. be- 
cause I have a fev/ thoughts to express. 

M.-. TYDINGS. I shall be dcligtitcd 
to yield. I was only making a sugges- 
tion, so we would not take advantage of 
the absence of the Senator from North 
Dakota, in the event he h ad n ot finished. 

The PRESIDING OFFICER. The 
Chair recognizes the Senator from 
Colorado. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I wished 
to propound a Question to the Senator 
from North Dakota, and I hope the Sena- 
tor from Ma'.-yland will remain. 

:.lr. TYDINGS. I have not had 
■ luncheon yet. If it Is going to take long, 
I think I should like to get a sandwich. ■ 

. Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I am not 
going to talk very long. I assure the 
Senator I shall be very brief. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I will remain. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. I shall 
speak briefly, and I hope very much to 
the pomt. I trust the Senator will real- 
ize my anxiety about this legislation. I 
do not want to keep him from his lunch- 
eon. and I apologize to him for not hav- 
ing been here sooner, as I had intended 
to be, to hear his explanation and his 
argument on the bill, but I could not. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I have Just received 
word that, with the amendments adopted, 
the Senator from North Dakota has 
nothing more to say about the bill. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. That is 
fine. I do not know whether I can Join 


bill, but as I read the me.vsure, it is very 
radical legi.slation. I do not knovr of 
any legislation passed by C.or.gress which 
Is so sweeping ar.d which ,gocs so far as 
this legislation does, except the legisla- 
tion pertaining to atomic energy. I 
know I should feci a great deal better 
had the bill been referred to rhe Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and that com- 
mittee had given attention to the sweep- 
ing provisions contained in the bill. 
Doubtless few Senators on the floor have 
the same fear of r.'.ilitary fascism that 
1 have; I doubt whether they have. I 
know that very few of us see.m greatly 
concerned that 34 percent of all our 
taxes, ail of our revenues, goes to the 
Pentagon Building. To me that is a 
very disturbing thing. 

Perhaps I am entirely wrong; perhaps 
I do not comprehend the significance and 
cllect of the pending legislation, but as 
I understand we are setting up In this 
country a military .gestepo. I rccr.il very 
v/ell an argument made in this Chamber 
by the late Senator Norris, of Nebraska, 
aw.ay back in 1040. It i.mpressed me 
deeply. Ke was arguing against the 
, Congress of the United States setting up 
a gestapo in this country. I da not agree 
with what the Senator said in hl.5 refer- 
ences to the FBI, becau-'C I think the 
3?3I has been a splendid organization, 
which has made a crem.cndous contribu- 
tion to check crime and I .-hov.ld not 
vrant to do anytliir.g to curtail its opcr.a- 
tion. But I feci very certain that if 
Senator Norris were on the Senate floor 
today he would rise i.n his place to argue 
against the sweeping power,; which arc 
being vc.sted in the military through this 
piece of le.'ri.'lr.ti.tn. 

Mr. TYDINGS. Mr. Pre.'ic.cnt. will 
the Senator yieid? 

Mr. JOHNSON of Cclo.mdo. I am 
glad to yield. 

Mr. TYDINGS. I may say t-o the Sen- 
ator that I share every ihourhi he lias 
expres.sed about the l.'tadvi.;ablUty, the 
lack of nece,ssity, and the unwarranted 
Institution of any kind of gtetapo, mili- 
tary or otherwise. In this cettntry. Tlte 
pending bill, as I said in r.ty opening 
.statenrent, has nothing to do with the 
Internal ailairs of the United States of 
America. All these men work outside 
the United States of America, and the 
bill so provides. They cannot work in 
the United State.s of America. Their 
functions are erxlusive.y in foreign 
fields, and they are gathering, by close 
examination, infonnation which it is 
deemed necessary for our country to 
have, as to where this or the other thing 
Is going on, and as to what is taking 
place, so that we can make our plans 
accordingly. I am glad to reassure the 
Senator that our comm.lttee had the 
sam.e thought he has so well cxpre.ssed, 
and that there is nothing in the bill to 
permit internal military e.-p;onage in our 
country by agents constituted in the 
Military Establishment. 

Mr. JOHNSON of Colorado. It is very 
comforting to have the Senator make 
that statement. I may say I did not 
know the bill was coming up today. I 


and v;hat the eilcct of its language michi. 
be. But I have not had that opporlunU> . 
Perhap.s it is all my own fault, and t 
regret it. 

Mr. TYDINGS. 1 know the Senaior 
Is busy. I would say to the Senr tor frern 
Colorado that the members of the Co:r.- 
mittcc on Armed Services approach.:-,!

philosophy which the Senator from Col- 
orado has expressed.

Mr. TVDIXGS. Would the Senator 
like to hr.vo my ertplanation of that? 

Mr, McKHT-LAB. I doubt the v/isdom 
of that provi.sion. The Committee on 
Appropriations appropriates speoiflcally 
for every department of the Government. 
It has been found to v/ork extraordinarily 
well. I am in favor of the bill; I am 
not opposed to it. but I think It would be 
safer and better 

Mr. TYGINGS. Would the Senator 
like rne to tell him why that language is 
written into the bill? 

Mr. McKSLLAB. Yes, I would. 

Mr. TYDIKGS. If this were a normal 
function of the Government, like, for in- 
stance, building a bridge, or buying an 
airplane, or providing for reforestation, 
or for the construction of a dam, the 
Senator’s observation would be a very 
good one. But let me tell the Senator 
that the men who work in this particular 
field frequently lose their lives. As a 
matter of fact, to the certain knov/ledge 
of the Senator from Maryland, several 
have already lost their lives, and not 
under very pretty circumstances, because, 
quite often. If they are deleted, they 
are forced to tell why they are there, 
and the picture is not a pretty one. If 
there are vouchers containing the names 
and the circumstances, going through 
Governme.Pt channels, it might be pos- 
sible for foreign-espionage agents to 
check 0.1 who the agents are through 
every conceivable source of information. 

. Therefore, if wc should employ the 
same kind of accounting as would be 
employed in connection with building a 
bridge, strange as it may seem, expert 
men. skilled in detecting from little 
things the probabilities, are quite often 
able to detect who the agents are, and 
in that w’ay they are tracked down and 
lose their lives. This is no ordinary 
bridge-building proposition. This Is a 
matter of life and death, affecting men 
who are trying to do something to aid 
the security of our country and who take 
an enormous risk. The committee, after 
thorough consideration, determined that 
it would be better to have this general 
procedure followed in order to protect 
the men, rather than to follow the ortho- 
dox procedure, which might result In the 
Io 3.3 of their lives. That is the reason 
why that language is in the bill. 

r.Ir. WHERRY. Mr. President, will 
the Senator yield? 

Mr. TEl/IMGS. I shall yield as soon as 
I complete my answer to the Senator 
from Tennessee. 

I appreciate the o’oservation of the 
Senator from Tennessee, formally, it 
would be a most outrageous fning to pro- 
ceed in this manner, but I thirds we ewe 
these men every possible protection we 


business. If we arc to appropriate the 
necessary money, we have to do it in 
such a way as to "bring hom.e the bacon,". 
If we want cur country to be secure, if we 
W'ant to Itnow how atomic energy Is pro- 
. grossing in some other country, and what 
plants there may be. 

I hate to discuss these matters on the 
floor, but t'ncre is no other way I can 
make the Senate have confidence in the 
bill than by discussing these things which' 

I would rather not mention. 

Mr. WHERRY. Mr. President, will the 
Senator yield? 

The PRESIDING OPPICER (Mr. Kek- 
oaicxsox in the chair) . Doss the Sena- 
tor from Maryland yield to the Senator 
from Nebraska? 

Mr. V/HERRY. Do 1 have the floor, 
or does the Senator from Maryland have 
the floor?

Mr. TYDINGS. Yes.

It 
is written now to effect a cure. It is a 
question as to v/'net’ner we have t’ne au- 
Aiority to act. In my opinion we have 
not the authority, but nobody is going to 
raise the question. 

Mr. WHERRY. But we are actually 
doing what is provided for in the blB? 

Mr. TYDINGS. Much of it. 

Mr. WPIERRY. Are we going to ex- 
pand what we are now doing if we get 
additional authority? 

Mr. TYDINGS. No. 

Ivir. V/HERRY. The intention really 
Is to implement what vve intended to do 
under the skeleton act?

FSEC TKADH AND ONEMPLOTMENT 

It is reported that there are more than 
4.0C0,C00 unemployed at this time and 
probably in excess of lO.OOO.CCO partially 
unemployed in this country due princi- 
pally to actual and threatened imports 
of r-roducis from the low-wage standard 
of living European and A.siatic nations.

I think that It 
Is time for the Congress, the Cabinet, 
and the people as a whole to take stock 
of our position In the world and to be 
apprised of just what Is confronttag 
them. In this understandtag — or esti- 
mate — there are two important factors ■ 
. v;hloh may largely determtae our fate. 
The fitst and most Important of these 
Is the state of our own tateUlgence. and 
the second is the intelligence or espionage 
nets which the Russians are operating 
• against us. 

There is good .ground for the definite 
but regrettable conclusion that there 
is a concerted, well-organized, well-' 

■ thought-out, and definite plan to destroy 
ail semblances of American mtelligence. 
We all realize that espionage, or snoop- 
ing on oar neighbors, is by our very na- 
ture anathema to the' American people: 

■ but we also realize that in the hard- 
boiled, modern, realistic world intelli- 
gence is essehti^, nay "vital, to any nation 
which is to survive. . 

The history of American intelligence 
and counter Intelligence up until the be- 
ginning of World War H was not a pretty 
picture. Only in 1940 did we begin to 
create an American InteUigence and 
counter mtelligence unit worthy of the 
name. That unit was created in the 
Vyar Department by MaJ. Gen. Sher- 
ma.a Miles, who had been our military 
■attache in England and who visited the 
' French Army on. the Conttaent before 
' the break-through of the German Army 

■ and the fall of France. ' General Miles 
w'as so imbused with the power of the 
German and Communist fifth columns

the then Assistant Secretary of War, 
John J. McCIoy. who used for his pur- 
pose Lt. Gen. Joseph T. McNarney. then 
Deputy Chief of Staff and now a four- 
star general and American representa- 
tive on the military committee of the 
United Nations.

great. Initially. ' - . . 

■ In Prance, Hitler created disunity In 
the Government, prevented its prepaiins 
' adequately for waiv and made relation- 
ships which could still be matatained 
when actual confilct came and which 
could he used to secure France’s defeat. 

In America, Stalin is creating dirunitv 
In the Government by his stooges in high . 
governmental positions even here in the 
Congress. He was behind the movement 
to render impotent and mnocuon ■ our 
armed forces. He has fomented strikes 
la tadustry and has delayed our reconver- 
sion. 

In France, Hitler’ used eveiy means 
possible- to build up psychological -chan- 
nels through which his dominating idees-. 
could be imprinted in French minds. He ■ 

' organized the Comite Prance-Aleraagne 
to maintain social and cultural contaots 
between the two countries. He organized 
joint meetings of French and Gi-rman 
war veterans, using for that purpose the 
rightist veterans organization headed by 
violent reactiona:^ Jean Goy. A Browa 
■ House was established in Paris where in- 
fluential French beads were entertained 
■lavishly and convinced that "the Nazis 
were not so bad after all. 

In America, Stalin has used every 
means possible to build up psycholcgical • 
channels through which eo:amunism can 
be Imprinted in American minds.

On 
the other hand, there were thundered 
threats from Hitler, but Hitler always 
took pains to make it clear that the 
•threate were for those unworthy Prencli- 
men who were allowing their cotmtry to 
sink deeper into the morass and was 
wooing those clear-sighted Frenchmen 
who agreed with the Nazis. 

In America Stalin is today employing . 
the more outstanding means of prepar- 
ing the enemy for a kill. He also is using 
the operation of spies, secret agents, agi- ■ 
tators, saboteurs, and traitors. On the 
one hand, the upper crust of America is 
being courted by the suavists and most 
urbane of the Communist group. Many 
of these are lending their names, and in-. 
Huence for the political prestige, power, 
and authority which may accrue. On the 
other hand, behind the scenes, Commu- 
. nists whisper and thunder the threats of 
what to expect when we are finally 
crushed. Not long ago, at a meeting of 
the district board of the Communist Par- 
ty held in one of our large cities, a high 
"official of the Communist Party, a mem- 
ber of its national board, made substan- . 
tially the following statement: 

Thero must be an intensive otganizatlan 
in every unit ot the trade-union movement 
to use every means to destroy and drive irom 
industry the Red baiters. It must be made 
so that it is not possible for anyone to Red 
b.tit and hold his fob or his health. Commu- 
nists must see to it from this time forward 
that Red baiting ls.no longer a harmless , 
p,istime but that it entails actual physical 
peril. 

But Stalin also Is at. great pains to 
make it clear that these threats are for 
those unworthy Americans who are re- 
■ sistlng the coming of the new order and 
who are trying to make America follow 
the pattern envisaged by the founding 
fathers and their worthy successors. 

In Prance, Hitler used the technique 
of simultaneous threat and Inducement. 
He would present the alternative: Follow 
me and you will be happy, strong, and 
prosperous: refuse me and I will strike' 
you down. In many instances in Prance. 
French papers. French politicians, and 
private but influential citizens would' 
openly oppose and campaign against in- ■ 
elusion in the cabinet or similar posl- 
. tions of certain men because they feared 
it would oSend Hitler. 

In America, Stalin is today using the 
same technique of simultaneous- threat 
and inducement. . Many organizations 
known to all in this body today are of- 
fering the alternative to politicians, busi- 
ness executives, and men in position: 
Follow us and you will become prosperous 


and influential; refuse us and we will 
purge you. There are cases in recent 
months where men have been rejected 
for appointment to governmental and 
public positions because they were not 
acceptable to the Communists in Amer- 
ica and to Stalin and the Politbureau in 
Moscow. 

Time does not permit me to go on. as I 
could, with parallel cases, but I want to 
make it clear from this floor today that 
to understand the technique and pattern' 
of Russian espionage, coercion, throat, 
and smeared techniques and activities, 
it Is absolutely necessary to understand 
that this activity is based on totally dif- 
ferent premises from similar activities . 
carried on by the nations of the west, 
or even those nations which have ab- 
sorbed more than the sheerest veneer of 
western civilization and culture. It is 
also essential tliat he who concerns liim- 
self with matters of this natui'e needs.- 
by all means, some sort of inner contact 
with the spiritual make-up of the Rus- 
sian people in order not to miss out on 
essential'details. 

There are, of coui'se. many ways in 
which this problem may be met and , 
solved. Others will occur to those Mem- 
bers of this body who, like myself, are 
greatly disturbed by the inept and ama- 
teurish manner in which our national 
intelligence requirements are being met. 

If I may presume to offer suggestions 
to correct our very obvious deficiencies, 

I -would list them In the following order: 

First. Make Intelligence a career in 
the Army, the Navy, the Air Forces, and 
not only make It possible for intelligence 
officers of the armed services to attain 
high command po.sitions hut require in- 
telligence and experience before an 
officer can be selected for high command. 

Second.jre,kUJlfi.iUlEOlnJin«it^^

domestic law cnforcetaentf a field in 
which it is preeminent; thus freeing the 
Central Intelflgence Agency to act as a 
high level evaluation agency for the Fed- 
eral Government and rendering totally 
unnecessary the wasteful dupliiation of 
effort which now exists: and finally re- , 
stricting the Inte.iigence agencies of the 
armed forces to Milita:-y Intolligence in 
the broader sense of that term 

Fourth. The Congress must tal- e an 
active Interest in our national intelli- 
gence problem and prevent the Central 
Intelligence Agency, and any new agency 
we may create, from becoming the 
dumping gi-onnd of the services, where, 
as recently charged editorially liy one of 
our local newspapers. It become.-; a liaven 
of refuge for superannuated colonels Of 
G-2 and burat-out Navy captains. 

Fifth. And, most important of ail, the -

THE U.S. INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY 

There has been increasing Congressional concern 
over the secrecy and relative lack of legislative 
surveillance of the CXA. and other Intelligence 
bodies. But proposals for a "Joint Committee on 
Foreign Information and Intelligence" have power— 
ful opposition both in Congress and in the Admin- 
istration. 

This story reviews U.S. intelligence activi- 
ties, listing the various agencies involved, and 
presents the arguments for and against a "watchdog" 
committee over the Intelligence community. Excerpts 
from recent House debate on the subject are also 
presented to give a clearer pictiire of the atti- 
tudes in Congress, pro and con.

U.S. INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY 
CONCERNS MANY CONGRESSMEN

Washington, Nov, — (CQ) — The Nov, 1-2 coup in Viet Nam whic:h de;pot«-!d 
the regime of President Ngo Dinh Diem after nine years’ rule resulted in part at 
least from the U.S. Government’s dissatisfaction with the Diem regime and its cai- 
couragement of reform in Viet Nam, 

The event focused attention on the possibility of more direct Americaa in- 
tervention to effect the coup. Concern inevitably centered on the irole of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, 

The CIA is the fact and symbol of a postwar development in the nation >fld.cli 
runs contrary to U.S. traditions of open diplomacy and non-intervention — the prac- 
tice of espionage and subversion to further national aims and protect natianal 
security. Actually, while the CIA has its spies and agents, much of its work of in- 
telligence involves routine gathering and analysis of statistical, political ami 
other data. 

Criticism of CIA and other int^ligence operations in the Government at«-ms 
from revulsion against the cloak-and-dagger image, as well as annoyance at the jn- 
tense secrecy which surrounds the intelligence community. Some fear the tradition 
of popular control of the Government, especially the military, may be underminecL 
by the growth of para-military organs Insulated from the public. 

In addition, the very term "intelligence, " while it attracts eafier and able 
college graduates, implies mental faculties in the participants which critics cay 
are not necessarily present, 

Billion-Dollar Operation 

Congress is particularly wary of the secrecy which covers the estimated 
$1 billion-a-year operations of the CIA and other intelligence agencies in the Gov- 
ernment. 

Indeed, Congress, jealous of its role as keeper of the purse strings* 1 ankles 
at not even knowing how much and where the money goes for intelligence cperations. 
Furthermore, the Congressional role of "oversight" is frustrated when it comes so 
supervision of the far-flung CIA operations, which involve probably betwerai 15,000 
and 20,000 employees in the U.S. and abroad. 

Thus, every year for the last ten, proposals have been made in Congrees for 
some form of "Joint Committee on Foreign Intelligence" to give CongressloneQ. £jur-

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INTELLIGENCE COMMUNITY REMAINS A PROBLEM FOR CONGRKS 


The Nov. 1-2 coijp in Viet Nam, which deposed the 
regime of President Ngo Dinh Diem after nine years’ 
rule, resulted in part at least from the U.S. Government’s 
dissatisfaction with the Diem regime and its encourage- 
ment of reform in Viet Nam. The event focused attention 
on the possibility of more direct American intervention 
to effect the coup, and concern inevitably centered on the 
role of the Centr^ Intelligence Agency, 

The CIA Is the fact and symbol of a postwar 
development in the nation which runs contrary to U.S, 
traditions of open diplomacy and non-intervention — the 
practice of espionage and subversion to further national 
aims and protect national security. Actually, while the 
CIA has its spies and agents, much of its work of in- 
telligence involves routine gathering and analysis of 
statistical, political and other data. 

Criticism of CIA and other intelligence operations in 
the Government stems from revulsion against the cloak- 
and-dagger image, as well as annoyance at the intense 
secrecy which surrounds the intelligence community. 
Some fear the tradition of Democratic control of the Gov- 
ernment, especially the military, may be undermined by 
the growth of para-miUtary organs insulated from the 
public. 

In addition, the very term "intelligence,” while it 
attracts eager and able collegegraduates, implies mental 
faculties in the participants which critics say are not 
necessarily present. 

Congress is particularly wary of the secrecy which 
covers the estimated SI billion-a-year operations of the 
CIA and other intelligence agencies in the Government. 
Indeed, Congress, jealous of its role as keeper of the 
purse strings, rankles at not even knowing how much and 
where the money goes for intelligence operations. 
Furthermore, the Congressional role of “oversight” is 
frustrated when it comes to supervision of the far- 
flung CIA operations, which probably involve between 
15,000 and 20,000 employees in the U.S. and abroad. 

Funds for CLA are hidden in annual appropriations 
for other agencies. Congress exercises only limited 
supervision through subcommittees of the Armed Services 
and Appropriations Committees. 

Every year for the last ten, proposals have been 
made in Congress for some form of "Joint Committee 
on Foreign Intelligence” to give Congressional sur- 
veillance over the intelligence community in much the 
same manner as the Joint Atomic Energy Committee 
surveys the Atomic Energy Commission’s activities and 
other nuclear affairs. 

The idea of a Joint Committee on Foreign Intelli- 
gence has little chance of fulfillraent in the near future, 
mainly because of the powerful forces in opposition to 
it. TTiese are led by the President and his Administra- 
tion, including the CIA, and importantly backed by the 
three committees in Congress which presentlyhandleCIA 
matters or money — the six-man Senate subcommittee 
made up of members of the Senate Armed Services and 
Appropriations Committees, the House Armed Services 


Central Intelligence Agency Subcommittee and tiu- House 
Appropriations Subcommittee on funds for Intel Ugence 
activities (which itself is secret as to number and 
Identity of members). Members of these subcommittees 
claim that they already provide the neoessan' Congress- 
ional surveillance of the intelligence community and that 
a joint committee for that purpose is unnecossary. 

Background 

The secretive, conspiratorial aid subvstrsi-ve na- 
ture of the Communist threat to Westej u security 
led to a major expansion of U.S. mtelligeacc oper- 
ations in the postwar era. Agencies responsible for 
ferreting out accurate information on Ccnununist in- 
tentions and capabilities -- and for thwaxtinz enemy 
agents — included the Federal Bures u of Investigation, 
the military intelligence services of the armed forces, 
the Department of State, the Atomic Ei ergyCommission, 
the National Security Agency and the Central uttHlligence 
Agency, Collectively, their intelligence operaDons — 
almost totally clothed in secrecy — cost more than $1 
billion annually, according to informed estim iies 

At the center of this intelligence comraunitv Is the 
CIA, createdbytheNationalSecurity Attof 1947. It is the 
successor of the National Intelligence Authority, estab- 
lished by President Truman in 1946. Responsiblt; to the 
National Security Council, CIA was given broad authority 
to coordinate the intelligence output af the Government 
and to engage in undercover operatior a like- si. of the 
wartime Office of Strategic Services, In 1949. Congress 
gave complete discretionary power over CIA pex-sonnel 
and funds to the Director of Central Intellip^enue — a 
post occupied successively by Rear Admiral Roucoe H. 
Hillenkoetter (1947-50), Gen. Walter Bedell Sniicb (1950- 
53), Allen W. Dulles (1953-61), and John A, McCone 
(1961- ). 

Little concerning CIA operations, 'vhethci auccessful 
or not, ever came to public attentior, . The agency was 
blamed in some quarters for the failure to give advance 
warning of the attack on South Korea in 1950 or of Cihinese 
intervention that fall. Later CIA was credited with a 
hand in supplying Chinese Nationalist troops in Burma 
in 1950-54; In bringing down Iran’s Premier Mossadegh 
in 1953 and the Arbenz regime in Guatemala in 1954; 
and in supporting the right-wing Nosavan regime mLaos 
In 1960. CIA’s most spectacular success came ro light 
as the result of a sensational failure: the staxxtiDg down 
of Francis Gary Powers in mid-Rissia ir> May 1960 
apparently put an end to four years of aerial recon- 
naissance over the U.S.S.R. by high-flying U -2s. CIA’s 
most publicized failure came in April 1961 when Fidel 
Castro crushed an Agency-organized invatsion of Cuba 
by rebel forces at the Bay of Pigs. 

The CIA role in Viet Nam, at first in supixir of the 
Diem regime, was emphasized Oct. 4 with tlie rt call of 
the CIA chief there, John H. Richardson, rcroaedly at

REP. CHET HOLIFIELD (D CALIF.), lam glad the genUeinan 
brought this point out because, as a member of the Joint Committee 
on Atomic Energy, we have had close relationships with the CIA- 
We know what the gentleman from South Carolina says is true, 
that there are people who have served in this organization who are 
In jail and some have lost their lives. Furthermore, they are also 
in a situation where they cannot be protected or they cannot be 
claimed as a member of the CIA In the event they are captured and

RIVERS, If I should tell you how many of these agents we have 
or if I should give you some sort of a number of the agents that we

For instance, when the Director decides to separate a man he 
cannot go into court with his case under this bill, because if he did, 
any espionage person could figure out exactly who these peqple are, 
how many they are, and what they do. We cannot permit this, 'this 
espionage business is a dangerous business; it is not one that 1 
would be in. We have never been in it before.... We must have this 
agency and we must give them this benefit.

As a member of ihat subconimittee since 
its inception I have become sesnewhat familiar with die nature of 
the Agency’s organization and its manifold activlrtes Our sub- 
committee has regularly inquired into the CIA's operation and 
from time to time have made specific inquiry into some specific 
aspect of its activities. Whenever a qcc^ton would arise as to 
what the CIA had been doing in some p irtlcuiar area, our sub- 
committee would quieUy but thoroughly kok inK» t. 

Naturally, all our subcommittee inquiries, invescigations, and 
briefings were In executive session. Nsrurally, r o r -ports have 
been Issued as to our findings and recj.inmencboiohi*. To do so 
would destroy the effectiveness of the Agency, andche importance 
of this Agency’s work to our country’s* security ii-nnot be too 
strongly emphasized.... 

For my part, I believe that in the CIA we have one of the finest 
intelligence agencies in the wcnrld.... 

There is one thing more I should like to emphasize with re- 
spect to the CIA. Contrary to what we jiead and hear from time 
to time, the CIA does not pursue an intiepend-rTT foreign policy. 
The Agency does not make policy. It simply gaihe’-f* tbt* facts upon 
which policy may be based. It simply caj ries out orders dictated 
by those who m^e policy.

PURPOSE OF THE BILL 

The purpose of the biU is to grant to the Central Intelligence Agencv 
the authorities necessaiy for its proper administration The bill 
deals Avith procurement, travel allowances and related e.xpenses 
pneral authorities, and methods of expenditures of appropriated 
fimds. Further, it protects the confidential nature of the Agency’s 
^ency^^ provisions for the overseas administration of the 

SECTION-BT-SECTION ANALYSIS 

Section 1 comprises definitions of certain terms used in the act 
Section 2 provides for a seal of office. Intelligence records contain 
information that is sometimes required for official use either in other 
departments or as evidence in legal proceedings. Unless proper 
authentication of copies can he made, original documents would liavo- 
to be produced. 

Subsection 3 (a) provides for the e.vtcnsion to the Agency of certain 
provisions of the Armed Services Procurement Act of 1947 (Publie 
Law 413, 80th Cong.). Those provisions authorize negotiation on 
piiTchases and contracts for supplies without advertisino’ if— 

Ihere is a national emergency (sec. 2 (e) (1)); ° 

The public e.xigency will not admit a delay (sec. 2 (c) (2));

Section 9 provides authorization for the establishment of three 
^sitions in the scientific and the professional service of the Agency. 
These three positions are established for the employment of out- 
standing men in the scientific field of foreign scientific intelligence. 
Similar legislation was passed by the Eightieth Congress for com- 
parable positions in the National Militaiy Establishment. The 
section establishes a salary minimum of $10,000 and a maximum 
of $15,000 per annum. 

Subsection 10 (a) establishes a point of reference to which the 
administrative and fiscal officers of the Agency and other appropriate 
officers of the Government may look to determine what expenditures 
are authorized for the activities of the Agency. It permits sums 
made available to the Agency to be expended for the purposed set 
forth in the section. This section is necessary in view of the require- 
ments of existing law or Comptroller General’s decisions, which 
specify that such expenditures are not permissible unless authorized 
by law. 

Subsection 10 (b) permits the Agency to expend sums made avail- 
able to it without regard to provisions of law. It also permits the 
ejmenditure of funds for confidential purposes, to be accounted for 
solely by certification of the Director. 

Sections 11 and 12 are the usual separability and short-title sections. 

By letter to the chairman. Committee on Armed Services, the 
Director, Central Intelligence Agency, requested legislation similar 
to H. R. 2863, and later, on March 10, 1949, in an executive session of 
the committee, he concurred with this bill in its present form. His 
letter, dated February 11, 1949, in which this legislation was re- 
quested, is appended hereto, and is made a part of tliis report.

This bill is siibstaulialiy the same bill which was reported out unanimously as 
S. 2688 by the Senate Armed Services Committee in May 1948. It passed the 
Senate on June 21, 1948. Due to lack of time, this bill was not called up on the 
floor of the House, although it had been unanimously reported out of the House 
Armed Services Committee. 

The purpose of the bill, as set forth in the Senate Aimed Service Committee 
report of last year (Kept. No. 1302) is: “to grant to the Central Intelligence 
A| 5 ency the authorities necessary for- its proper administration. The bill deals 
w'lth procurement, travel, allowances and related expenses, general authorities, 
and methods of expenditures of appropriated funds, h'urther, it protects the cou- 
ndential nature of the Agency’s functions and makes provisions for the internal 
administration of the Agency. _ In almost all instances, the powers and authorities 
contained in the bill already exist for some other branch of the Government, and 
the bill merely extends similar authorities to the Central Intelligence Agency.” 

This proposed bill has been resubmitted to the Bureau of the Budget, and we 
have been advised that they have no objection to its presentation to the Congress 
in its present form.

138 Letter to the Secretaries of War and Navy on Unification of 
the Armed Forces. ]tine 15, 1946 


Gentlemen: 

I have read with care your joint report 
of May 3r, 1946. It was also helpful to me 
to have the full oral presentation of the 
points involved, which you and the members 
of your Departments made to me on June 
4th. 

I am pleased and gratified at the progress 
you have made. I feel that we have come a 
long way in narrowing the zone of disagree- 
ment which had previously existed between 
the services. The full understanding 
reached on eight vital aspects of unification 
is a significant accomplishment. These 
eight elements are Council of Common 
Defense, National Security Resources Board, 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, omission of single 
Military Chief of Staff, Central Intelligence 
Agency, Procurement and Supply, Research 
Agencies and Military Education and 
Training. 

In addition to these eight points of agree- 
ment, I am advised also by representatives 
of both services that they arc in accord in 
their attitude toward the provision in the 
Thomas Bill, S. 2044, which provides for 
four assistant secretaries in charge of 
Research, Intelligence, Procurement, and 
Training, respectively. They believe that 
such assistant secretaries are unnecessary. 
I agree with their position that the presence 
of these four assistant secretaries is undesir- 
able because they would greatly complicate 
the internal administration of the services 
and that such a plan would deprive the 
secretaries of the respective services of func- 
tions which are properly theirs. 

Your report of May 31st listed four items 
upon which you were unable to agree. An 
analysis of your comments contained in your 
report, and in the lengthy discussion which

we had, discloses that tire services are not 
nearly so far apart in their attitude toward 
these points as had been reported. It is my 
firm conviction that the determination of 
these questions in the manner which I pre- 
sent herein will result in a plan which in- 
corporates the best features offered by the 
respective services. 

With reference to the points upon which 
full agreement was not reached my position 
is as follows: 

I. Single military department. 

There should be one Department of Na- 
tional Defense. It would be under the con- 
trol of a civilian who would be a member of 
the cabinet. Each of the services would be 
headed by a civilian with the title of “Sec- 
retary.” These secretaries would be charged 
with the internal administration within their 
own services. They would not be members 
of the cabinet. Each service would retain 
its autonomy, subject of course to the au- 
thority and overall control by the Secretary 
of National Defense. It is recognized that 
the services have different functions and 
different organizations and for these reasons 
the integrity of each service should be re- 
tained. The civilian secretaries of the serv- 
ices would be members of the Council of 
Common Defense and in this capacity they 
would have the further opportunity to rep- 
resent their respective services to the fullest 
extent. 

2. Three coordinated services. 

There should be three coordinate serv- 
ices— the Army, Navy and Air Force. The 
three services should be on a parity and 
should operate in a common purpose toward 
overall efficiency of the National Defense 
under the control and supervision of the 
Secretary of National Defense. The Secre-

I. Single Military Oepartment 

IFar Department vietv. The military esmMi^- 
ment should be set up as a single entity, headed by 
a civilian of Cabinet rank wth authority and 
responsibility for the several services, 'jfte aarn^ims- 
tradon and supervision of the services should, how- 
ever, so far as possible be delegated to their rtspeenve 
heads, in order that each service should have p 
much freedom of development as possible, and in 
order that the traditions and prestige of each should 

not be impaired. , t . 

Natry Department view. There was a need tor 
unification, but in a less drastic and extreme form. 
Serious disadvantages would result from combining 
the services into one department Such a step would 
involve sacrifices of admlnisuative autonomy and 
service morale. Certain advantages would result 
from placing a Presidential Deputy with clearly 
defined powers of decision over specified matttf s at 
the head of the Council of Common Defense. 
From this as a starting point, it would be possible 
to move forward toward such further measures of 
unification as became advisable, based on further 
experience. 

2. Three Coordinate Branches 

V/ar Department view. The military establish- 
ment should contain three coordinate branchy 
naval, ground, and air— each of which should have 
a civilian head and a military commander. These 
officials should have access to the President, but not 
Cabinet rank, since that would be in derogation of 
the position of the civilian head of the military 

establishment. . 

Vavy Department view. The national security 
required maintenance of the integrity of the Na^ 
Department, headed by a civilian Secreta^ of Cabi- 
net rank. Naval aviation, together with surfaa 
and subsurface components, had been integrated 
within the Navy, and similar integration by the 


Army of its air and ground forces would be in the 
best interest of national security. However, if the 
alternatives were three military departments or one, 
the Navy preferred three departments. 

3. Aviation 

War Department view. Responsibility for the 
development, procurement, maintenance, and op- 
eration of the military air resources of the United 
States should be a function of the Air Force, with 
exception of enumerated responsibilities which 
should be vested in the Navy. 

Havy Department view. One reason for the 
Navy's strong conviction against a single depart- 
ment was the continued efforts of the Army air 
forces to restrict and limit naval aviation. To ac- 
complish its fundamcnul purpose, the Navy needed 
a certain number of landplanes for naval reconnais- 
sance, anti-submarine warfare, and protection of 
shipping. Ijndplanes, to be eff^ive, must be 
manned by naval personnel trained in naval warfare. 
The Navy also required air transport essential to its 
needs. 

4.. United States Marine Corps 

War Department view. There should be rnain- 
tained as a constituent part of the naval service a 
balanced Fleet Marine Force Including its supporting 
air component for (r) service with the fleet in the 
seizure of enemy positions not involving sustained 
land fighting, and (2) to continue the development 
of tactics, techniques, and equipment relating to 
those phases of amphibious warfare which pertain 
to waterborne aspects of landing operations. 

liavy Department view. There should be inain- 
tained as a constiment part of the naval service a 
balanced Fleet Marine Force including its supporting 
air component for (i) service with the fleet in the 
seizure or defense of advance naval bases or for the 
conduct of such limited land operations as are es- 
sential to the prosecution of a naval campaign, and 
(2) to continue the development of those aspects of 
amphibious operations which pertain to the tactics, 
techniques, and equipment employed by land forces.
